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Important Matters Before Board Of 
Aldermen In 1931 Final Meeting 

Petitions Discussed, Appropriations Made and Traffic Regu- 
lations Passed 


The last meeting of the 1931 Board 
of Aldermen was held on Monday 
night with nil the members except 
Alderman Harte present. Several 
Important matters came before the 
meeting — Including the confirmation 
of the new Public Buildings Commis- 
sioner and the motorizing of the New- 
ton police force. Hearings on several 
petitions were announced but none 
appeared to favor or object when the 
hearings were announced. These pe- 
titions were as follows: 67201 Edi- 
son Electric Illuminating Co. of Bos- 
ton and New England Telephone and 
Telegraph Co. of Mass., joint pole lo- 
cations, poles originally set in a pri- 
vate way which is now a public 
street: Oliver street, Ward 5, east- 
erly from Chestnut street, six poles. 
67202 Edison Company, pole locations, 
Otis place. Ward 2, northerly from 
Otis street, three poles. First pole 
from Otis street is proposed new lo- 
cation: other two are poles originally 
set in a private way which is now a 
public street. 67203 Telephone and 
Edison Companies, joint pole loca- 
tion, Walnut street, approximately 
220 feet from Commonwealth avenue 
southerly, one pole. 67156 Standard 
Oil Co. of N. Y., for permit to in- 
crease Gasoline Storage Capacity at 
1100 Beacon street, corner of Walnut 
street. Ward 6; to install one addi- 
tional underground tank with pump, 
1000 gallons capacity, in connection 
with Gasoline Selling Station. 67157 
Standard Oil Co. of N. Y., for permit 
to increase Gasoline Storage Capacity 
at 58 Winchester street, Ward 5; to 
install one additional pump; under- 
ground tank, 500 gallons capacity, al- 
ready on premises; in connection 
with Gasoline Selling Station. 

Alderman Hawkins reporting for the 
Licenses Committee recommended the 
granting of the following petitions— 
John Baker, express license, 69 Crafts 
street; Charles Pearce, 2nd class taxi 
license 873 Walnut street; Yvonne 
Paul, 2nd class taxi, 304 California 
street; Steeves-Murchinson Co., li- 
cense to deal in second hand automo- 
biles at 796 Beacon street; Garden 
City Taxi Co., by Peter Dugan two 
1st class taxi licenses at 233 Wash- 
ington street; one stand only, pres- 
ent 2nd class license to be surren- 
dered. The report of the committee 
was accepted by the Board. On rec- 
ommendation of the Licenses Com- 
mittee the Board voted leave to with- 
draw on these petitions — Texas Com- 
pany permit for additional pump and 
1000 gallon tank at 1295 Boylston 
street: Boleslaw Ebel. pool tables at 
1028 Chestnut street; Domenlc Proia, 
pool tables at 1261 Washington street; 
Jacob Kliginan, gasoline filling sta- 
tion at 156 Watertown street; An- 
tonina Kullzza, lodging house at 25 
Mechanic street; Colonial Oil Com- 
pany Co. additional tank and pump 
at 1291 Commonwealth avenue. 

On the petition of the Atlantic Re- 
fining Company for a permit to con- 
duct a gasoline filling station at 326 
Boylston street in the Thompsonville 
district. Alderman Woodcock dis- 
sented from the report or the other 
six members of the Licenses Commit- 
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tee who had voted ‘‘leave to with- 
draw” on this petition. Mr. Wood- 
cock explained his vote by saying 
that this petition had been held in 
committee bedhuse the reason was 
given that no permit should be grant- 
ed for any station on Boylston street 
until plans had been decided upon re- 
garding the location of the new State 
traffic artery between Boston and 
Worcester which will follow this 
street. These plans have been de- 
cided upon, so that this objection has 
been eliminated. There was But one 
objector to the petition — the owner of 
a house on an adjoining piece of prop- 
erty which is some distance removed 
from the locus of the proposed sta- 
tion. Mr. Woodcock said that this 
objector could not be much concerned 
about aesthetic considerations as he 
plans to build a fruit store alongside 
his residence. The Ward 2 alderman 
cited the filling station in front of 
the Turgeon garage at Newtonville 
as an instance where residents in the 
adjoining Colonna Apartments who 
had strongly protested against this 
station, now admit it has greatly im- 
proved the neighborhood. Woodcock 
argued that petitioners for gasoline 
filling stations should all be treated 
fairly and that this petition ought 
to be granted. He said that the pe- 
titioners had agreed to give a strip 
of land 15 feet in depth to the State 
if it is deemed necessary to widen 
Boylston street at this point. 

Alderman Gallagher said he was im- 
pressed by Mr. Woodcock’s argument 
and he asked that the matter be re- 
ferred back to the Licenses Commit- 
tee so that all the members of the 
Board might look into this petition 
more thoroughly. Alderman Hawkins 
replied that the Licenses Committee 
had held several hearings on this 
matter and had decided that the pro- 
posed location of the driveways at 
this station were not proper. Alder- 
man Powers said that inasmuch as 
three members of the present Board 
are ending their connection with the 
Aldermen the petition ought to be 
referred back to allow the newly 
elected Aldermen to investigate this 
matter. Alderman Smith said the Li- 
censes Committee had acted on this 
matter without prejudice, but a real 
estate transaction enters into this af- 
fair and that it could be explained 
to the members of the Board in a 
committee of the whole session if a 
recess were declared. Alderman Gal- 
lagher declared that if the commit- 
tee had anything up their sleeves they 
should inform the other members of 
the Board. 

On the recommendation of the Li- 
censes Committee the Board voted to 
grant a permit for a gasoline filling 
station at 296 California street to 
Frank I. Fisher and leave to withdraw 
was given the petition of the Texas 
Company for additional tanks and 
pumps at its various stations in this 
city. This was done at the request 
of the Texas Company. 

On favorable report of the Claims 
and Rules Committee a permit was 
granted to William F. Wright for a 
greenhouse at 992 Dedham street, Oak 
Hill. Leavo to withdraw was granted 
to the following petitions — Charles 
Morgan, greenhouse at 540 Grove 
street; Robert F. Anderson, changing 
land bounded by Commonwealth ave- 
nue, Washington street and Bonmar 
circle from single residence to busi- 
ness zone; W. Frank Brown, chang- 
ing land on Norwood avenue and 
Trowbridge street from private resi- 
dence to general residence zone; Ida 
Schwartz, changing land on Washing- 
ton street between Lowell avenue and 
Walker street from general residence 
to business zone.

Newton Man Shot By 
17 -Year Old Stepson 
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Aldermen Confirm 
Hageman Appointment 


Richard B. Wilson, Well-Known 
Sign Painter, Victim 
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Tripp Breaks Ankle At Experienced Engineer Becomes 
Watertown Blaze Building Commissioner 


Richard Wilson of 263 Church 
street, Newton, was murdered Mon- 
day afternoon by his stepson, William 
I. Brown, age 17. Wilson was 42 years 
of age and a native of Everett. For 
the past 8 years he had been In the 
employ of the Winn Sign Shop at 
Newton, and was a skilful and indus- 
trious worker. He formerly resided 
in Somerville and moved to this city 
about 5 years ago. He had resided at 
the Church street address for the past 
2 years. 

Six years ago, Wilson, then a wid- 
ower with 3 children, married a 
widow with 8 children. Since their 
marriage 4 children were born to 
them. At the Wilson home on Church 
Btreet were residing with the parents 
their four children, four of Mrs. Wil- 
son's children by her first marriage 
and Wilson’s three children by his 
first marriage. There had been con- 
siderable friction between the couple 
because of the mixed family. 

Shortly after 7 o’clock Monday night 
young Brown entered the Malden po- 
lice headquarters and informed the 
sergeant at the desk that he had shot 
and killed his stepfather. According 
to his story, Wilson made a disparag- 
ing remark concerning Mrs. Wilson 
late Monday afternoon and a fight 
started between him and the step- 
son. Brown nlleged that following the 
use of fists, both tried to get a single 
barrel rifle which was in the attic of 
the house. The youth got the weapon 
and shot Lis stepfather. He then 
ejected the empty shell, reloaded the 
rifle and shot Wilson a second time. 
Brown then loaded a third shell in the 
rifle but did not fire it. Both shells, 
fired at close range, inflicted gaping 
wounds. One tore the victim’s neck 
and part of his chin away. The other 
tore through his chest near the heart. 

The Malden police telephoned New- 
ton police headquarters and Serg. 
Moran with Patrolmen Jenkins, Mc- 
Donough and Stevens went to Wil- 
son’s house. Wilson’s wife told the 
police that she had gone to a movie 
theatre that afternoon and upon re- 
turning home observed his car in the 
yard and his hat on the living room 
table but she did not know where her 
husband was. The policemen went 
up to the attic and found Wilson’s 
body sprawled on the floor. Medical 
Examiner West was notified and 
viewed the body. Newton police went 
to Malden and brought Brown to the 
scene of the murder where the youth 
told the alleged details of the crime 
to Inspector Goode of the Newton po- 
lice. Brown was then taken to New- 
ton police headquarters where he was 
questioned by Chief Hughes and In- 
spector Goode and a verbatim report 
of his statements taken by Miss Elsie 
Dunleavy, police headquarters’ ste- 
nographer. Young Brown was seem- 
ingly little concerned over the enormi- 
ty of the offence he confessed to. One 
of his brothers. Leslie Brown, told 
the police that William had come into 
the home of their sister, Mrs. Ruth 
Kincaid on Monday evening, handed 
him $15 and remarked, "Gf> to New- 
ton and take care of mother.” 

Brown was arraigned in the New- 
ton court Tuesday morning and his 
cuse continued until January 8 at the 
request of the Newton police. He was 
not represented by counsel. Chief 
Hughes and Inspector Goode have 
been questioning the youth in an ef- 
fort to learn the real facts of the mur- 
der as they are sceptical of the ver- 
sion told by Brown. 


TENEMENT HOUSE FIRE AT 
UPPER FALLS 


A 14 fumily tenement block at 52 
Mechanic street, Newton Upper Falls, 
caught afire Tuesday afternoon in the 
tenement of Gosson Onaniun on the 
third floor. The many tenants in the 
building rushed to the street. The 
lire was confined to the tenement 
where it started. It was caused by 
sparks from a wood fire in the kitch- 
en range igniting papers behind the 
stove. 


Captain Benjamin Tripp of Engine 
1, Newton, broke his right angle when 
he fell while engaged in fighting a 
fire which destroyed the factory of 
the Weston Biscuit Company on How- 
ard street, Watertown last night. The 
fire was a spectacular one and com- 
pletely burned the big wooden build- 
ing. It started about 11 o’clock and 
Engine 1 and Engine 4 of this city 
aided the Watertown firemen until 
nearly 6 o’clock this morning. Tripp 
fell while aiding in carrying hose and 
broke a hone in his right ankle. He 
was taken to the Waltham Hospital. 
Captain Tripp has been a member of 
the Newton Fire Department for 
nearly 40 years and is due to retire on 
a pension within several months. 


BIG GARAGE FIRE AT NEWTON 


The Newton Garage at 24 Brook 
street, Newton Corner, was swept by 
fire at 10:22 Tuesday night. Two 
alarms sounded, one from Box 115 and 
another from Box 15. brought most of 
the Newton fire fighting apparatus to 
the place and the fire was soon under 
control. It had spread so squickly, 
however, that damage amounting to 
some thousands of dollars was done 
to the building and Its contents. John 
Quirk, night man at the garage, 
climbed out through a rear window 
when smoke suddenly filled the front 
entrance of the building. The fire 
started on the second floor near the 
elevator shaft and spread across this 
floor to the office. Several cars on 
this floor were lmdly damaged and 
smoke damaged the contents of the 
office and stock on the first floor. 
There were 28 cars in the garage 
when the fire occurred. The building 
is owned by D. Harry Itobblee of 
Newton and was occupied by the 
Newton Garage & Automobile Com- 
pany. This company is owned by 
Eric Lagerbald of West Newton, agent 
in this city for Studebaker cars. 

One line of hose laid across the 
tracks of the Boston Elevated on 
Washington street delayed electric 
cars going to and coming from Bos- 
ton for over 30 minutes. 


FIRE IN GORGONE STORE 
ENDANGER J IVES 

The timely discovery of a fire by 
Patrolman Frank CHP^onuell at 1:15 
last Sunday morning enabled him to 
warn the family of Carmine Salvia at 
7 Auburndale avenue, West Newton, 
and have 5 persons rush from their 
beds to safety. O’Donnell was driving 
home after finishing his tour of duty 
at 1 o'clock when he discovered a fire 
in the store on the ground floor of 
the building under Salvia’s apartment. 
The store was occupied by Frank 
Gorgone of 6 Gannon court, West New- 
ton. Gorgone was the owner of the 
store and building in which the ex- 
plosion of a huge still caused a fire 
and the deaths of 6 persons in Jan- 
uary 1928. 

After the firemen had extinguished 
the blaze at Gorgone’s store last Sun- 
day morning they found two jimmies 
on the floor of the store and the rear 
door hud the appearance of having 
been forced. The cash drawer in the 
store had been looted and about 60 
cents, which it had contained was 
missing. The theory was offered that 
a burglar had entered the store and 
started the fire. The State Fire Mar- 
shal’s office was requested to investi- 
gate the fire. The damage is estima- 
ted at about $2000. 


BRISK FIRE IN NEWTON GARAGE 


The large wooden garage at 70 Wa- 
verley avenue, Newton, owned by J. 
Edward Maloney, was burned early 
Tuesday morning. A large Packard 
sedan in the garage was badly burned 
and three other cars somewhat 
burned. The fire was discovered at 
5:40 a. m.. and Box 113 pulled. The 
fire was caused by an overheated 
chimney. The building was formerly 
used us u barn, and the old chimney 
was not constructed to withstand the 
heat coming from an oil heater which 
had been installed in the building.

Mayor Weeks’ appointment of 
Harry Hageman of Allerton road. 
Newton Highlands as Public Build- 
ings Commissioner to succeed Cecil 
Chadwick was confirmed by the Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night by a 
unanimous vote. Alderman Bail said 
he has known Mr. Hageman for 14 
years, has found him to be a man of 
high character and the city is for- 
tunate to obtain the services of a 
man of his type. Bail said that Hage- 
man is not tied by any political strings 
and can run the Public Buildings De- 
partment free from such entangle- 
ments. Bail, apparently acting as 
spokesman for Mayor Weeks, stated 
that the Mayor had asked Mr. Hage- 
man if he will hold the position only 
as long as the present economic 
crisis lasts and that Mr. Hageman 
had replied ‘‘I shall be glad to remain 
with the city as long as it wants 
me.” 

Alderman Powers said that the in- 
formation given the Aldermen from 
the Mayor’s office when Mr. Hage- 
man’s appointment was made, stated 
that this gentleman is a civil en- 
gineer and a member of leading so- 
cieties composed of members of this 
profession. The Newton directory 
states that Mr. Hageman is a hy- 
draulic engineer. The list of the 
Newton assessors specifies Mr. Hage- 
man as a mechanical engineer. 
Powers commented that the gentle- 
man is versatile in the engineering 
professions and that the city is for- 
tunate to obtain the services of a 
hydraulic engineer in case any more 
school buildings may be erected in 
sites such as the John Ward and 
Cabot Schools were built. Alderman 
Bowen said that the pertinent thing 
to know is what experience the ap- 
pointee has had in building construc- 
tion. 

Alderman Gallagher said that Mr. 
Hagenmn was not the candidate he 
favored for the position hut he has 
learned the gentleman has a fine rec- 
ord and the city is lucky to obtain 
his services. Gallagher stated that 
there is a report current in the city 
that it is intended to groom Hage- 
man to eventually assume control of 
the City Engineer’s Department and 
the Street Department. If this be 
so. the aldermen should knock down 
any such attempt.

Newton Police To Patrol Routes 

In Radio-Equipped Automobiles 

City Divided Into Seven Districts — Newton Is First City 
In State With New Plan 


At the meeting of the Aldermen on 
Monday night an appropriation was 
made to purchase seven Ford sedans 
and 11 short wave radio sets for these 
sedans and other automobiles owned 
by the Newton Police Department. 
This appropriation was made at the 
request of Mayor Weeks. Alderman 
Bail, chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, told the Aldermen that auto- 
mobiles and radios are for the pur- 
pose of modernizing Newton’s police 
department. This radical change has 
been considered for some time by 
Mayor Weeks and Police Chief 
Hughes. Chief Hughes believes that 
the city can be patrolled more effi- 
ciently by having policemen patrol 
the streets riding in automobiles in- 
stead of walking. The city has been 
divided into seven patrol districts. 
Each car will cruise about with two 
policemen and will cover about 75 
miles a night. 

During the summer months the po- 
licemen in the cruising cars will try 
the doors of houses whose owners are 
away. Each car will contain a short 
wave radio set which will be tuned 
onto the broadcasting station at the 
State Police barracks at Framingham. 
Telephone messages sent from police 
headquarters will be relayed to the 
radio sets in the Newton patrol cars. 
At each of the business sections in 
the 11 villages of the city a policeman 
will be stationed on foot, but all oth- 
er patrolmen will be taken off the 
existing patrolled routes. The 10 
reserve policemen will have no furth- 
er work and this will effect a sav- 
ings of $10,500 yearly, so the cost of 
the change will save the city $4000 
after allowing for the cost of the 7 
automobiles and the 11 radios. Al- 
derman Bail said it is expected that 
4 of the present policemen will re- 
tire the coming year and this will 
give regular positions to 4 of the pres- 
ent reserve policemen. 

Alderman Powers said that while 
he favors the purchase of the 7 auto- 
mobiles and 11 radios to modernize 
the police department and enable it 
to cope with modern conditions, he 
objected to the radical change which 
will take all policemen now on foot 
patrol off the streets, except at the 
business sections. Powers comment- 
ed that a policeman on foot can de- 
tect fires at night when policemen 
riding in automobiles cannot detect 
such ri He also stated that he 
expects Newton’s citizens will not ap- 
prove the abolishing of all foot patrol- 
ling by policemen. Questioned by 
President Collins of the Board. Chief 
Hughes replied that he believes the 
city will be much more efficiently and 
thoroughly patrolled by the new me- 
thod and better protection afforded 
citizens. Alderman Collins said that 
the change will allow more policemen 
for traffic work on the day shift. He 
asked Chief Hughes if other cities are 
using the motor patrol system. Chief 
Hughes replied that while cities iu 
Western States are using this meth- 
od. Massachusetts cities have not 
adopted it as yet. but he believes that 
in the near future they will aud that 
foot patrolling by policemen will soon 
become obsolete. The change will 
take effect January 1st without per- 
manent increase iu cost. 

The entire city has been marked 
off into police zones, and an automo- 


bile manned by two officers has been 
assigned to each zone. The only ex- 
ceptions from complete motorization 
are police on traffic posts and men on 
foot assigned to the business districts 
of the 11 communities of the city. The 
new plan, moreover, will eliminate the 
necessity of a reserve officer appro- 
priation. which last year amounted 
to $10,500. 

Police in automobiles will be In al- 
most constant touch with the new po- 
lice headquarters building in West 
Newton. Moreover, one man in each 
automobile will be required to report 
back from a different signal box in 
his zone every half hour. A new 
blinker system of lights on each po- 
lice signal box in the city will also 
go into effect at the same time so 
that police in the business districts 
and traffic police as well can be called 
in emergencies giving 100 per cent 
protection to Newton day and night. 

‘Brass-buttoned police officers lei- 
surely patrolling beats on foot will be 
memories of the past.” declared May- 
or Weeks, in announcing the plan. 
‘ Except in business centres, where 
sidewalk crowds gather and store 
doors must be tried, they will ‘cover’ 
the city’s large area thoroughly in ra- 
dio-equipped cars. 

”In a few years, in my opinon. the 
blue-coated law guardian will entirely 
disappear from the sidewalks of every 
city and town. Such an officer is too 
clearly visible for long distances to 
the law breaker. Moreover, he has 
been long at a disadvantage in coping 
with a fugitive who has a fast motor 
car to carry him away from the "cene 
of his crime.” 

Nearly a year has been spent by 
Chief of Police Michael T. Hughes in 
a study of the most efficient police 
methods applicable to a city of the 
type of Newton and the motorization 
plan is the result. Newton’s police 
problem is unique because of the IS 
square miles which must be covered 
by a comparatively small force. In 
area Newton is larger than Cam- 
bridge. Somerville and Brookline com- 
bined. and if patrolmen on foot were 
utilized to cover this wide area and 
to cope properly with present-day law 
breakers a force as large as the 
combined forces of Cambridge. Som- 
erville and Brookline would be nec- 
essary. This naturally would place 
a heavy tax burden on taxpayers and 
would not give police the speed now 
required to capture offenders. Hence 
the decision in favor of motor equip- 
ment was made. Appropriation to 
purchase 7 additional automobiles and 
11 radios at the present time was 
made by the Newton Board of Aider- 
men last night. These added to the 
cars already in operation in the de- 
partment by plain clothes men will 
enable the department to inaugurate 
its day and night auto patrol. 

Newton's nearness to the State Po- 
lice Barracks in Framingham makes 
it unnecessary for the city to install 
its own broadcasting station. There- 
fore, all broadcasts intended for the 
police cruising through the city 
streets will be relayed by special tele- 
phone to Framingham, and from that 
point broadcast to Newton’s radio- 
equipped automobiles. Recent time 
tests showed conclusively that mes- 
sages can be sent to police in moving 
automobiles from Newton Police

Good 
ice was lacking on other school rinks 
and the games were put over to Tues- 
day. On Tuesday Medford showed 
that its victory over Rindge was not 
a flash in the pan by slamming out a 
7 to 1 victory over Arlington. Bel- 
mont topped Cambridge Latin the 
same afternoon.

In winning its opening game with 
Stoneham on Saturday the Newton 
sextet stormed the opponent’s goal 
and scored in the second and third 
sessions to take a 2 to 0 lead. With 
less than two minutes to go Stoneham 
saved a shutout when Avery’s shot 
was taken on the rebound by Gross 
and whipped into the strings. In the 
first period Jack Skillins, Newton 
goalie, turned aside many hard drives 
while Moody who was in the strings 
for Stoneham saved on difficult shots 
by Al Carvelli and Dick Kelley.

SPORT NOTES 


The Newton high school Indoor 
track team opens its season next 
week Frldny afternoon nt the Boston 
Y. M. C. A. track against Medford 
High. The Newton Indoor team has 
been through three consecutive sea- 
sotjs without a defeat in its dual 
meets with other schools and college 
freshman teams. Last year an all- 
star aggregation of alumni nosed out 
the best team in Newton’s track his- 
tory by a narrow margin. As many 
of this nlumni team are well-known 
college stars the schoolboys were de- 
cidedly competing out of their class. 
Otherwise the string of undefeated 
dual meets has stretched to twelve in 
the past three years. 

If Newton can top Medford next 
week it will be the thirteenth con- 
secutive dual meet victory and the 
fifth in succession over the Medford 
lads. Through the season of 1927 
Newton and Medford arranged alter- 
nate meets on each other’s track, one 
year at Newton and the next at Med- 
ford. It was usually the case of the 
home team winning as conditions on 
the two tracks were greatly different 
with the home team having a great 
advantage. In the winter of 1928 the 
meet was arranged on the Boston Y 
track and has been held there yearly 
since. Newton has been the victor in 
all four of the meetings there, some- 
times just managing to come through 
by a narrow margin and at other 
times have plenty to spare. 

Last week Newton held an infor- 
mal interclass meet and this after- 
noon Medford is holding its annual 
alumni meet which will furnish some 
basis of comparison of the ability of 
the runners on each team. 

Coach Enoch of Newton will de- 
pend upon Doug Sloane in the dash. 
The stocky Newtonville youth came 
fast towards the end of last year’s 
outdoor season and is ready to take 
his place along with other recent star 
sprinters at Newton such as Carl Pes- 
cosolido, Dick Reynolds, Bob Ewing 
and Walter Holmes. 

Captain Jimmie Cahill is the orange 
and black’s best 300-yarder and with 
the experience gained last year in 
interscholastic competition he will 
make the fur fly in the coming bat- 
tles clown the home stretch. On the 
Newton track Cahill is well nigh un- 
beatable through his ability to take 
the banked turns. 

Willie Mullen, football quarterback, 
is carrying the burden in the 600 and 
although having had little track ex- 
perience he was clocked in lm.

That is pretty good early season time 
and if pressed by runners such as 
Medford and ^ho other schools turn 
out Mullen will; make them step. Tom 
Connolly and Jim Fitzgerald are the 
outstanding distance runners in the 
1000-yard run. Both showed up well 
in the cross-country races last fall 
and will give balance to Coach Enoch’s 
indoor outfit if they can deliver the 
goods. 

In the hurdles Stanley Johnson is 
showing excellent form and if he has 
the speed of foot to drive through to 
the tape he will be among the leading 
hurdlers of the schoolboy season. Al- 
though he is not expected to develop 
into another Milton Green this winter 
and consequently will not quite be in 
the class with Johnny Donovan of 
Lawrence he will provide plenty of 
competition for the other would be 
champions. Johnson may develop in- 
to the outstanding star on the New- 
ton team this winter. In the inter- 
class meet he won the standing broad 
jump with a leap of 9 ft. 11% in. 
which should put him in the 10 foot 
class ere long. His work in this 
event will give him the opportunity to 
score points in two events in the com- 
ing interscholastic meets and add to 
his value to the team.

POLICE NEWS

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ROTARY CLUB 

I)r. Frank Palmer Speare, President 
of Northeastern University was the 
guest speaker at the regular meet- 
ing of the Newton Rotary Club at the 
Woodland Golf Club on Monday. His 
subject was “Facing the Facts” and 
his views on education and the eco- 
nomic situation proved extremely in- 
teresting. 

He told of the growth of North- 
eastern University and of the fact 
that in the past 35 years over 60,000 
students have graduated from the va- 
rious day and evening courses. The 
co-operative plan by which students 
after their freshman year go to school 
part of the time and work the bal- 
ance of the time. Under an alternate 
system they combine actual working 
practices with theories of the class- 
room and upon graduation are fitted 
to carry on. Over three hundred or- 
ganizations east of Buffalo employ 
Northeastern students part time, 
start them at the bottom of the 
ladder and as they go ahead with 
their studies advance them in their 
work. This direct contact with in- 
dustry gives Dr. Speare a view of the 
economic situation from many an- 
gles, and has brought him to the 
realization that America is but a 
small part of the universe and that 
we are closely connected with other 
parts of this world. What affects 
them affects this country. A few 
years ago business rarely knew what 
scientific management was but more 
and more are coming to realize its 
worth. Not long ago 80% of the 
business houses in this country went 
under before they were five years 
old. This fact was largely due to a 
lack of knowledge of costs, etc. 

In looking forward we must con- 
sider one of the fundamentals. Since 
the war wages have been too high 
and we have got to lower our living 
costs. This does not mean cut out 
all comfort but it means that we 
must get along without luxuries. Re- 
cently the average man with a $10,- 
000 income has been spending $12.- 
000 a year and the man with a $5,000 
income has been spending $6,000. 

Children in the high schools now 
have as much social life and duties 
as there used to be in college. If we 
send our sons and daughters to col- 
lege we must make them realize that 
the first thought is of an education. 
Too many college students today are 
wasting their time. A college can 
be the worst blight on youth imagin- 
able. The character of the student 
is what counts. After college we 
cannot expect to find a position if 
we have learned nothing of value. 
The first two questions the world asks 
after graduating from college are, 
“What can you do" and “How Well 
can you do it.” The college grad- 
uate writes his own price tag. A 
college career for social purposes only 
provides just a veneer that takes a 
beautiful polish hut does not wear 
at all well. We are living in a world 
where changes are kaleidoscopic. We 
have got to get new. vigorous, young 
blood into our business to keep up. 
It is the efficiently trained student 
whom we must look to in the future 
to carry on to the highest ideals. 

In closing Dr. Speare complimented 
Newton on its school system and on 
the high ranking students from the 
school achieve in college.

NORUMBEGA DISTRICT COUNCIL 
OF RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


The Norumbega District School of 
Religious Education will open its sec- 
ond term on Monday, January 11, at 
the usual place, Newtonville M. E. 
Church. There will be six evenings 
in this term instead of ten, as in the 
past. It is hoped that more persons 
will attend because of the decrease 
in the evenings required. 

Each class will be held for two pe- 
riods each evening, so that in six 
evenings there may be twelve ses- 
sions on each topic, and credit may 
be given to those desiring it. An as- 
sembly period with variety of inter- 
esting material will take place be- 
tween class sessions. 

The courses to be given are as fol- 
lows. “Story Telling in Religious Ed- 
ucation,” “The Prophets”, “Chris- 
tianity and the World Outlook.” The 
last named is an unusual course and 
will be conducted by Rev. John L. 
Lobingier. It will contain such sub- 
jects as these: the changing mission- 
ary situation, the Peace Movement, 
the new conditions that Christianity 
must face in extending its influence, 
struggles of oppressed peoples and 
their leaders. Mr. Lobingier has 
made special study of such material. 
He is Missionary Education Secretary 
of the Congregational Education So- 
ciety. He has written several books 
along these lines: “Projects in 

World Friendship.” “How Big is Your 
World?” and “Educating for Peace." 


MANY SCARLET FEVER CASES 


The prevalence of scarlet fever in 
the Newtons necessitated the appro- 
priation of nearly $5000 by the Aider- 
men at the meeting of the Board on 
Monday night. Mayor Weeks asked 
the Aldermen to appropriate $5500 
additional to the amount already ex- 
pended this year by the Health De- 
partment for the care of disease. Dr. 
Curtis, chairman of the Board of 
Health requested this appropriation. 
He explained to the Mayor that there 
are 22 cases of scarlet fever at the 
Newton Hospital and more cases are 
expected before the outbreak of the 
disease has subsided. Each patient 
is expected to remain at the hospital 
at least 2S days and the average stay 
is 31 days. It costs $6.93 per day 
for the care of a patient and the 
expense for this month, not provid- 
ing for more cases will be $4694.26. 
The balance of the $5500 appropri- 
ated is for the care of Newton pa- 
tients at the Middlesex County Tuber- 
culosis Hospital at Waltham.

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AS WE TURN THE PAGES 

Before we turn our thoughts and attention to the new year 
ahead, it would be fitting to pause and glance over the pages 
of the past year. All in all the year 1931 in Newton was 
rather a quiet one from the standpoint of outstanding hap- 
penings. However, there were a number of noteworthy events 
which we will note in chronological order. During the year 
it was our sad duty to note the passing of several men whose 
achievements in life were of exceptional benefit to the city. 
Among these were Charles E. Kelsey, Arthur Kendrick, Joseph 
B. Jamieson, Frank H. Howes, Dr. Frank R. Stubbs, Thomas P. 
Curtis, Henry D. Woods, Fred H. Hayward, and Emerson R. 
Stoddard. ' 

JANUARY first the city inauguration was held with no 
change in the personnel of the executive or aldermanic 
branches. Mrs. Cornell went on the School Committee from 
Ward 5. Aldermen Collins and' Gallagher were re-elected 
president and vice president of the Board of Aldermen. 
Joseph F. Lockett was named chairman of the School Com 
mittee. In the first month of the year the water department 
changed over its billing system to a quarterly basis. A record 
for early presentation of the annual budget was made when 
Mayor Weeks sent his recommendations totalling nearly four 
and a half .millions of dollars to the Aldermen late in the 
month. 

FEBRUARY brought the budget before the Aldermen with 
the Mayor’s recommendations being approved practically 
throughout for a total of $4,476,958, which was a reduction 
of $350,000 over the previous year. Another important event 
was the receiving of bids for the new Court House and Police 
Headquarters buildings. During the month the local quota 
of $11,400 for Red Cross Drought Relief was exceeded and 
nearly doubled as the $21,000 mark was passed. 

MARCH and the coming of Spring, saw the acceptance 
of the plans for the New City Hall and War Memorial as 
the foremost happening of the month. Other events were the 
announcement by the White House Conference that Newton 
ranked first in the country in two of four child health meas- 
ures, the closing of the high school indoor track season as 
the greatest in its history with championships won in three 
of the four big meets, the appointment of Ralph M. San- 
born as football coach at the high school, and the comple- 
tion of ten years’ service by Charles E. Hatfield as County 
Treasurer. The parting shot of winter was an unusual storm 
during which lightning struck twice in Newton. 

APRIL saw the opening of the remodelled water depart- 
ment building at Newtonville, an appropriation of more than 
$60,000 to furnish the new Weeks Junior High School, authori- 
zation of a survey of traffic and parking conditions at New- 
ton Corner, announcement of statistics showing Newton 
students lead the country in meeting college entrance examin- 
ation requirements and the annual fire department report 
showing increased fire losses in 1930 over 1929. 

MAY was a rather quiet month with a change in city ordin- 
ances regarding the Cousens Fund by which a board of 
trustees to administer the fund was formed, the adoption of a 
new type of surface for secondary streets with a gravel base 
and asphalt top, the annual meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce at which Will H. Rice was elected president, and 
the usual Memorial Day observance as the leading events. 

JUNE and the closing of schools witnessed the graduation 
of the largest class in the history of the high school, 546 
receiving diplomas. A reception to Dr. and Mrs. Edward T. 
Sullivan of Trinity Church in recognition of his 40 years’ 
service as rector was held. The Newton Savings Bank ob- 
served its 100th birthday. The high school outdoor track 
team continued its record breaking ways, winning three in- 
terscholastic titles on the cinder paths. An order restraining 
all dogs for 90 days was effected to reduce the threat of 
rabies. 

JULY witnessed the start of the installation of the Metropol- 
itan Water Works huge main in Washington and other streets, 
a project which is close to completion. The report of the 
traffic survey of Newton Corner was made public with various 
recommendations over a period of years at a cost of nearly 
half a million dollars. Bids for the new city hall and the 
war memorial indicating a cost of about $800,000 were 
opened and a twenty-year bond issue of $700,000 was au- 
thorized to take care of this project. The Aldermen ap- 
proved a petition for a filling station at the corner of Willow 
and Centre Sts., Newton Centre, culminating a lengthy con- 
troversy among Newton Centre residents. 

AUGUST brought with it announcement of a tax rate of 
$26.60, sixty cents lower than the previous year. Ground 
was broken for the new city hall and war memorial. Wm. T. 
Halliday, long a well-known resident and business man of 
Newton, was named executive vice-president of the Hingham 
Trust Co. 

SEPTEMBER was the Graphic’s birth month, as we began 
our sixtieth volume. Schools re-opened with an increased 
enrollment setting a new figure for school attendance. The 
Weeks Junior High at Newton Centre and the new wing 
at the Bigelow Junior High in Newton were opened, making 
the junior high system in the city practically complete. 

OCTOBER was chosen by Mayor Weeks as the time to 
announce hfs candidacy for re-election. The resignation of 
Building Commissioner C. C. Chadwick was accepted. The 
Second Church in Newton observed its 150th anniversary. 
Miss Fannie Fogg of Newton Highlands observed her 100th 
birthday. The young republicans of Newton planned to or- 
ganize for the coming national election. Noisy radios were 
barred after midnight by passage of ordinance. 

NOVEMBER came and on Armistice Day the corner stones 
of the new City Hall and War Memorial were laid with 
proper ceremonies. A start was made on another attempt 
to make Newton water purer by purchasing and installing a 
machine to reduce the content of carbon dioxide. Candidates 
for Aldermanic seats started their various campaigns. 

DECEMBER and election day brought less than a third of 
the voters to the polls to re-elect eight of the present Aider- 
men and three new members to fill seats to be vacated. Two 
new members of the school committee were elected without 
opposition. The new Court House and Police Headquarters 
were opened. H. A. Hageman, experienced engineer and 


local resident, was named Building Commissioner. Andrew J. 
Ford was elected president of the Newton Business Associates. 
The Saco-Lowell shops announced their decision to move 
in the spring. Agitation for more adequate equipment as 
a junior high school at the Bigelow School was made by 
residents of that section. The Mayor’s Relief Committee on 
Unemployment reported progress thru financial co-operation 
of local residents. 


RETIRE FROM OFFICE 

At the inauguration exercises of the city government this 
afternoon three places on the Board of Aldermen and two 
on the School Committee will be filled by men who were 
elected to the positions vacated by those five officials who 
retire to private life. The retirement of Alderman Edward 
Powers, Fred Woodcock and Chester Prior is a distinct loss 
to the city. As a business man in Newton Mr. Powers has 
a wide knowledge of the city’s needs. He coupled this 
knowledge with a painstaking investigation of the details of 
important matters and the courage to express himself in the 
open board. He can rest assured that he has performed his 
official duties to the best interests of the city. Mr. Woodcock 
and Mr. Prior have also been valued officials. On the 
school committee the places of Chairman Joseph F. Lockett 
and Mrs. Helen M. Hutchinson will be filled by Prof Kirtley 
F. Mather and Mr. George Fernald. Both Mr. Lockett and 
Mrs. Hutchinson have served faithfully and well. We trust 
that the incoming members of both the Board of Aldermen 
and the School Committee will keep in mind the high stand 
ards set by their predecessors.

The Associated Press says British 
metal circles announce an agreement 
to reduce copper production in 1932 
by 20 per cent. 

This is good news for the industry, 
If somebody can be found to buy the 
the remaining 74 per cent. 

Tariffs are the latest fashion. Eng- 
land is trying one, that, by the way, 
disturbs the French a great deal. 

Why not decide In America to use 
copper produced in America, and build 
around It one of the tariff walls that 
Europe is constructing? 

Important wars hereafter will be 
tariff wars, undoubtedly, and since the 
great copper production In South as 
well as North America is financed, 

engineered, developed and owned by 
the United States, why not have a 
tariff to protect the copper of North 
and South America against the rest 
of the world? 

That this coutnry should be pro- 
tected against the gigantic copper 
fields of Africa, where they measure 
copper deposits by the square mile, 
may be offensive to our good friend 
Britain. But if protection for Ameri- 
can workers was ever needed, it is 
needed in that case, considering that 
African copper is produced by colored 
“boys” that work for five dollars a 
month. 

Not much chance for American pro- 
ducers or workers in competition with 
wages of that sort. 

A bank badly started, stupidly 
managed, was allowed to call Itself 
“The Bank of United States." This 
convinced ignorant depositors that the 
bank had some national connection or 
guarantee, and they flocked to it. 

The bank failed, and but for the 
energetic fight of one lawyer, Max D. 
Steuer, who filled certain rascals with 
fear of prison, all might have been 
lost. 

But, as it turns out, if you had put 
all your money in that bank when it 
opened, and your friend had put all 
his in the highest grade “blue chip” 
stocks, you would be better off now 
than he. For you would get back sixty 
per cent of your money, and he would 
have thirty per cent or less of his re- 
maining. 

Charles E. Mitchell, head of New 
York’s National City Bank, described 
Germany’s youth, faced by three gen- 
erations of hopeless financial slavery. 

“In Germany, today, young men are 
going into the universities who were 
not born when the great war started. 
And not only they, but their progeny, 
and the progney of their progeny must 
pay, for three generations, a debt for 
which they, as Individuals, were not 
responsible." 

Mr. Mitchell adds, “My impression la 
that there is going to be a rebellion 
againBt the paying of the money." 

It is comforting to know that this 
nation is not responsible for Ger- 
many’s plight. It is not to us that 
Germany must pay reparations, hun- 
dreds of millions u year, for more 
than sixty years. We did not start 
the war, und we do not get the money. 

That Germany will not continue 
paying for more than half a century 
Is certain. She will fight her way 
out of bondage, or abumlon, in despair, 
an impossible task. 

Then will come our turn to pay, as 
usual France and Brituln will tell us, 
"Sorry, but since Germany will not 
puy us, wo cannot pay you.”

Christmas means something differ- 
ent to everyone, but Christmas to a so- 
cial agency is something else again. 
Christmas parties, Christmas dinners, 
Christmas toys, — one grand and glori- 
ous confusion, with would-be-givers and 
deliverers milling in and out all day 
long and far into the evening, tired 
but happy; while gaily dressed dolls 
or benignant teddy bears preside over 
the desk of the social worker. 

The Newton Central Council tried 
to do its share by covering one aspect 
of Christmas giving, — the avoiding of 
duplication by different agencies in 
dinner giving, and the consequent 
reaching of more families with good 
things at Christmas. 

This year the Council had a desk 
in the office of the Welfare Bureau, 
and from there carried on its work of 
checking on Christmas dinners by 
means of a central card index to 
which all givers in the city could re- 
fer to see whether a certain family 
was being provided for by others. 
Each card represented a family on 
the list of some organization or in- 
dividual for whom a Christmas dinner 
was being planned. When all the 
cards copied from the lists were 
thrown together the picture became 
very vivid: Mrs. Brown appeared 
upon the lists of three different socie- 
ties, including that of her own 
church; Mrs. Peters was listed to 
have two dinners; — but how about 
Mrs. Johnson who, the Council hap- 
pened to know, was probably not go- 
ing to get any dinner? 

The Council’s job was to “clear" 
these names, and to let the various 
societies who were planning to send 
to Mrs. Brown, know the plans of the 
others, so that among them they 
could arrange to avoid the overlap- 
ping. Then instead of Mrs. Brown's 
getting three dinners, Mrs. Johnson 
with eleven children and a husband 
out of work, and Mrs. Smith who had 
her sister’s children to look out for 
as well as her own, could each have 
a dinner basket. 

Only one objection to this “clear- 
ing” Is ever raised, which is that the 
names of families to whom dinners 
are to be given should remain con- 
fidential with the giver, — be it an in- 
dividual or a society. The very good 
answer to this Is that the Christmaa 
Clearing House run by the Council is 
as confidential as any giver, — the 
names only for a few days passing 
through the mind of the person hand- 
ling the index, who is a social work- 
er hound to secrecy. After Christmas 
the index with all the lists is de- 
stroyed so that no record whatever 
remains to show that a particular 
family received a dinner or money for 
a dinner. 

This year it seemed particularly im- 
portant that the Christmas Clearing 
House should function, since need 
was greater than ever before; and giv- 
ing. the generous, meant for many a 
greater sacrifice. To make what was 
given count for the most was what 
the Council sought to do, nnd in spite 
of some difficulties, succeeded in do- 
lng. 

There were 416 numes on the index 
of the Clearing House. In one instance 
tlie same name uppeured 4 times; in 
2 instances 3 times; in 36 instances 
twice. Fifteen different societies 
cleared with the Council. In addition 
the Clearing House was able to give 
information to the city Public Welfare 
Department about 97 fumilies, us to 
whether they were being looked out 
for or not.

Everyone has probably felt the 
sense of ambition, and of relief or 
comfort, when they have before them 
some clean, fpesh sheets of paper 
upon which they propose to write.

If it is one in 
which material pleasures and pros- 
perity, with financial affluence being 
its most prominent aim, held highest 
place and regard, disappointment is 
likely to be the final reaping. The 
last two years of “depression” have 
proven that, to an aghast world 
Thoughtful persons who have consid- 
ered the woes of tho world, as shown 
in this period, have realized that the 
riders upon the high waves of pros- 
perity became so sure of its contin- 
uance an dof their own infallible pow- 
er to rule, that, In modern parlance, 
they were riding for a fall. These 
same persons see in the downfall of 
this self-assumed power, a blessing In 
disguise, since It has chastened the 
lofty, and awakened them to consider 
other items in life. And it Is these 
other values in life that must be in 
thought if one is to progress, with 
real satisfaction and happiness in the 
new year. 

In taking account of stock in this 
close of the year 1931 there are. then, 
lessons to he learned by the misfor- 
tunes of the “depression”. Having 
considered them and profited by them, 
we can then press forward with new 
weapons of defense, in spiritual pro- 
gress; with new hope; with new re- 
solves for higher purposes in bur pur- 
suits; with renewed faith, serenity, 
peace, and thankfulness. 

Saint Paul advocated many years 
ago that we forget the things which 
are behind and press forward to better 
things ahead. In the forgetting, how- 
ever, should be only the dismay, the 
sorrow, disappointment, and fear. The 
lessons in wisdom learned thus hard- 
ly, should not be cast aside. 

One wonders what Saint Paul would 
think of a world in which there are 
women’s clubs, and women’s clubs, 
moreover, which are a power in their 
communities, their States and Na- 
tion! He had very decided views upon 
woman’s place in the world; the home 
being her narrow sphere, and most 
emphatically she should only be seen, 
and never heard. Yet, in true for- 
giveness, we quote him when he IS 
right and utters an inspired word! 

Pressing forward, then, to better 
things in the New Year, may it he 
for all. whether in Club life, or indi- 
vidually, a Happy one!

“Eat wisely 
and keep well” 
is an excellent 
resolution with 
which to start 
the New Year. 
Now is the time 
to check up on 
y o u r eating 
habits. Let us 
review the rules 
for a balanced 
diet. Of course, 
it is understood 
that such rules 
are only for the normal person 
and not for the person who is 
obliged to follow a special diet. 

1. Allow one Quart of milk ~a day 
for each child and one pint for 
each adult. 

H. Serve meat only once each day 
— substitute fish, cyys, milk 
or cheese. 

S. Allow two servings of some veg- 
etable other than potato each 
day. 

Jf. Serve a leafy vegetable at least 
once a day. 

5. Drink plenty of water (2 quarts ) 
daily. 

G. Let children have fruits , rais- 
ins, dates and figs, in place of 
candy. 

7. Serve fresh fruit at least four 
times a week and some kind 
of fruit at least twice a day. 

Such rules as these are based 
on good common sense and scien- 
tific research. It is necessary to 
have your diet well balanced to get 
the proper amount of protein, iron 
and vitamins, to keep your body 
in perfect working order. 

The following chart on vitamins 
may prove helpful to you: 

Vitamin A — Found in dairy prod- 
ucts, eggs, green vegetables, 
yellow vegetables, such as car- 
rots and yellow corn. This 
vitamin is needed to help pre- 
vent colds, to promote growth 
of children and to prevent cer- 
tain eye diseases. 

Vitamin B and F — Found in cere- 
als, liver, yeast, lettuce, raw 
peanuts. These vitamins are 
needed to prevent nervous dis- 
orders, to improve appetites, 
and to aid growth of babies. 
Vitamin D — Found in liver and 
cod-liver oil, egg yolk, sun- 
shine. This vitamin is needed 
to aid bone growth, to prevent 
rickets and tooth decay, and 
to aid the clotting of blood. 
Vitamin G — Found in citrus 
fruits, raw cabbage and sauer- 
u kraut, tomatoes, lettuce, raw 


spinach, green peppors. This 
vitamin is needed to maintain 
healthy conditions in the blood 
capillaries and to prevent 
scurvy. 

Vitamin E — Found in vegetable 
oil, fresh meat, animal fat, 
fresh lettuce. This vitamin is 
needed to aid the life and 1 
growth of babies before birth. j 
Vitamin G — Found in fresh or 
evaporated milk, liver, green 
vegetables, bananas, yeast. 
This vitamin is needed to pre- 
vent many skin diseases. 

The following recipes will fit 
nicely into your New Year’s reso-j 
lution for greater health during 
1932: 

Rosy Apples 

6 firm apples 

1 cup sugar 

1 cup boiling water 

2 tablespoons cinnamon 
candies 

% teaspoon salt 

Wash, pare, and core the ap- 
ples. Put sugar, water, cinna-j 
mon candies, and salt in sauce- 
pan, and heat to boiling point.: 
Add whole apples, cover pan and 
place in oven.* Cook 10 minutes. 
Remove the cover and turn over 
each apple. Replace cover and 
cook 10 minutes longer or until 
tender. Place on plate and put 
pan containing apple syrup over 
burner. Cook slowly until jelly is 
formed. Pour jelly in cavities. 
Cool and chill. This recipe serves 
six persons. 

Caramel Custard 
% oup sugar 

4 cups scalded milk 

5 eggs 

% teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon vanilla 

Put sugar in frying pan and 
stir constantly over flame until 
melted to a syrup of light brown 
color. Add very carefully to milk. 
As soon as the sugar is melted in 
milk, add mixture gradually to 
eggs slightly beaten, add salt and 
flavoring, then strain into buttered 
mold. Bake 40 minutes at 325° 
Chill and serve with Caramel 
Sauce. This recipe serves six per- 
sons.

The second, “Buy Intelligently,” is 
a pamphlet that gives practical aid 
to homemakers in making a wiser se- 
lection of commodities offered for sale 
in the retail market, such as food, 
clothing, and household furnishings 
and equipment. 

The third, “The Child and His 
Money," gives suggestions for teach- 
ing even the smallest child the value 
of money through the allowance sys- 
tem, and shows how this system may 
he extended through later years, so 
that the child grows up with the pro- 
per idea of money values. It also 
has all information needed for the 
practical Club program on the finan- 
cial training of children.

Aldermen Authorize 
Temporary Loan 


In Anticipation of Collection of 
Taxes 


At the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on January 1st, in accord- 
ance with regular practice, the City 
Treasury was authorized to negotiate 
a temporary loan of $4,900,000 in an- 
ticipation of revenue to be received 
through the collection of taxes. The 
sum of $700 was appropriated to pay 
salaries of the staff of the Mayor’s 
Unemployment Relief Committee of- 
fice until April 1. 

On recommendation of the Licenses 
Committee the Board voted to grant a 
common victualler license to Frank 
J. Perry, Jr., at 285 Washington 
street. A permit was granted to New- 
ton Lodge of Elks to allow children 
to take part in a minstrel show to be 
given by the lodge on the nights of 
January 11 and 12. For the past 
few years the Board has refused to 
grant permits for children to take 
part in entertainments held on nights 
before school days. This practice 
was instituted at the instigation of 
Alderman Woodcock. Alderman Haw- 
kins, chairman of the Licenses Com- 
mittee, explained that an exception 
was made in this case because the 
minstrel show proceeds will be do- 
nated to the relief of the unemployed 
and the act in which the children 
will participate is on the early part 
of the program.

tees is one Alderman from each of the 
seven wards. There have been ex- 
ceptions to this rule. Sometimes a 
member has expressed a desire to re- 
main on the Licenses or the Public 
Works Committee and such a desire 
has been granted and a new member, 
or member with fewer years of serv- 
ice, has been placed on the Finance 
Committee. Sometimes a new member 
has been jumped over an older mem- 
ber from his ward and placed on Pub- 
lic Works and the Claims and Rules 
committees supposedly because he pos- 
sessed better qualifications for that 
particular committee. 

The Finance Committee of the 1932 
Board is composed of the same mem- 
bers as was last year’s committee. On 
the Public Works Committee one 
change has been made. Alderman 
Powers of Ward 1, who was a member 
of this committee, did not run for re- 
election and is succeeded on the com- 
mittee by Alderman Howlett, who 
served as a member of the Licenses 
Committee since he was chosen to fill 
a vacancy in the Board late in 1929. 

The Licenses Committee has three 
hew members — Aldermen Sproat of 
Ward 1, Hill of Ward 2 and Farrell 
of Ward 3. Alderman Sproat succeeds 
Alderman Howlett on the committee. 
Alderman Hill succeeds former Aider- 
man Woodcock, who served on this 
commUtee during the four years he 
was in the Board, and Alderman Far- 
rell succeeds ex-Alderman Prior, who 
also was a member of this committee 
during his four years’ service on the 
Board. Mr. Woodcock and Mr. Prior 
did not run for re-election last month. 

The Claims and Rules Committee 
has two new members — Aldermen 
Sproat of Ward 1 and Alderman Bow- 
en of Ward 3. They succeed former 
Aldermen Powers and Prior, who had 
been members of this committee during 
the past two years. In 1928 and 1929 
Powers was a member of the Licenses 
Committee, and in 1930 and 19,31 he 
was appointed to both the Public 
Works Committee and the Claims ‘and 
Rules Committee. Most of the mem- 
bers of the Public Works Committee 
also serve on the Claims and Rules 
Committee. Prior was a member of 
the Claims and Rules Committee dur- 
ing 1930 and 1931. Alderman Bowen, 
who has served on the Finance Com- 
mittee during 1930 and 1931, is the 
only member of that committ** 1 to be 
appointed on the Claims and Rules 
Committee. This committee, since the 
Zoning Ordinance went into effect in 
tills city, is one of the most important 
in the Board of Aldermen. It acts on 
petitions affecting changes in zoning 
and waivers of setback lines; it also 
acts on claims against the city. 


NEWTON’S BIRTH RATE STILL 
DECREASES 


The birth rate per 1000 of popula- 
tion in this city for the year 1931 was 
11.09; the lowest on record. In 1930 
the rate was 13.73. The birth rate in 
Newton has been steadily decreasing 
since 1896 when the rate was 29 per 
1000 in population. While the birth 
rate has been decreasing, infant mor- 
tality has been increasing. 

While there were fewer births in 
the city last year, the depression did 
not adversely affect the marriage to- 
tal. There were 589 marriage inten- 
tions filed with the City Clerk during 
the year as compared with 558 in 
1930. 


ASKS CITY TO PAY DAMAGES 


Louis Altshuler has presented a 
claim against the city of Newton for 
damage to his car caused by it hitting 
a rock on Tremont street, near Wav- 
erley avenue, Newton. The rear axle 
of the - car was broken and the repair 
bill amounted to $12.35. Altshuler 
states that on December 22 he steered 
his car to the side of the street to 
give two letter-carriers a ride and 
the rock was on the street. He states 
that he was informed at the garage 
to which the car was towed that an- 
other automobile had hit the same 
rock a few days before the mishap to 
his car.

Dr. Dabney Installed 
As Dean At Seminary 

Andovcr-Newton Theological School 
Holds Services 


“When the oldest seminary of one 
denomination affiliates with the old- 
est seminary of another denomina- 
tion, we indeed have something new 
under the sun — a unique undertaking 
which may exert a tremendous influ- 
ence on American Christianity,” was 
the observation of Dr. Vaughan Dab- 
ney, at his inaugural yesterday after- 
noon as Doan of Andover Newton The- 
ological School, Newton Centre. He 
also becomes Bartlett Professor of 
Sacred Rhetoric. 

In his inaugural address entitled 
"Andover Newton: An Appreciation 
and Interpretation,” Dr. Dabney out- 
lined the three significant phases of 
the affiliation of these two institu- 
tions as — continuity, co-operation and 
creativity. 

Andover Seminary which has been 
inoperative since 1925 “flings open her 
doors to carry out the original and 
primary purpose of the founders. 
This continuity of Andover does not 
carry over outworn customs of the 
past. But in a very genuine way 
the essential spirit of a living past 
abides.” The quality of scholarship 
and thfe missionary glory will also be 
continued. 

In speaking of co-operation, Dr. 
Dabney remarked “If the Ark of An- 
dover after the long years of deluge 
has finally landed on the Ararat of 
Newton Hill, what of that? Progres- 
sive theological schools no longer 
wear sectarian labels. What a chal- 
lenge is ours at Andover Newton to 
add a thrilling chapter to the history 
of the Christian Church, a history far 
too full of episodes of wasteful compe- 
tition and schism.” 

He considers the final phase of 
creativity, the fundamental problem 
of the joint enterprise. “Our age de- 
mands a creative Christianity. Our 
Christian ministry is no place for 
weaklings. Our best young men of 
brain and soul-force must enter the 
lists as champions of the spiritual 
enterprise of life. We must produce 
men who in the words of Vacliel 
Lindsay ‘breathe fire and think in 
granite’ ’’. 

Toward this end, Dr. Dabney asked 
for the prayers of fellow Christians 
“that this affiliation of Andover and 
Newton, so nobly conceived and con- 
summated, may continue in a creative 
comradeship to the glory of God, the 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ.” 

Men distinguished in theological 
and academic circles took part in this 
event of unusual interest, held at the 
First Church of Newton. Yesterday’s 
session was presided over by Dr. 
Frederick H. Page, president of the 
Massachusetts Congregational Con- 
ference and president of the Andover 
Board of Trustees. The record of in- 
auguration was given by Dr. Oliver 
D. Sewall and the office of induction 
by President Arthur Stanley Pease 
of Amherst and the prayer of installa- 
tion offered by Dr. Ashley D. Lea- 
vitt, of the Andover Board of Visit- 


ors. 

Rev. Dwight Bradley of Newton Cen- 
ter, Rev. Robert Coe Wood of Brook- 
line and Rev. Russell H. Stafford of 
Old South Church, Boston, had a part 
in the service. The Marshall for the 
Andover Alumni was Rev. John Reid 
of Peabody and for the Newton Alum- 
ni. Rev. Harold S. Campbell of Ros- 
lindale. After the ceremony of Inau- 
guration, statements were made by 
Dr. Page for Andover and Dr. Herrick 
for Newton. 

Following the afternoon session a 
dinner was held at Trinity Episcopal 
Church for delegates and guests, at 
which Harold Stearns Davis was toast- 
master. The speakers were Dean Wil- 
lard L. Sperry. Dean of Harvard The- 
ological School, Rev. Harry P. Dewey, 
D.D., Mayor Sinclair Weeks, Mr. Hen- 
ry ?. Harriman and Rev. James L. 
Barton, D.D. 

President Everett C. Herrick pre- 
sided at the evening session. Rev. 
Edward T. Sullivan, D.D., of Trinity 
gave the Invocation. The Scripture 
was read by President Robbins W. 
Barstow of Hartford Seminary Foun- 
dation. Two brief addresses were 
made by Justice Fred T. Field, pres- 
ident of the Newton Board of Trus- 
tees and President Ernest W. Hopkins 
of Dartmouth on “Symbol of Signifi- 
cance” and “College and Seminary.” 

The main address of the evening 
was given by President Albert W. Bea- 
ven, of Colgate-Rochester Divinity 
School and former president of the 
Northern Baptist Convention. His sub- 
ject was the "Theological School Fac- 
ing the Future.” Dr. Charles N. Ar- 
huckle pronounced the benediction. 

Music was furnished by the Ando- 
ver Newton Chapel Choir, directed by 
S. Laurence Johnson with D. Ralph 
MacLean at the organ.

Special Meeting Of 
Aldermen Tonight 


Followed By Hearing on West Rox- 
bury Parkway 

A special meeting of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen has been ordered 
held tonight for the purpose of draw- 
ing jurors to serve at criminal ses- 
sions of the Superior Court in Cam- 
bridge next month. This meeting is 
scheduled for 7:45 p. m., and follow- 
ing it the Legislation Committee of 
the Aldermen will hold a hearing on 
a petition which seeks to have the 
West Roxbury Parkway continued 
rrom Beacon street to Commonwealth 
avenue. This boulevard now extends 
from West Roxbury to Newton street 
in Brookline, near the end of Ham- 
mond street. An appropriation has 
been made by the Legislature to con- 
tinue it through Brookline to the Met- 
ropolitan reservation adjoining Ham- 
mond Pond at Chestnut Hill and 
thence across the Boston & Albany 
tracks and over vacant land to Bea- 
con street, opposite Hammondswood 
road. The petition seeks to have the 
parkway further continued along the 
line of Hobart, Intervale and Bishop- 
gate roads to Commonwealth avenue. 

Some years ago when this park- 
way was first proposed it was planned 
to have it cross Commonwealth av- 
enue and follow the line of Blake 
street by Cabot park and thence 
along Jackson road to the Charles 
River Boulevard at Watertown. One 
proposal is that the parkway continue 
westerly along Beacon street towards 
Newton Centre square and then fol- 
low Willow street. This plan meets 
with almost unanimous disapproval of 
Newton Centre residents. There is 
traffic congestion in the Newton Cen- 
tre business section now, and to 
bring a heavily travelled boulevard 
near the business centre of this vil- 
lage would create infinitely worse 
conditions. It would also jeopardize 
the safety of the hundreds of children 
attending the Mason and Rice schools. 


Breaks Scarlet 

Fever Quarantine 


Loreto Piselli of 10 Quirk court, 
Nonantum, was in the Newton court 
on Tuesday charged with violating 
health law's. Recently the Newton 
Health Department y.'.s notified that 
three of Piselli’s children had scar- 
let fever. Agent Perine wout to Pi- 
selli’s home and because It Is in a 
congested neighborhood where there 
are many children, the health depart- 
ment official told Piselli that the chil- 
dren ought to go to the hospital. The 
father protested so strongly that he 
was allowed to keep the children at 
home and he was ordered to keep 
them strictly quarantined, which he 
promised to do. Last Sunday Agent 
Perine went to the house and found 
two of the children, boys aged 5 and 
9, playing outdoors near their home. 
Piselli was fined $20 and then the 
fine was suspended because he had 
not been employed regularly. 


CONFER ON WORCESTER TURN- 
PIKE PLANS 


A conference was held at the State 
House on Monday between city of- 
ficials of Newton and engineers of 
the State Department of Public 
Works. Those present included May- 
or Weeks. Street Commissioner 
Stuart, City Engineer Morse, City So- 
licitor Bartlett and Herbert J. Kell- 
away of the Planning Board. The 
Newton officials are concerned over 
provisions to\ be made for safe facili- 
ties to allow' traffic to cross the big 
automobile artery. Present plans 
provide for the turnpike to cross 
Chestnut and Centre streets on over- 
passes. The Newton officials are anx- 
ious to have proper measures taken 
to safeguard cross traffic at the junc- 
tion of Woodward and Eliot streets 
with the turnpike, at Parker street 
and at Thompsonville w’here there 
are many children. 

It was expected that the State De- 
partment of Public Works w*ould ad- 
vertise for bids before now’ on the 
section of the turnpike through this 
city, but such action has been de- 
layed pending the decision as to the 
locution of the turnpike in Wellesley.

Jobs For Four Hundred 
Found By Committee 

Unemployment Committee Has Cash 
Balance 


Jobs were obtained for more than 
400 men and women during Novem- 
ber and December by the Mayor’s Re- 
lief Committee of Newton according 
to the Committee’s report made public 
yesterday by Mayor Sinclair Weeks. 
Through the placement bureau 135 
men secured work at which they 
earned $5000, and 110 women and girls 
received jobs which paid them $6000. 

At the same time the Mayor made 
public the financial condition of the 
Committee showing that up to the first 
of the year, the receipts totalled $36,- 
487. The expenditures for November 
and December amounted to $10,452. 
showing a balance of cash on hand of 
$26,035. The work of the Committee 
moreover, included relief to 74 fam- 
ilies distributed under the direction 
of the Newton Welfare Bureau after 
careful investigation, the granting of 
over $1600 in temporary loans and the 
payment of over $6000 for labor In 
cutting wood at the Boy Scout Res- 
ervation at Nobscot, clearing the quar- 
ry in Low’ell avenue and doing devel- 
opment w'ork on the Thompsonville 
Playground and the Edmands Valley 
Park. A number of men have been 
put to w'ork repairing and painting 
fences throughout the city and brush 
was cleared at other places at the ex- 
pense of the Committee. On this work 
188 men were employed for 1210 work- 
ing days at $4 per day. 

The Elks’ Building was torn down 
under the direction of the Relief Com- 
mittee and 49 families received large 
loads of wood free from this building. 
Of the wood cut at the Nobscot Res- 
ervation, 130 cords were delivered to 
211 families. The Committee also con- 
tinued its weekly check of the men 
working on the new City Hall and 
War Memorial building for the pur- 
pose of assuring preference for New- 
ton employees whenever craftsmen 
for each particular part were availa- 
ble in the city. Co-operation with the 
municipal Department of Public Wel- 
fare and the Newton Welfare Bureau 
was carried on to prevent duplication 
of relief and to distribute work as 
equally as possible. 

The Committee, during the period 
of the present report established a 
waiting room in the old Police Station 
where reading matter is available. 
This waiting room makes it possible 
for unemployed men to keep off the 
streets and have a warm place to wait 
for work. Men were called from this 
waiting room nearly every day to take 
odd jobs supplied by Newton house- 
holders. A special Investigation also 
has been made at the homes of all 
men to whom work or relief was given 
by the Committee.

Mayor Weeks And Aldermen Take 

Oath Of Office At Inaugural 

Exercises At City Hall — Judge Weston Swears In Mayor — 
Rev. Herbert Hitchen Delivers Prayer 


Mayor Sinclair Weeks, memhers- 
elect of the Board of Aldermen and 
members-elect of the School Commit- 
tee were inaugurated into office at 
City Hall on last Friday afternoon, 
January 1st before an assemblage of 
about 100 which Included city offi- 
cials and employees. City Clerk 
Frank M. Grant called the meeting to 
order and Alderman John Gordon of 
Auhurndale was chosen temporary 
presiding officer. He appointed Al- 
dermen Gyeber^stein, Jamieson and 
Pratt as a committee to escort Mayor 
Weeks into the aldermanic chamber. 

Mayor Weeks was accompanied by 
Judge Thomas Weston, Rev. Herbert 
Hitchen of the First Unitarian So- 
ciety, W est Newton: former Mayors 
Edwin O. Childs and Charles E. Hat- 
field and Commander William E. Mick 
of Charles Ward Post, G. A. R. The 
following prayer was offered by Rev. 
Mr. Hitchen: 

"Almighty God who rulest in equity 
and declarest righteous judgment, 
whose Kingdom cometh to earth 
through the fidelity and the devotion 
of consecrated and honest men. we 
ask Thy blessing upon this Thy ser- 
vant who has once more assumed 
the duties of a great task. Inspire 
him that he may direct aright the 
policies of Thy people: uphold him in 
these times of weariness and strain 
when his task is heavy; purify his 
vision that he may see clearly every- 
thing that makes for the common 
good, and may be able to refute false 
counsel and evil influence; fortify his 
will that noble policies conceived may 
be carried out until they are en- 
shrined in our community life. 

In these times of stress and tur- 
moil. we pray that his labour may 
make for stability and peace and true 
prosperity. May he find his hands up- 
held by an enlightened public opinion. 
May our citizenship be a clean and 
creative thing, considering all issues 
in the light of the common weal: so 
furthering the work he will attempt 
to do. 

Endow him with the spirit of wis- 
dom. with disinterested zeal and un- 
failing courage that he may be the 
sworn foe of bribery and corruption 
in our body politic. 

We pray that his administration 
may mean a growing civic pride, a 
cleaner and a healthier and a more 
righteous life for us all. and great 
accomplishments that bring Thy 
spirit into our midst.” 

The oath of office was administered 
to the Mayor by Judge Weston. 
Photographers from Boston newspa- 
pers took a flash-light photograph of 
this ceremony. Mayor Weeks’ in- 
augural address, which was quite 
lengthy, is printed elsewhere in this 
issue of the GRAPHIC. 

Among the points stressed by 
Mayor Weeks was — that strict econ- 
omy must be practiced by the city 
during the coming year; only projects 
which are necessary must be under- 
taken and other numerous demands 
for improvements must be laid on the 
table. He gave the information that 
Newton has been elevated to Class 
A by insurance companies as a re- 
sult of better fire protection and this 
change will effect a savings of 10^ 
on fire insurance costs in this city. 
He referred to the commendation by 
Governor Ely of the plan for the re- 
lief of the unemployed devised in this 
city. The large amount necessary to 
improve the water mains in Newton 
is the result, according to Mayor 
Weeks, of “a penny wise and pound 
foolish policy” in the conduct of the 
Newton Water Department in past 


ing as a high class residential com- 
munity. 

After disclosing in detail the splen- 
did financial condition of the city by 
quoting treasury figures and voicing 
the statements of leading investors 
that no municipal bonds in Massachu- 
setts have a higher standing than 
Newton’s. Mayor Weeks sounded a 
warning aimed to preserve the city’s 
staunch position. 

“Just because, we here in Newton, 
are in sound financial condition — just 
because our tax rate was lowered in 
1931 when the tendency around us 
was upward, and just because we have 
no clouds on the immediate horizon is 
no reason for an instant to relax our 
vigilance. It’s an easy step to the con- 
dition of Fall River and that which 
threatens other municiDalities, but it’s 
a long, hard road to sBund procedure 
and stability, especially in times like 
these.” 

He advocated disfranchisement for 
those who, without good excuse, neg- 
lected this obligation over a period 
of years. The principal local prob- 
lems of the coming year, he pointed 
out. are relief for the unemployed, 
which is being well handled at pres- 
ent, and reduction of municipal ex- 
penses. even to a greater extent than 
during the past two years. 

William A Sproat of Ward 1. Don- 
ald M. Hill of Ward 2 and Bernard 
D. Farrell. Jr., of Ward 3, the newly 
elected Aldermen, took the oath of 
office. The oath was administered al- 
so to George H. Fernald, Jr., a new 
member of the School Committee. The 
other new School Committee man. 
Professor Kirtley F. Mather of Har- 
vard. was not present and will take 
the oath of office later. 


Brown Indicted For 
Larceny And Mnrder 

Grand Jury Holds Stepson In Fatal 
Shooting 


William I. Brown. 17, was indicted 
Tuesday by the Middlesex Grand 
Jury for larceny and murder. On 
the afternoon of December 28 young 
Brown killed his stepfather, Richard 
B. Wilson, a sign painter, at the fam- 
ily home. 263 Church street Newton. 
Brown shot Wilson with a shell from 
a single barrel shotgun, fired at close 
range in the attic of the house, re- 
loaded the gun and fired a second 
shell into Wilson’s body. Brown then 
went to his sister’s home at Malden 
and handed $15 to one of his brothers 
there, according to an alleged state- 
ment made by this brother to the 
police. He then went to the Malden 
police station and confessed that he 
had killed Wilson. The Grand Jury 
indictments charge Brown with, hav- 
ing killed Wilson and also with the 
theft of a pocketbook and the $15 
from the murdered man.

at the Boston Y. M. C. A. track. Led 
by veterans Captain Jimmy- Cahill, 
Douglas Sloane and Stanley Johnson 
the locals show strength to take the 
majority of first places and thus leav- 
ing the final outcome of the meet to 
the division of second and third posi- 
tions. 

Medford opened its season on New 
Year’s Day with a defeat by a strong 
aggregation of alumni performers 
while Newton’s sole competition to 
date has been an informal class af- 
fair. Stanley Johnson looks like a 
possible triple first place winner for 
Newton although he may come 
through in but two events. He is 
slated to capture the hurdles and the 
standing broad jump and is a prospect 
in the high jump. Johnson has proved 
his ability in the first two events 
but has only recently taken up the 
high jump. In practice recently he 
cleared 5 ft. 7 in. which should give 
him an excellent chance this after- 
noon. In the broad jump he will do 
close to 10 feet which is more than 
six inches further than Medford’s 
best.

Sloane looks like the winner in the 
dash and Captain Cahill in the 300. 
The 600 and 1000 should furnish great 
competition with Mullen and Fitzger- 
ald the Newton hopes. Medford usu- 
ally has a great relay team but Coach 
Enoch will send in a quartet that 
will give no quarter.

Quick-freezing of foods is as revolu- 
tionary a development in the produc- 
tion of food as the internal combus- 
tion engine was In the field of trans- 
portation. The process was Invented 
by a Massachusetts scientist, Clarence 
Birdseye, who conceived the idea 
while living In Lubrador. ♦ There he 
studied the refrigerating effects of the 
Intense cold upon deer and fish. He 
noticed that a deer was frozen solidly 
a few minutes after being killed and 
that fish caught through the ice were 
as hard as marble a few seconds after 
being flipped from the wuter. Mr. 
Birdseye found that meat and fish thus 
quick-frozen were especially delicious 
when cooked. The lluvor and texture 
were unimpaired even after being in 
frozen state several months. 

His subsequent experiments repro- 
duced the sub-zero teinperutures. It 
wus discovered that quick-freezing in 
temperatures us low us minus sixty 
cuused the Ice to form in minute crys- 
tals insteud of in largo crystals. This 
mount that quick-freezing insured 
against damage to the food cells and 
that food so frozen would retain Its 
original lluvor uml texture indefinitely.

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Mayor Weeks Stresses Wise 

Economy in Inaugural Address 

City in Good Financial Condition — Hopes to Maintain Present Tax Rate 
— Programs Of Improvement In Water System, Schools, and Streets 
— Seeks Further Zoning Restrictions — Tells of New Police Methods 
— Deplores Lack of Interest in Municipal Elections. 


Inauguration of Newton’s City Gov- 
ernment for the fifty-ninth year comes 
at a time when the world ip general 
and this country In particular. Is suf- 
fering from a severe business depres- 
sion, which, from its inception late 
in 1929, has left its mark on all phases 
of our economic structure. Because 
of this fact, it strikes me that we 
should, in fact must, give more care- 
ful attention and serious thought to 
the problems before us than ever be- 
fore. 

First of all let me again thank the 
people of Newton for their confidence 
in me as expressed in my re-election 
to the office of Mayor on December 
8th last. The office of Mayor is an 
honorable one and carries with it re- 
sponsibility and obligations which, I 
assure the people of this city, I do 
not lightly assume. If the results of 
my first term in office have been in 
any part responsible for this renewed 
expression of confidence, I can only 
say that I shall redouble my efforts 
during the next two years to give 
the city an efficient administration. 

I also at this time want to express 
my very sincere thanks to your Hon- 
orable Board as well as to the School 
Committee, the various Boards of 
Trustees, Department heads, and in 
fact all others who work for the city, 
for the splendid spirit of co-opera- 
tion which lias been shown me during 
the past two years. Everything that 
may have been accomplished is the 
result of united effort and not that 
of any single individual, and the fact 
that this united effort has been in 
evidence at all times makes me per- 
sonally feel very grateful indeed. 

Since finances form the key-stone of 
the whole structure, I think it proper, 
before I proceed farther, to devote 
a little time to this phase of our 
general situation. That Newton is 
financially sound is evidenced by the 
standing which our obligations enjoy 
in the open market and I think I can 
assure you that there has not been 
a period in many years when munici- 
pal obligations are being scrutinized 
more carefully than they are today. 
It is axiomatic to say that the bonds 
of cities with the most approved finan- 
cial standing sell on the lowest yield 
basis and it is no mere idle expres- 
sion of opinion when investors will 
pay from $30 to $80 more for a 10- 
year, 4% bond of one city than of 
another. I am advised by competent 
authority that no city in Massachu- 
setts enjoys a higher standing with in- 
vestors than does Newton, and that, 
as a matter of fact, only one or two 
others stand as high. Newton bonds 
sell currently on a 4% yield basis. 
Brookline and Springfield bonds sell 
on the same basis but from that point 
on the yield basis for bonds of other 
Massachusetts cities ranges any- 
where from 4.25 to 4.50 or better. 
In any consideration of our financial 
position it seems to me that this evi- 
dence of our standing should afford 
us a great deal of satisfaction. 

Figures, in any message of this 
character, are burdensome and I do 
not propose to go into any detail other 
than to submit herewith a compari- 
son of the city’s net debt for the 
periods ending December 31, 1929, 
1930 and 1931: Dec. 31, 1929, $5,127,- 
569: Dec. 31, 1930, $5,324,399; Dec. 
31, 1931, $6,167,472. Further details 
can, of course, he secured from the 
annual reports of the Treasurer and 
the Comptroller of Accounts which 
will be available shortly. 

In 1929 our tax rate was $27.20 per 
thousand. In 1930 we maintained this 
rate without change and in 1931 were 
able to effect a reduction of 60 cents 
per thousand. Of course, outside of 
the efficiency of operation of munici- 
pal government, the real test of re- 
sults accomplished lies in the amount 
of the tax burden which is levied on 
its citizens. It should be our con- 
stant endeavor, while promoting ef- 
ficient operation, to keep this tax bur- 
den within the most reasonable 
bounds possible. Our tax levy is, first 
of all, affected by valuations, second, 
by the amount of money which we 
spend here in Newton, third, by the 
amount of the State, County and Met- 
ropolitan taxes which wo pay, and 
fourth, by our receipts which include 
not only miscellaneous City Revenue 
but also the city’s share of the State 
Income and Corporation Tax, as well 
as the automobile excise tax. Our 
valuations in 1931 were increased ap- 
proximately Five Million Dollars, of 
which amount Three Million was ac- 
counted for by new construction and 
the balance, Two Million, by sundry 
increases determined on by the As- 
sessors on April 1, 1931, long before 
the tax rate was in any way settled 
upon. Without the Two Million in- 
crease just referred to, we should still 
have had a 30 cent drop in the rate 
from the 1930 figure of $27.20 which 
seems to me to indicate that we are 
proceeding in the right direction. 
Our Excess and Deficiency Aecouut 
today is approximately $425,000, the 
lurgost for at least 25 years. 74% 
of our 1931 tux levy is collected com- 
pared to 76% on January 1, 1931 and 
77% on January 1, 1930, and we have 
an accumulation of $53,656 in our 
overlay for tax abatement account, al- 
so the lurgest amount in 25 years, but 
despite these facts, what the current 
y.ar will bring forth in tlie shape 
of a tax rate no one, of course, can 
forecast at this time. I would bo 
derelict in my duty however, wore I 
to full to point out that the main- 
tulnunco of the 1931 rate of $26.60 
is entirely dependent upon extreme 
cure in the expenditure of money 
during the 12 months now before us. 
We have to look forward this year to 
the possibility of increased State 
County uud Metropolitan tuxes, de 
creused receipts and u much smulle' 
increase in valuations. As the city’s 


expenses have Increased during the 
past 10 years, so Its valuations have 


increased 

as illustrated 

by the fol-

The figures shown in this table 
clearly demonstrate how the general 
business situation has affected New- 
ton during the last ten years, and I 
am afraid its effect in 1932, coupled 
with the removal of the Saco-Lowell 
Shops from Newton, will result in an 
even greater shrinkage than we have 
just recently experienced. In addi- 
tion to the current expenses of the 
city, we have brought before us con- 
stantly, requests from this section or 
that to bring about one improvement 
or another. To be specific, the peo- 
ple of Auburndale want the city to 
acquire land for playground purposes 
adjacent to Grove street. The peo- 
ple of Nonantum and Newton Upper 
Falls want playground buildings erect- 
ed on playgrounds already established 
in those localities. The business men 
of Newton Corner want the city to 
take action to ameliorate bad traffic 
conditions in that vicinity. The peo- 
ple of Ward 7 want the Bigelow 
School further altered, so that com- 
plete Junior High School facilities 
may be afforded. The School Com- 
mittee desires that land be acquired 
near Chestnut and Woodward streets 
for still another Junior High School. 
The people of Waban want certain 
changes effected in Waban Square, 
and the property adjacent to the An- 
gler School acquired for an exten- 
sion of the school facilities now af- 
forded at that point. I could go on 
almost indefinitely. All these projects 
have merit but I can only reiterate 
what I have just said that 1932 prom- 
ises to be a year when those of us 
responsible for governmental expendi- 
tures in the City of Newton must ex- 
ercise extreme care, practice strict 
economy, do the necessary things and 
lay the rest on the table pending the 
time when our people can better af- 
ford to assume their cost in the shape 
of the increased taxes which would 
result. 

There is one matter somewhat akin 
to that which I have just discussed 
that 1’ am very much pleased to be 
able to refer to at this time. 

In 1931 we completed alterations 
and changes in our Fire Alarm Signal 
System. This improvement together 
with others recently made in our Fire 
and Water departments made us feel 
that the time had arrived when we 
might reasonably request the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters to make 
a survey of the city with a view to a 
change in the grading of the city. I 
requested this survey early in No- 
vember and only yesterday received 
official notification that Newton will, 
not later than January 15, 1932, be 
changed from Class B. to Class A. 
This will result in a 10% reduction in 
insurance rates throughout the city. 

Since our minimum fire insurance 
rate on dwelling houses has been $1.80 
per thousand, this welcome reduction 
of 10 per cent in our insurance bills 
means another 18 cents saving and 
added to the reduction in our 1931 tax 
rate affords a total saving of 78 cents 
per thousand to our people during the 
past year. 

I have referred to the business de- 
pression. One of its unfortunate by- 
products is unemployment. When 
men are unemployed, cannot find 
work, and have no resources to fall 
back on, they either starve or are 
assisted by public or private agency. 
Here in Newton we have tackled the 
problem, as I pointed out a year ago, 
by setting up what is known as the 
Mayor’s Relief Committee. This com- 
mittee has sought, above all things, to 
accomplish results by co-ordinating 
the activities of public and private 
clmritable organizations. At the same 
time, it is, even now, in the process of 
raising substantial funds through 
which to promote its unemployment 
relief program. I am confident that our 
citizens would do well to read the 
Committee’s report on the results al- 
ready accomplished and the work now 
in process of accomplishment. Wheth- 
er or not we have been in a measure 
successful, it seems to me is best indi- 
cated by the fact that Governor Ely’s 
Massachusetts Emergency Committee 
on Unemployment has sent all over 
lie state a memorandum regarding 
the “Newton Plan.” This memoran- 
lum summarizes as follows: — “In 
many ways this is a model plan. No 
.vorlt projects, ultimately chargeable 
to taxpayers, are udopted until every 
mssible alternative lias been exhaust- 
ed. There is 100% co-operution be- 
ween the City Departments, the Com- 
uittee, and Welfare organizations, to 
he end that duplication of relief is 
diniinuted, and every tusk is per- 
’ormed by the unit best equipped to do 
io. There are definite, business-like 
iteps to find and create “jobs”. While 
nidi u plan might not be adaptable to 
ill communities, certuin features, such 
us the loan plan, ure especially valu- 
■ble, and the work us a whole is an 
'xcellent example of co-ordination and 
o-operation. This report is sent with 
ho hope that it may give some help- 
ful suggestions.” 


This testimonial is due entirely to 
Mr. Leon B. Rogers and his associates 
on the Committee. Mr. Rogers, in par- 
ticular, has devoted unlimited time 
and attention to the work of the Com- 
mittee without any compensation and 
the thanks of our city are due him 
without measure for his contribution 
towards the solution of this heart- 
breaking task. 

1931 witnessed the start of New- 
ton’s new City Hall and War Me- 
morial. No one at all conversant with 
our present City Hall facilities denies 
the fact that they are antiquated and 
inadequate. Some there are, who felt 
that the commencement of this project 
might better await the return of more 
normal times, but. after careful con- 
sideration of all the factors involved, 
our City Government determined to 
undertake the project without further 
delay. When bids were opened it was 
immediately discovered that existing 
conditions were operating to consider- 
able extent in favor of the city. Our 
cost on the City Hall building is to 
be approximately 47 cents per cubic 
foot as compared to 60c for Water- 
town’s Town Hall, 62Vfcc for Woburn’s 
new Municipal building, and 87>£c 
for the new City Hall erected by Wal- 
tham several years ago. Excluding 
the land, our new City Hall and War 
Memorial including all grading costs, 
sidewalks and furnishings, promises 
to cost somewhat under $850,000, or 
$25,000 less than the last Junior High 
School built by the city. I am sat- 
isfied that the city has chosen the 
right location and that he shall have 
a general layout to be proud of 
when the work is completed along 
about September 1932. 

On December 7, 1931, after care- 
ful study of all the factors involved 
our City Government took the neces- 
sary action to bring about a 10% re- 
duction in water rates. Commencing 
in July, 1930, we were faced with the 
necessity of practically reorganizing 
our water department. In line with 
that necessity the Water Department 
building on Watertown street has al- 
ready been completely remodelled, a 
more systematic inspection of our me- 
ters has been inaugurated, and quar- 
terly billing, almost universally in 
practice throughout the State, ‘was put 
into effect on January 1, 1931. I have 
no hesitation in saying that Newton’s 
water system has been built up over 
a period of years on a penny-wise, 
pound-foolish basis with the result 
that we are even now faced with a 
still further substantial program of 
expenditure despite all that has been 
already accomplished during the last 
year and a half. First of all we shall 
be obliged to make provision for an 
increase of our supply to the 8 mil- 
lion gallons per day allowed as under 
the statute, which, together with 
changes at the pumping station will 
entail an outlay of approximately 
$150,000. Second, we are faced with 
the necessity of spending approxi- 
mately $400,000 for the elimination of 
dead ends and 4-inch mains. This 
particular item is extremely impor- 
tant and will unquestionably go far to 
eliminate such complaints as we re- 
ceive from time to time regarding the 
quality of Newton’s water. It should 
be here pointed out that Newton’s 
water, as it travels through the pump- 
ing station is considered by experts 
to be better from practically every 
standpoint than the Metropolitan sup- 
ply which we hear so much about. 
Elimination of dead ends and the 
smaller mains will enable us to de- 
liver this water to the consumer in 
the same satisfactory condition which 
obtains when we start pumping it 
from our wells. A third item, in this 
program, which I should refer to in- 
volves an expenditure of approximate- 
ly $100,000 to rebuild our lines on 
Boylston Street, which, of course, 
must be undertaken when the recon- 
struction of that street is started by 
the State Public Works Department. 
These items, just referred to, have 
had the attention of all those interest- 
ed in the question including the per- 
sonnel of the water committee of your 
Honorable Board, and they constitute 
a program which T propose to recom- 
mend, in part at least, during the cur- 
rent year, with the hope that favor- 
able action may be forthcoming and 
substantial progress made. 

I have very little to say concerning 
our schools at this time. They con- 
tinue to function at a high point of ef- 
ficiency and we have, during the past 
year, been able to continue the pro- 
gram of expansion which has been go- 
ing on in our school system ever since 
the war. In spring of 1931 the run- 
ning track at the High School athletic 
field was completed, winding up the 
improvements in that vicinity and 
leaving Newton with, in my opinion, 
the best layout from an athletic stand- 
point of any school in this vicinity or 
any other for *tlmt matter. In Septem- 
ber, 1931, the John W. Weeks Junior 
High School in Newton Centre was 
opened and when its athletic field is 
ready for use in the spring, it will, I 
think prove an extremely adequate ad- 
dition to the Junior High School sys- 
tem which was inaugurated here in 
the city some years ago. Wo also 
added u gymnasium to the Bigelow 
Junior High School during the past 
year and some time in the near future 
it will be desirable to make further 
ulterutious to muke its Junior High 
School facilities more complete than 
they are at the present time. Whether 
our financial program will allow of 
this project being undertaken or not 
during the current year, I am unuble 
to say, but if possible, it is u mutter 
which should be uttended to, in order 
that wo may provide Junior High 
School pupils ut this point with facili- 


ties equal to those available in other 
sections of the city. 

One of the matters which I stressed 
in my Inaugural Address two years 
ago had to do with the condition of 
our streets. In 1930 and again in 
1931 we mnde as rapid progress as 
possible in resurfacing the principal 
streets in the city, and some of the 
less important ones which were in 
rather bad condition. As a result of 
the two years’ operations, Washington 
Street, with the exception of that por- 
tion from Newton Corner to West 
Newton, lias been resurfaced through- 
out. A good deal of work has also 
been done on Beacon, Chestnut and 
Centre Streets, as well as on several 
other streets of lesser importance, all 
at an outlay for the two years of ap- 
proximately $400,000. The main proj- 
est facing us for 1932 is the resurfac- 
ing of Washington Street from New- 
ton to West Newton. This, as you 
know, has been a mugh needed Im- 
provement for some time, but has 
been laid over until the Metropolitan 
water line was put through in 1931. 
With the taking over and the recon- 
struction of Boylston Street by the 
State we shall, it seems to me, by the 
end of 1932, have made substantial 
progress along the lines of better 
streets in Newton, and not only bet- 
ter streets but streets which, I be- 
lieve, are built to withstand heavy 
traffic conditions for many years to 
come. 

The statement just made may be 
said to apply equally to streets con- 
structed under the Betterment Act. 
In 1930 we took over and constructed 
under this act 6*4 miles of private 
ways at an average construction cost 
of $3.30 per linear foot. In 1931, hav- 


ing pretty well caught up on the de- 
mand the previous year we only com- 
pleted 3H miles of streets at an aver- 
age cost of $5.08 per linear foot. This 
increase In cost per linear foot is due 
to our having adopted new specifica- 
tions for streets built under our Bet- 
terment Act. Tnstead of the old grav- 
el road built since time Immemorial 
we now are putting in a much im- 
proved street with a better base — 
penetrated top and calculated to ma- 
terially reduce the cost of maintain- 
ance. So far, not a complaint has 
been received and the results achieved 
under this new type of construction 
have, it seems to me, been extremely 
satisfactory. I trust the city may con- 
tinue to carry on its Betterment 
Street program along these lines — 
more expensive at the start but sure- 
ly more economical in the long run. 

In connection with the Playground 
Department it has been my ambition 
gradually to increase in this city the 
open space acreage devoted to play- 
ground purposes, and I am happy to 
say, as a result, that during the past 
two years 38 acres have been ac- 
quired in one way or another and 
added to the playgrounds of the city. 
This increase brings the grand total 
to 201 acres. I trust if opportunity 
offers and financial arrangements per- 
mit that we shall be able to go for- 
ward with this idea and make further 
extensions as we go along from time 
to time. 

No inaugural address, it seems to 
me. would be complete without some 
reference to zoning, because, in my 
judgment, our present zoning system 
constitutes one of the most favorable 
factors in our whole situation here in 
Newton. I would ask your Honorable 


Board to refer again to my Annual 
Message of January 1, 1931, at which 
time I urged that certain further re- 
strictions be applied on apartment 
house construction and made a part 
of our zoning ordinance. This matter 
has not been attended to up to date 
and I sincerely trust that we may 
make some progress in this direction 
during the twelve months now ahead 
of in. That Is all I have to say on 
the subject of zoning except to ex- 
press the hope that our zoning ordin- 
ance as a whole will be jealously 
guarded by our City Government in 
the future as It has been In the past. 
We are a residential city, a city of 
homes, and we want to keep Newton 
In that condition if it is at all pos- 
sible to do so. 

Our Police Department on Decem- 
ber 1, 1931, moved to its new head- 
quarters building adjacent to the New 
Court House, finished at. the same 
time by the County of Middlesex. 
These two buildings, from an aesthe- 
tic and from a practical standpoint, 
constitute a most satisfactory addition 
to West Newton village, and the Po- 
lice Headquarters building itself gives 
our Police Department facilities of 
which it has long been in need. 

After having discussed the matter 
with members of the Finance Com- 
mittee of the 1931 Board, I forwarded 
to the Board on December 2,8th a rec- 
ommendation. which, in effect, will 
bring about a very substantial change 
in the set-up of Newton’s Police De- 
partment. and the manner in which 
it operates. During the past year, 
at my request, Chief Hughes has been 
studying the possibility of the use of 
radio equipment on police department

Study of the “second generation” 
problem is a serious matter, accord- 
ing to Mrs. MacAulay, who is inter- 
ested in making a research of the 
work done for the children, as well 
us for their foreign-born parents. De- 
linquency, she claims, is frequently 
found among the young people in the 
rapid stride of copying American ways 
of living. 

A picturesque feature of this Di- 
vision is the doll exhibit now num- 
bering 55 of the nationalities in Mas- 
sachusetts. The troup bus just re- 
turned from six months- in the west- 
ern part of the state, and is now be- 
ing booked in the eastern section. An

POLICE NEWS 


Frank Lundy of Lincoln road, Now- 
ton paid a $75 fine in the Waltham 
Court on Saturday for driving while 
under the influence of liquor and $25 
for reckless driving. These fines were 
imposed on Lundy on December 16 
and at that time he appealed them. 

Henry Marcel, formerly of Pine 
street, West Newton was sent to jail 
for 2 months last Saturday for failure 
to support his wife and two children. 
He had been in the Newton court 
sometime ago and given a suspended 
sentence on the condition that he 
support his family. He failed to do 
so. 

Francis McGourty, 19, of 372 Parker 
street, Newton Center was in the 
Newton court on Saturday charged 
with receiving a revolver stolen from 
the American Express Company at 
Newton Center. It is alleged that the 
youth filed the manufacturer’s num- 
ber off the revolver and admitted to 
the police that he intended to sell it. 
McGourty claimed to have received 
the revolver from another party and 
denied having any complicity in the 
theft of the weapon. 

Antonio Magni who conducts a bak- 
ery at 140 Adams street, Nonantum 
was fined $20 in the Newton court on 
Monday for failure to keep his shop 
clean. Keble Perrine, agent of the 
Newton Health Department testified 
that he had warned Magni to clean 
his bakery and the defendant had not 
done so. Magni’s defense was that 
there had been a fire at his bakery 
and he was waiting until the insur- 
ance adjusters came before he 
cleaned up the place. 

Philip Carson of Gale street, Mal- 
den was found guilty in the Newton 
court on Monday of driving a car 
while under the influence of liquor. 
As it was Carson’s second conviction 
for such an offense, he was sentenced 
to serve 30 days in jail. He was also 
fined $15 for drunkenness. He ap- 
pealed. The car driven by Carson 
collided on the night of December 14 
with another car at the intersection 
of Eliot and Chestnut streets, Upper 
Falls. 

Martin Johnson of 53 Colburn road, 
Wellesley, was fined $100 in the New- 
ton Court on Monday for driving a car 
while under the influence of liquor. 


He was also fined $10 for drunken- 
ness. He appealed. 

Harvey Jensen of Lexington street, 
Auburndale, was in the Newton Court 
on Monday charged with passing a 
worthless check for $3 at the Boule- 
vard Pharmacy in Auburndale. He 
pleaded guilty and the case was placed 
on file when he made restitution. 

Louis Cohen. 29, an attorney resid- 
ing at 1650 Commonwealth avenue, 
West Newton, was in the Newton 
court yesterday charged with having 
committed assault and battery on 
Theresa Miller of Harvard street, 
Cambridge, who had been employed 
by Cohen at his home as a domes- 
tic. According to the testimony the 
girl burned some carrots while cook- 
ing them, whereupon Cohen’s .wife dis- 
charged her and, according to Miss 
Miller, refused to pay her wages. An 
argument followed between the girl 
and Mrs. Cohen and then Cohen en- 
tered the fray. The Miller girl testi- 
fied that he threatened to strangle her 
and then struck her on the face, 
knocking her down. She told the 
judge that Mrs. Cohen remarked, “You 
should have strangled her.” 

Cohen denied having hit the girl 
and testified that he went into the 
kitchen when the Miller girl became 
abusive to his wife. Mrs. Cohen tes- 
tified that the girl had chased her 
around the kitchen. The Miller girl 
admitted to Judge Bacon that she had 
dared Cohen to strike her and the 
judge remarked that she had come 
pretty near inviting an assault. He 
found Cohen not guilty, commenting 
that the complainant had not proved 
that she had been assaulted. 

Patrolman Dowling found an aban- 
doned car at Adena road. West New- 
ton, on Monday. The car had been 
stolen in Boston on Sunday. The reg- 
istration plates which belonged on it 
were missing and the one plate on 
the car was one which had been stolen 
from Frank Lane, a Newton automo- 
bile dealer. The car was the property 
of Joseph Odene of Mattapan. 

George Buckley of 993 Chestnut 
street, Upper Falls, was given a sus- 
pended sentence of 3 months in jail 
by Judge Bacon in the Newton court 
yesterday for non-support of fils wife 
and child. Buckley absented himself 
from his home about a month ago and 
returned at 2 a. m. yesterday morn- 
ing, whereupon his wife complained 
to the police. 


automobiles and with me, ho has come 
to the conclusion, that the addition 
to the department of tho seven Ford 
cars already authorized, all equipped 
with radio receiving sets, will enable 
the department to function along more 
modern lineH and much more efficient- 
ly than under the old system of pa- 
trolmen covering individual routes on 
foot. To make a long story short, 
Newton’s police department, we be- 
lieve, can do Its job better and at a 
substantial reduction in cost under 
this p'roposed new system and the net 
result, in my Judgment, will bring 
Newton right out in front from the 
standpoint of efficient, modern, and 
up-to-date police methods. 

In September, 1931, the Public Build- 
ings Commissioner of the city re- 
signed. On December 16th, I appoint- 
ed Mr. Harry A. Hageman to fill the 
vacancy and ho was confirmed by 
your Honorable Board on Monday, De- 
cember 28th. Mr. Hageman thus be- 
comes the latest addition to our offi- 
cial family and i am glad of this op- 
portunity to bespeak for him a cor- 
dial welcome from its other members 
and the same sincere co-operation 
which they have been good enough to 
extend to the other new-comers who 
have joined our ranks since January 
1, 1930. 

And now, before I close, may I ven- 
ture to express a few thoughts along 
more general lines. I must confess 
at the start that I am seriously dis- 
turbed over the absolute lack of in- 
terest and knowledge displayed by our 
people as a whole in Municipal affairs 
— this lack of interest and knowledge 
being evidenced more particularly by 
the complete indifference of the great 
majority towards our city elections 
which are held annually the second 
Tuesday in December. Statisticians 
have estimated that the annual tax 
bill in this country, National, State, 
County and Municipal, exceeds 13 Bil- 
lion Dollars, of which sum more than 
seven' billions or 52% is applicable to 
municipal or town government. If the 
law of averages holds therefore, the 
average citizen of Newton pays over 
to the City Treasurer over 52% of 
his total tax bill. In addition to the 
figures involved, it should also be 
noted that the functions inherent to 
municipal government such as schools, 
and playgrounds, streets, health and 
sanitary services, protection of life 
and property, bring that part of gov- 
ernment as a whole closer home to 
our people than any of the other di- 
visions, whether they be National, 
State or County. To prove my point 
let me give you figures covering the 
last 10 municipal elections. Every 
two years, as you know, we choose a 
Mayor, Members of the Board of Al- 
dermen and of the School Committee. 
In such years since 1922 the highest 
percentage of the total registered 
vote cast has been 60%, the lowest 
30%. In the so-called off years, when 
only members of the Board of Aider- 
men and the School Committee are 
chosen, the highest percentage has 
been 43% and the lowest 16%. And 
these figures, bad as they are, don’t 
even take into consideration those 
residents of our city who aren’t even 
interested enough to register as vot- 
ers. Practically universal suffrage 
which we have in this country is in 
a sense the culmination of centuries 
of struggle for the privilege. I’m not 
prepared to say that it can ever be 
brought about, but my remedy for the 
situation would be to deny the fran- 
chise to those who fail to exercise it 
for a certain period and without sub- 
stantial excuse. Voting is not only a 
privilege — it is an obligation — which 
must be assumed if we are to have 
good government in this country. 

Just as an example let mo cite the 
following. Under our Zoning Ordi- 
nance 93% of the city is zoned for

single or two-family residences only. 
This means that our people through 
their representatives have determined 
that what we want in Newton is a 
city of homes. The Board of Aider- 
men, by a change in the Zoning Ordi- 
nance can overnight completely 
change the character of this city. If 
the Board is representative of the 
people and take that action, no one 
can complain, but if they represent 
the 20 odd per cent who have shown 
sufficient interest to vote, I can assure 
you the other 80% would have am- 
ple cause to complain — after it was 
too late. 

We are passing through probably 
the most serious period of depression 
in the history of this country. No 
one with any intelligence despairs 
of the future, but many do become 
panicky and worried. I see no cause 
for concern, other than for those who 
are thrown out of employment, and of 
course something must be done and 
is being done as I have already 
pointed out to alleviate their suffer- 
ings. If you who hear or read these 
remarks were to sit in my office for 
a while you would become convinced 
that the Mayor of your city, repre- 
senting in this connection many other 
Mayors and higher government offi- 
cials is responsible for lack of em- 
ployment and is the one who must 
do something about it. 

In the first place, let me say that

in my opinion, the unemployment 
problem is a local one, and should 
be handled locally. If relief is to be 
granted through the medium of the 
tax levy, it is a fallacy to believe that 
the burden can be lightened by the 
participation of State or Nation in 
what is a local problem. The result- 
ant tax burden must be met by the 
residents of a municipality regard- 
less of whether they pay their tax 
bill to city, State or Nation. It is, 
moreover, a fallacy to believe that 
this depression can be cured by in- 
creased public expenditures. What 
we need in Newton and elsewhere and 
never more so than today is wise 
economy. What our people must un- 
derstand is that the budget of 
municipality is essentially no differ- 
ent than that of an individual. The 
individual cuts his cloth according to 
his pattern. Government must do the 
same. Government is the agent of 
the people set up by them to per- 
form certain operations and pay the 
resultant bills. Is it reasonable, 
when individuals are practicing econ- 
omy with their right hands for them 
to do otherwise through governmental 
agency with their left. I say no, and 
I further say that unless a restrain- 
ing influence is set into operation in 
this country that we shall come out 
of this period of depression far more 
slowly than will otherwise be neces- 
sary. A knowledge of what is going 
on and some interest in it on the 
part of our citizens is the one prime 
factor which will help to keep the 
ship on a steady course. 

Just because we, here in Newton, 
are in sound financial condition — just 
because our tax rate was lowered in 
1931 when the tendency around us 
was upward — and just because we 
have no clouds on the immediate hori 
zon is no reason for an Instant to 
relax our vigilance. It’s any easy 
step to the condition of Fall River 
and that which threatens other 
municipalities, but it’s a long, hard 
road to sound procedure and stabil- 
ity, especially in times like these. 

To the members of the City Gov- 
ernment who sit before me I say, let 
us keep our feet on the ground and 
our heads out of the clouds. Let us 
in 1932, do the necessary things and 
only those which have to be done — 
and with your co-operation I have no 
fear that Newton will depart from the 
high standard she has always main- 
tained.

A GREAT OPPORTUNITY 

We have frequently referred to Washington street between 
Newton Corner and West Newton, mostly seriously, but oc- 
casionally humorously. We are glad to learn that the re- 
surfacing of this important highway is one of the major 
projects under contemplation for 1932. In regard to the 
problem we offer a suggestion which we believe has merit in 
that it considers the matter of safety and beautification as 
well as providing ample accommodation for traffic. The cost 
of the improvements we recommend should be little if any 
more than that of a straight resurfacing job. Some addi- 
tional expense would be justified to provide the features of 
the highway we have in mind. 

Between Newton Corner and West Newton the average 
width of Washington street is more than eighty feet. In 
fact there are but two points where it narrows to less than 
this distance. One point is at Lowell Avenue and the other 
at Church street. We believe that a central reservation, with 
concrete curbing, of five or more feet in width, grassed over, 
and perhaps further beautified later on by the planting of 
trees would be a worthwhile and desirable feature. It 
might even be possible to install at least part of the lighting 
system on this reservation. On each side of this curbed plot 
there would be ample room for at least two lines of auto- 
mobile traffic, as well as parking provision for residents 
along the street. Traffic on each side should be restricted 
to one way as along the type of highways being constructed 
by the state. As the resurfacing of the street will probably 
be done by half sections it would seem an ideal time to create 
such a reservation. The cost of this reservation and other 
incidental items would, we believe, be little more than the 
cost of resurfacing this central portion. 

The resurfacing of Washington street will undoubtedly 
cause motorists to use this broad street as a speedway, to 
some extent. A central reservation would provide a safety 
zone enabling pedestrians to cross half the street with re- 
gard to traffic in but one direction. It would also prevent 
the drivers from getting over onto the wrong side of the road 
while passing other cars, thus reducing the danger of col- 
lisions. From this standpoint alone our suggestion seems to 
be well worth consideration. In addition a well-kept grass 
plot would be an attractive addition. The railroad along one 
side hardly makes one realize that Newton is the “Garden 
City” of the Commonwealth. 

Incidentally 1932 is the 200th anniversary of the birth of 
George Washington, for whom Washington street was named. 
A bi-centennial commission is working for national recogni- 
tion of this event and is encouraging communities and states 
to commemorate' the event by dedicating parks, highways, 
state forests and the like to the memory of the Father of 
the Country. Construction of the boulevard type of high- 
way on Washington street would give the city a fine op- 
portunity to rename and commemorate this street as the Geo. 
Washington boulevard without special expense for such an 
observance.

THE MAYOR’S ADDRESS 

From the beginning to the end of the address by Mayor 
Weeks last Friday afternoon at his second inaugural we 
were impressed with the sound and clearly thought out 
policy of the administration. More than two years ago we 
endorsed Mr. Weeks when he announced his candidacy for 
the office because we believed he had the ability to provide 
a much needed business administration. We feel that our 
confidence was not misplaced, and consider the future in 
good hands. At times we have expressed our opinion against 
some of the matters considered by the Mayor and Aldermen. 
We shall no doubt do so again as the occasion demands. Our 
duty to the public obligates us to keep informed of city af- 
fairs, to support measures we believe to be for the city’s 
benefit and to oppose those with which we do not agree. 
Mayor Weeks calls attention to the problems of the immediate 
future and expresses his determination to redouble his efforts. 
Economic conditions have left their mark and we believe that 
the clouds are slowly passing away. Every man of the crew 
has his duty to perform in helping to keep the good old ship, 
“City of Newton” on an even keel until the troubled waters 
have quieted down from the final lashings of the storms. 


WISE ECONOMY 

In 1931 Newton enjoyed its lowest tax rate in eight years. 
A program of strict economy will be necessary, the admin- 
istration tells us, in order to hold the rate down in view of 
possible increases in State and County taxes, as well as a 
smaller increase in valuations. Naturally all taxpayers would 
appreciate any possible reductions in municipal taxes. The 
carrying out of various municipal projects would undoubt- 
edly mean an increase in the rale and because of this it is 
anticipated that all possible expenditures of this nature will 
be delayed until the need for them is greater. It is our 
opinion that the completion of some of the projects in the 
various communities means a slight increase in the tax rate 
that there will be little objection raised as long as the in- 
crease is kept within bounds. We hope that those improve- 
ments which will be of direct aid in helping business in New- 
ton return to normalcy will not be temporarily shelved. To 
delay them would, it seems apparent, be unwise economy. 


NEWTON RESIDENTS BENEFIT 

Next week new fire insurance rates go into effect in Newton 
resulting in a tremendous saving to local residents yearly. 
The National Board of Fire Underwriters have elevated New- 
ton from Class B to Class A because of improvements in 
fire-fighting facilities here during recent years. Among these 
Centre, the new signal system which was also installed about 
Centre the new signal system which was also installed about 
the same time, and the installation of more hydrants, all 
of which make the new rates possible. The actual saving to 
local residents will be about 10 per cent, although this amount 
varies slightly under different conditions. Inasmuch as real 
estate and personal property is assessed for a total of about 
$165,000,000 in the City of Newton and a considerable amount 
of this is insured for at least the assessed value and often for 
more than that figure, the 10 per cent reduction in premium 
rates will mean thousands of dollars in the pockets of local 
residents.

Same Old Story 

Of course you and I know this isn’t 
the first time the people of the United 
States have been confronted with a 
situation out of which there appeared 
no gleam of hope. This depression 
business is old stuff. Yet, In order 
to prove It in printer’s ink I am 
pleased to offer here the exact words 
of an article which was published 
in Harper’s Weekly, October 10, 1857 
or 74 years and three months ago — 
practically three generations. It was 
sent to, me by a reader of this col- 
umn who, I am sure, was not wrong 
in. assuming that the rest of us would 
like to read it for ourselves. 

Under the heading "Daily Letter,” 
Harper’s Weekly printed the follow- 
ing: 

"It is a gloomy moment in history. 
Not for many years — not in the life- 
time of most men who read this pa- 
per — has there been so much grave 
and deep apprehension. In our own 
country there is universal commer- 
cial. prostration and panic and thou- 
sands of our poorest fellow-citizens 
are turned out against the approach- 
ing winter without employment. 

"In France the political caldron 
seethes and bubbles with uncertainty. 
Russia hangs as usual like a cloud 
dark and silent upon the horizon of 
Europe: while all the energies, re- 
sources and influences of the British 
Empire are sorely tried, and are yet 
to he tried more sorely, in coping 
with the vast and deadly Indian in- 
surrection. and with disturbed rela- 
tions in China. 

"Of our own troubles no man can 
see the end. If we are only to lose 
money and by painful poverty to be 
taught wisdom, no man need serious- 
ly despair. Yet the very haste to he 
rich, which is the occasion of this 
widespread calamity, has also tended 
to destroy the moral forces with 
which we are to resist and subdue 
the calamity.” 


Fifty-fifty 

I wonder if you happen to know 
what becomes of food and things other 
than liquor seized in raids. If I may 
he permitted to say so it was a revela- 
tion to me when I learned that the 
U. S. Bureau of Prohibition during 
1931 turned over to various other gov- 
ernmental institutions foods, copper 
and other materials which had been 
seized amounting to $7,488,415. 

From an official source I have 
learned that during November of last 
year agents seized 21,600 gallons of 
molasses, 92,706 pounds of cane and 
beet sugar, 236,000 pounds of corn 
sugar, 10,065 pounds of corn, 13,960 
poundH of grain meal, 1,200 gallons of 
fruit juices, 8,826 pounds of yeast, 
7,729 pounds of malt, 896 gallons of 
malt syrup, and 652 pounds of hops. 

This, I find went to prisons, at least 
for the larger part, which shows that 
it was not wasted. On the other hand, 
it seems a .bit of poetic justice that 
one set of law violators should be com- 
pelled to supply the food of another 
set.

has been their legal standing, which 
should be something in these days 
when regulation is so widespread. 
Great, therefore, has been my satis- 
faction to read in the recommenda- 
tions of the Boston Licensing Board, 
made to the Legislature, a suggestion 
that these vendors be licensed. 

The board says, "There are many 
casual vendors of foods such as sand- 
wiches, frankforts and ice cream who 
carry their wares or sell from vehicles 
or improvised stands in the public 
ways without a permit or license from 
any authority. The board believes 
that the seller of foods to be eaten 
forthwith should be subject to con- 
trol and supervision, and therefore 
recommends that they be licensed. 

“A license for the sale of soft drinks 
to be drunk on the premises is now 
required by law unless the licensee 
holds some other license which in- 
cludes soft drinks. On the occasion 
of games, parades, celebrations and 
at other times, there is a large sale 
of soft drinks from receptacles, ve- 
hicles and temporary stands in the 
public ways by persons who have no 
permit, license or authority of any 
kind. The board believes that such 
sellers should be subject to control 
and supervision, and therefore recom- 
mends that they be licensed.” 

The same situation exists in other 
cities and for the protection of those 
of us who are tempted it wouldn’t 
be a had idea if there was a State 
law enacted. The alternative, of 
course, is to restrain one’s appetite, 
but who wants to do that? 


Natatorial Time-Table 

The scene was one of those large 
and attractive swimming pools main- 
tained exclusively for women, or, to 
be more exact, for the members of 
organization made up entirely of wo- 
men. With so much to go on I should 
think you could guess the name of the 
institution.

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Newton’s Share 
Of Sanitorium 
Over $300,000 

City Receives Rill To He Paid Before 
March 2rtth 


The city has been billed $.103,384.66 
as its share of the cost of the new 
Middlesex County Sanatorium in Wal- 
tham according to an announcement 
by Mayor Weeks yesterday afternoon. 
The bill, which is nearly 50 per cent 
of the city’s total State, County and 
Metropolitan tax of last year, is for 
land, construction and equipment of 
the buildings which were com- 
pleted and opened a few months ago. 
It must he paid on or before March 
25th, 1932. Newton’s financial af- 

fairs are in such good condition that 
the entire amount will in all probabil- 
ity be paid when it falls due. Under 
provision of the law under which the 
building of the sanatorium was au- 
thorized the cities and towns of the 
county may borrow money or issue 
bonds for the payment of their as- 
sessments. 

Newton’s share of the cost is the 
largest of any municipality in the 
county with Somerville coming next 
with an assessment of $268,000. New- 
ton has seventeen patients in the hos- 
pital. 

Charles E. Hatfield, treasurer of 
Middlesex County, announced that a 
bill will be filed in the Legislature 
to authorize the county to borrow 
funds in behalf of these cities and 
towns unable to do so. The county 
will loan these funds to the cities 
and towns enabling payment of the 
assessments. In this way the munici- 
palities would receive the benefit of 
the lower amount of interest the coun- 
ty would be called upon to pay. The 
bonds issued by the county would be 
of twenty year duration and the mu- 
nicipalities would pay a certain 
amount plus interest each year. The 
measure is designed to relieve cities 
and towns which would find difficulty 
in selling their own bonds.

High Facilities 

At Bigelow School — To Prepare 
Specifications 


A meeting of the Newton School 
Committee was held Monday night, 
attended by all seven members of the 
committee. The committee went in- 
to closed session to discuss the school 
budget for the ensuing year. Con- 
sideration of this important matter 
was not finished at the session and 
another meeting will bo held next 
Monday night to complete the bud- 
get recommendations. 

The committee voted to favor the 
petition signed by hundreds of New- 
ton Corner residents asking that an 
addition be erected at the Bigelow 
School so that this school will have 
proper facilities to make it a real 
junior high school. The proposed ad- 
dition would enable 9th grade pupils 
to receive their instruction at the 
Bigelow School instead of being com- 
pelled to go to the High School at 
Newtonville. The committee instruct- 
ed Supt. of Schools Wheeler to pre- 
pare specifications of the alterations 
and facilities needed at the Bigelow 
School and to submit them to Mayor 
Weeks with the request that the 
Board of Aldermen be asked to make 
an appropriation so that this work 
can be started this year. School Com- 
mitteeman Marsena Butts is pushing 
this project.

Newton Centre Residents Attend 

Hearing on Parkway Extension 


Spieak In Opposition To Petition Signed By Many to Extend Hammonc 
Wood Parkway Across Beacon Street to Commonwealth Ave. 


A lnrgely attended public hearing 
was held at Newton City Hall last 
Friday night before the Legislation 
Committee of the Newton Aldermen 
on a petition which was signed by 
hundreds of residents of Newton Cen- 
tre. This petition reads: "We — the 
undersigned citizens of Newton re- 
quest that the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen take such action as may 
be necessary to secure the extension 
of Hammond’s Pond Parkway from 
Beacon street to Commonwealth ave- 
nue* by Hobart road and Intervale 
road, a distance of about 1800 lineal 
feet.” 

Those who attended the hearing 
were for the most part not proponents 
of the petition, but residents on and 
in the vicinity of Hobart and Inter- 
vale roads who are opposed to the 
petition. Also present were other 
persons opposed to the petition, but 
who do not reside in the neighbor- 
hood which would be affected. 

Alderman Norman Pratt of Newton 
Centre, chairman of the Legislation 
Committee, presided at the hearing. 
He explained that for many years 
the State has been considering build- 
ing an extension of the West Rox- 
bury Parkway through Hammond’s 
Woods, across Boylston street and 
thence to Beacon street to a point 
nearly opposite Hobart road. If this 
parkway ends at Beacon street it will 
throw onto this already heavily trav* 
elled thoroughfare more traffic and 
that, to forestall such an undesirable 
result. 400 Newton Centre citizens 
had signed the petition which would 
have the parkway extended to Com- 
monwealth avenue along the route pro- 
posed. Mr. Pratt said he had called 
public hearing on his own responsi- 
bility so that people cotild state wheth- 
er they favored or opposed the peti- 
tion. He explained that if the exten- 
sion were built the streets affected 
would be widened from 24 to 40 feet. 
City Engineer Morse then stated that 
an alternative plan which would have 
the traffic on the proposed extension 
go one-way on Hobart road and one- 
way on Intervale road, would elimi- 
nate the necessity of widening these 
streets. The cost would be borne 
by the State. 

O. D. Fellows of Newton Centre, 
chief engineer of the Metropolitan 
Planning Division, speaking as a citi- 
zen, said: 

"The Metropolitan Parkway Divi- 
sion has been instructed to make a 
study of this route to Commonwealth 
avenue, and one study they made fol- 
lowed from Beacon street, through 
Hobart road, then through Intervale 
road, and through Bishopsgate road, 
out to Commonwealth avenue, plan- 
ning on a forty-foot roadway. It 
would not be very expensive; it would

Aid Association 
Makes Big Gains 

Holds .Annual Meeting With Inter- 
esting Reports 


The annual meeting of the Newton 
Hospital Aid Association was held at 
the hospital, on Tuesday, January 12, 
at eleven o’clock. The President, 
Mrs. Talbot presided. 

Mrs. Anderson, the Recording Sec- 
retary, in her annual report told of 
the gifts the Association was able to 
make to the hospital during the year 
1931, including a Fluoroscopic and 
Radiographic Table with Fracture 
Top, costing $3000.00; an Oxygen 
Tent, for the treatment of pneumonia 
patients, costing $500.00; an Emerson 
Respirator for Infantile Paralysis 
cases, costing $1000.00; the sum of 
$125.00 for a Nurse’s Scholarship: 
$10.00 for the Eye Clinic; and $35.00 
for the ’free lied, which the Associa- 
tion maintains at the hospital. The 
card party and Fashion Show which 
was held to raise extra funds brought 
in $453.00. 

The Treasurer, Miss Tower, report- 
ed the total disbursements for the 
year 1931 at $6084.89, the receipts 
were $4561.90; balance in the Newton 
Trust Company January 1, 1932, 

$1105.85. 

The resignations of Mrs. Anderson, 
Recording Secretary, and Miss Tower, 
Treasurer were tendered, and accept- 
ed with regret, at a previous meeting. 
The following Officers were elected: 
President, Mrs. George H. Talbot: 
Vice-Presidents, Mrs. Maynard Hutch- 
inson.

Dona- 
tions of clothing and household things 
are always needed, especially chil- 
dren's, baby's and men’s clothes, if 
this useful work Is . /to he carried on. 

Mrs. C. Peter Clark, Treasurer of 
tile Benefit Shop, reported a total of 
$3052.24 in sales during 1931. The 
amount sent to t lie Association was 


touch no buildings. There would be 
some consequential damage in one or 
two places, where the front lawns 
would have to be taken off somewhat. 

"There is also another route. If 
this were widened to sixty feet, and 
then if Hobart road had a 20-foot 
pavement, using Hobart road going 
north, and Bishopsgate road and Inter- 
vale road going south, it would create 
a traffic circle, so that traffic could 
be cut in two. That would mean 
that people living on those streets 
would only see traffic going in one 
direction. 

"Whichever route is taken, I feel 
that it will be desirable either way. 

"Commonwealth avenue is a won- 
derful distributing route. If this is 
carried through to Commonwealth 
avenue, people living on Waverley ave- 
nue could use that route. There has 
been a plan for some years of carry- 
ing the parkway down Commonwealth 
avenue and through Cedar street, then 
through Blake street out on to Wash- 
ington street, and thence down to 
Jackson terrace to lite river. 

"Commonwealtlf avenue passes 
through no congested centres. It is 
not thickly built up, but Beacon street 
has a traffic light at Langley road, 
and there are other traffic signals on 
Beacon street.” 

Mr. Albert T. Stuart. 825 Beacon 
street, Newton Centre, said that the 
plan on view was incomplete, as it 
did not show the Hobart road sec- 
tion, with its houses, etc., as it real- 
ly was. Mr. Fellows then brought 
forward another plan, which he said 
was the complete plan, as it showed 
the houses and land that would be 
taken if the street were widened. 

Frank H. Stewart of Montvale road 
objected to the proposed extension. 
He asked Mr. Fellows a number of 
questions and among the objections 
he raised to continuing the parkway 
over Hobart and Intervale roads were 
that the entrance at Commonwealth 
would be on a blind corner, that the 
route would be tortuous and that the 
safety of children residing in the 
neighborhood would be endangered. 

Walter Whalin representing Edwin 
S. Webster of Chestnut Hill said that 
the laite. favors tl;0* proposed plan. 
Mr. Webster has co-operated with the 
Metropolitan- Park Commission by 
giving a right of way through a val- 
uable part of his property and this 
donation was given with the under- 
standing that the parkway would be 
continued along Hobart road. One 
reason for Mr. Webster giving so 
much of his land for the parkway 
was to take traffic off narrow Ham- 
mond street which runs through a 
district where there are many chil- 
dren.

tion, in case the current goes off. All 
these points were illustrated, one of 
the nurses acting as patient. 

The members of the Association al- 
ways look forward to the annual re- 
port of the Superintendent, Miss Al- 
len, and she gave a most interesting 
and illuminating account of the work 
and growth of the hospital during the 
year, the several changes on the staff, 
the ever present struggle to balance 
the budget, especially during this de- 
pression; and she mentioned a num- 
ber of interesting incidents which oc- 
curred in the daily life at the hos- 
pital. As usual she closed by mention- 
ing just what expenditures may be 
made in the coming year to further 
the work and value of this institution. 

Miss Elizabeth Wheeler in charge 
of the Social Service work at the 
hospital also spoke, giving a very in- 
structive outline of just what this 
work accomplishes for many of the 
patients and their families, both dur- 
ing their stay at the hospital and af- 
ter they leave. The out-patient de- 
partment comes under Miss Wheeler’s 
charge. 1512 patients having been 
treated there during the year. A 
fund, from donations, is kept for free 
medicines when necessary. All the 
old patients are visited, new patients 
admitted, and the after care of chronic 
cases are cared for by tills Depart- 
ment. 

The business meeting was ad- 
journed, and the members were pleas- 
antly entertuined by a number of 
songs by a group of the pupil nurses. 
At one o’clock a delicious luncheon 
was served In the nurses dining-room, 
in charge of Mrs. Cecil W. Clark. 
Following the luncheon an inspection 
of the new equipment, giveu by the 
Association, was made. The mem- 
bers also saw a new Air Conditioning 
Machine in action, which the hospi- 
tal hopes to own in the future. 


MEN’S CLUB OF WEST NEWTON 

"Wlmt Is China?” will be the sub- 
ject of a lecture by Stanley Ross Fish- 
er before the Men’s Club of the Sec- 
ond Church of West Newton. Thurs- 
day evening. Jan. 21, at 6:30 o’clock. 
Mr. Fisher has traveled extensively 
in China and is a student of Eusteru 
affairs. 


Albert M. Lyon of the Newton 
Planning Board said that the Board 
had gone on record as favoring the 
extension plan because it was un- 
derstood that immediate action is nec- 
essary to take advantage of an appro- 
priation made by the State which 
probably will leave money available 
for the extension. He remarked that 
the Planning Board would like to re- 
serve its rights and further study the 
situation. 

Herbert J. Kellaway of the New- 
ton Planning Board said — 

"I am rather reluctant to say much 
about this. I was the person chosen 
by a group of citizens of Newton 
Centre and Chestnut Hill to draw a 
plan connecting the North and South 
Metropolitan Parkways. Several no- 
ted citizens. Frank A. Day. Mr. Sal- 
tonstall, and others, dug into their 
pockets to help me with that plan. 
That plan was worked out and 1,000 
copies distributed. 

"Judge Bishop, father of the pres- 
ent Judge Bishop, had the foresight 
to see that this connection between 
the two parkways should happen. It 
was hoped that this could go through, 
but it could not. Mr. Day of Brook- 
line, and Mr. Webster gave some 
money, to carry the parkway through 
to Beacon street. 

"An appropriation was made of 
$400,000.00 by the last Legislature, to 
acquire land so that traffic could be 
diverted from some of the narrow- 
streets over w-hich it now goes. That 
parkway was to go through Ham- 
monds Wood, by Saunders Meadow, 
then an overpass over Boylston 
street, then, by Hammond Pond and 
over the railroad and by Mr. Web- 
ster’s deer park, thence out on to 
Beacon street. 

"Now, after all these years, it 
seems as if we could put through the 
plan as originally planned out in 
1908. The original plan was to carry 
it down to Waverley avenue, thence 
down to Cotton street, and down by 
what is now Edmands park. Then it 
was to carry on down to Cabot Park, 
over the bridge at Lewis Terrace, and 
down Jackson road to Watertown. 

"They tell me now that djri to the 
confusion of traffic it will not be nec- 
essary to irake a direct route. The 
advantage of a short cut through 
from Beacon street to Commonwealth 
avenue can be readily seen. Com- 
monwealth avenue is a double-bar- 
relled highway. If the north side is 
widened, it would help a great deal. 

"This parkway would be for pleas- 
ure driving only. No trucking would 
be allowed on it. No trucking is al- 
lowed now on Commonwealth av- 
enue.” 

Work Of Welfare 
Bureau Outlined 
By Miss Chapin 

Secretary Speaks To Newtonville 
Church Women 

Although it would be impossible to 
give a full account of the efficient 
work being done by the Newton Wel- 
fare Bureau in one hour. Miss Ruth 
Chapin. General Secretary of that or- 
ganization. gave a comprehensive and 
intensely interesting survey of the 
policies of the Bureau at the session 
of the Woman’s Association of the 
Newtonville Methodist Episcopal 
Church on Thursday afternoon. Jan- 
uary 7. Miss Chapin spoke highly of 
the support which the Bureau receives 
from the Mayor’s Relief Committee 
which furnishes money for wages for 
the unemployed who are able to do 
hard manual labor and loans for the 
white collar group. Last year men in 
the latter group fell ill trying to do 
work for which they were not strong 
enough. Loans are made to these on 
a strictly business basis. 

The Bureau gives direct relief in 
the way of money, coal, clothing, and 
rent which is never given except in 
case of threatened eviction. The prob- 
lem of the seasonal workman is a 
hard one to meet. Of these there are 
about 5000 in Newton and they find it 
impossible to save enough in nine 
months to live on during the three 
months of idleness. In one week work 
was given to 116 men who earned 
$1400. which was paid by the Mayor’s 
Relief Committee for the cutting and 
delivery of wood to the poor. In an- 
other week, work amounting to $1580 
was furnished by the placement bu- 
reau. Able workmen can lie obtained 
through the Bureau which advocates 
a day’s work for a day’s wage and a 
day's wage for a day's work. 

In one year this organisation gave 
out 12.613 pieces of clothing, 2S00 be- 
ing the total for last month. Last sum- 
mer 169 tubercular contact children 
were sent to camp with the money 
raised by the sale of the Christmas 
seals. The sum of $3,300 was spent 
over a period of eight months for milk 
for mulnourished children. Through 
the generosity of dubs, churches, und 
individuals. 240 Christmas dinners 
were provided and toys were sent to 
200 families. Miss Chapin believes 
that very little advantage Is taken by 
those asking aid. The contacts are 
normal and in nearly every case work 
is sought.

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To Restrict Use 
Bullough’s Pond 
By Non-Residents 

Local Skaters To IW* Issued Basses 
— Others To Pay 


At the instigation of the Newton- 
ville Improvement Association Mayor 
Weeks will recommend to the Board 
of Aldermen that a system be put in- 
to effect at Bullough’s Pond during 
the skating season similar to that in 
effect at Crystal Lake last summer. 
There is perhaps no place in Greater 
Boston kept in condition for skating 
during the winter months as is Bul- 
lough's Pond by the Newton Play- 
ground Department. Whenever the 
weather is sufficiently cold to form 
thick ice. this pond is kept free from 
snow and its surface sprinkled to as- 
sure good skating. The result has 
been that Bullough’s is patronized 
not alone by residents of this city 
but by hundreds from outside the 
Newtons. The pond’s skating surface 
has become frequently overcrowded 
and the desire is to discourage out- 
siders from using it, thus giving bet- 
ter opportunities— to Newton resi- 
dents to enjoy skating there.

An interesting demonstration was 
given at Engine 2 house, West New- 
ton last Saturday afternoon in which 
a dense cloud of smoke and fumes 
was created by a small device similar 
in size and shape to a Roman candle. 
This torch was ignited in the "smoke 
room" at the basement of Engine 2 
house. This room is a small, window- 
( loss compartment where members of 
J the Newton Fire Department are 
! trained to use smoke and gas masks. 
Heretofore, such training in this and 
every other city where such instruc- 
tion was given, entailed great discom- 
fort to the firemen. To create dense 
smoke in the training room, old rub- 
ber tires and similar combustible ma- 
terials had to be used. These com- 
bustibles were set afire and the heat 
generated from the flames was so 
great that firemen who went into the 
“smoke rooms’’ were overcome by it. 

To overcome this punishing method 
of training firemen the Central Rail- 
way Signal Company of this city de- 
vised the smoke torch used at the 
demonstration. The demonstration 
was in charge of J. Wiley Edmands 
and Walter L. Wedger of this com- 
pany. Members of the Newton Fire 
Department who entered the "smoke 
room” in the test included Lieutenant 
Davis of Hose 5. and Hoseman E. 
Herlihy of Engine 1. Jones andf Lord 
of Engine 2. Keegan of Engine 4 and 
Kramp of Hose 5. All these firemen 
stated that although the room was 
densely filled with smoke, there was 
no heat to bother them. The torch 
in addition to making heavy smoke, 
also diffuses a large volume of pun- 
gent gas which quickly enables a fire- 
man to ascertain if a gas mask leaks 
in the slightest degree. 

Among those who witnessed the 
demonstration were Chief Randlett of 
the Newton Fire Department; Asst.

The Licenses Committee of the 
Newton Board of Aldermen met on 
Wednesday night and postponed re- 
newing the permit of the Boston & 
Worcester Street Railway Company 
to operate busses on Boylston street 
in this city. The last permit expired 
on December 22. The old Boston & 
Worcester Street Railway Company 
in the hey-day of trolley transporta- 
tion did a large business in passeng- 
er traffic between Boston and Worces- 
ter and intervening places. It also 
did a considerable freight business on 
its trolley freight car. but. the increas- 
ing competition from automobile bus- 
ses and trucks, as well as privately 
owned cars caused the old company 
to lose most of its business and in 
late years the trolleys were sup- 
planted by busses and the present 
owners of the franchise operated but 
few trolley cars. This company also 
obtained valuable rights to operate 
busses through Waltham and other 
places not touched by the old Boston 
& Worcester Railway Company. 

With the coming of the new Boston 
& Worcester auto traffic artery, the 
present owners of the railway fran- 
chise along the Worcester turnpike 
have been and are demanding the 
payment of a huge sum of money as 
compensation for the removal of their 
tracks from the turnpike. Because 
of the fact that so few electric cars 
were operated over these tracks the 
past few years, the State authorities 
contend that the amount demanded 
by the Boston Worcester Company 
is quite exorbitant and they refuse 
to pay it. As a result, it is planned 
at present to leave the tracks in the 
centre of the new traffic artery 
through the Newtons, thus allowing 
only 20-foot roadways instead of 30- 
foot roadways which would be built 
if the street railway company receded 
from its allegedly unfair demauds. 
The Newton aldermen are co-operat- 
ing with State authorities in an effort 
to induce the street railway com- 
pany to deflate its damage claims.

OPEN 1932 TRACK 
SEASON WITH 
ONE-POINT VICTORY 

Shndes of 1928 flashed past at the 
nnnunl Newton-Medfonl meet which 
ushered in the local indoor season 
last week Friday at the Boston Y. M. 
C. A. track. Newton was returned 
a 39 to 38 winner, the solitary point 
being a similar margin to that in the 
1928 meeting. Incidentally the vic- 
tory was the 18th consecutive dual 
meet victory for Coach Donald 
Enoch’s teams in competition with 
other high schools on indoor trneks. 
It was also the fifth consecutive vic- 
tory over Medford high in annual 
meetings and gave Newton high hopes 
for making 1932 its fourth consecu- 
tive undefeated year. With the ex- 
ception of defeats at the hands. of a 
strong all-star alumni outfit in 1931 
and a defeat by Huntington school in 
192S Newton teams have not been 
defeated since the Brookline meets 
of the same year. 

Last year was outstanding for 
Newton on the indopr track with 
Captain Milton Green the star per- 
former. Last week against Medford 
the Newton mentor uncovered anoth- 
er versatile athlete in the person of 
Stanley Johnson who did his bit last 
year in the hurdles as Green’s run- 
ning mate. Taking first place in the 
hurdles, broad jump and high jump 
Johnson personally accounted for 15 
of the orange and black's points. In 
the broad jump he cleared 10 ft. 1 in., 
to come within an inch and a half of 
the 10 ft. 2 1-2 inch record set by 
Howard Niblock of Lynn Classical at 
the Andover meet last February. Per- 
haps before the winter is over Milton 
will have some state champions to 
replace those who have graduated 
since a year ago. 

From a Newton standpoint the meet 
started off on the wrong foot as Roy 
Carpenter of Medford nosed out Doug 
Sloane, Newton’s hope, and favorite, 
in the dash. Carpenter came from 
behind to overtake the Newton sprint- 
er at the tape. Keough of Medford 
took third. 

But Newton evened the count by 
surprising Medford in the 300. 

Murphy of Medford, favored to win, 
was on the pole with Captain Jimmy 
Cahill of Newton next and Doug 
Sloane on the far side of the other 
Medford runner. Both Cahill and 
Sloane beat the Medford pair to the 
first bank and held off every bid by 
Murphy. On the second lap Cahill be- 
gan to pull away slightly. On the 
home stretch Murphy gave all he had 
to pass Sloane and pulled up to Ca- 
hill’s elbow but the Newton leader 
dived across the tape to win by lit- 
tle more than an eye-lash. 

Johnson had little difficulty in win- 
ning the hurdles but Clifford Kit- 
tredge of Newton boosted the local 
chances by taking second over Gor- 
don Taylor, Medford’s best, in the 
final sprint to the tape. 

The 600-yard run was largely Med- 
ford with Gingras and Howard taking 
first and second and Joe Pescosolido 
saving Newton a shutout by grabbing 
third. 

The 1000-yard run was another 
thrilling race with little Eddie Koz- 
owyk, brilliant Medford runner, being 
forced by Tom Fitzgerald of Newton. 
The Medford runner had less than a 
six-yard margin at the finish as he 
fought off Fitzgerald’s final spurt. 
The Newton lad made a great bid to 
overtake his opponent and showed 
the spirit that will make him a run- 
ner to be reckoned with in future 
meets. Roger Maynard of Newton 
took third. 

Newton gained back the points lost 
in the 600 and 1000 when Johnson took 
first in both the high and broad 
jumps and Frank Tuscher and Joyce 
Blum tied for third in the former. 
Johnson won the high jump with a 
leap of 5 ft. 6 in., with Kelly of Med- 
ford clearing 5 ft. 5 in., and the New- 
ton pair clearing 5 ft. 3> in. John- 
son’s 10 ft. 1 in. in the broad jump 
was nearly a foot better titan Me- 
Alpine's leap of 9 ft. 4 1-2 for a Med- 
ford second place.

If Stunley John- 
son cun come through again us a 
triple winner it will improve New- 
ton’s chuncos considerably. Captain 
Cahill, Sloune, Fitzgeruld, Molloy and 
other Newton performers should be 
uble to score sufficient points to en- 
sure the victory.

One of the important issues of the near future is seen in 
the location of the extension of the so-called West Roxbury 
Parkway through the south side of Newton. It was first 
proposed to bring this parkway onto Beacon street opposite 
Hobart Road and to widen and further improve this street 
so as to connect the new artery with Commonwealth avenue. 
Eventually this parkway was to cross the city by way of 
Edmands Park and Jackson Road. Lately the proposal has 
been made to change the route on the south side so that 
after joining Beacon street it will turn left and continue 
along Beacon street almost to Newton Centre Square and then 
be connected with Centre street by way of the aqueduct 
reservation and Willow street. The chief argument against 
this latter route is the increased congestion of traffic in a 
business district when the modern trend is to keep all such 
traffic arteries away from such districts. Residents of Hobart 
Road are naturally objecting to the original plan which will 
carry more pleasure traffic by their properties. The matter 
is in the hands of the planning board and the legislation 
committee of the aldermen, and we trust that the problem 
will be solved satisfactorily — that is for the greatest good of 
the greatest number.

Among the subjects Mayor Weeks touched upon in his in- 
augural address was that of the general apathy of the voter 
in city elections. We have repeatedly urged the citizens of 
Newton to exercise this privilege.

There 
seems to be n feeling that with "econ- 
omy. the watchword.” the tendency 
of legislators and others will be to 
refrain from offering hills providing 
for the expenditure of money. No 
doubt that Is true, hut on the other 
hand there are numerous bills intend- 
ed to reform the financial condition 
of cities and towns, relieve unemploy- 
ment and change social conditions. 
So many of these are coming in that 
the total may be larger than Is at 
present anticipated. All Is set for 
business-like session and early 
prorogation, but one familiar with leg- 
islative proceedings knows better 
than to expect too much. 

The first committee hearing for the 
public was held Monday when the 
Committee on Municipal Finance 
heard the petition of residents of New 
Bedford for authority to take part 
of the money to be raised out of the 
tax levy and borrow the remainder. 

Governor Ely’s plan to aid the bank- 
ing situation by relieving funds in the 
closed banks and organizing the Mas- 
sachusetts Credit Corporation was 
heard by the Committee on Banks and 
Banking Tuesday. The matter was 
continued until next Tuesday when 
public hearings will be resumed. 

Representative Luitwieler has filed 
a bill for the United Improvement 
Association which would give the Po- 
lice Commissioner of Boston exclu- 
sive authority to make all traffic 
rules and regulations and to provide 
penalties for violations. 

Newton is vitally affected by the 
recommendations set forth In the spe- 
cial report of the State Health De- 
partment and the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commissioner as to the need 
of increasing the capacity of the 
Charles River valley sewer. One of 
the suggestions offered is that the 
high level sewer be extended from 
Oak Square, Brighton, to the New- 
ton City line and a sewer built across 
this city as far as may he necessary 
to relieve the Charles River valley 
sewer. Chief Engineer Arthur D. 
Weston of the State Health Depart- 
ment, who happens to be a resident 
of Newton, signs the report. The con- 
clusions are given herewith: 

"The results of the investigations 
show that the objectionable conditions 
in the Charles River at Watertown 
and in the upper portion of the 
Charles River Basin, which were very 
serious during the early part of the 
past summer, were due to the dis- 
charge of the sewage from the main 
portions of Watertown directly into 
the river just above Galen street. This 
discharge was caused by the prac- 
tically' complete clogging of the si- 
phon at this point which conveys the 
sewage from the main portion of Wa- 
tertown across the river to the 
Charles River Valley sewer on the 
southerly side of the stream. Upon 
the thorough cleaning out of this si- 
phon the discharge of sewage into the 
river ceased, and. excepting on one 
or two occasions in early July as a 
result of heavy rainfall, there was 
no discharge of sewage or sewage 
overflow at this siphon during the 
period of this investigation. 

“The investigation further shows 
that when the siphon is in proper 
working order all of the sewage 
brought to the head of the siphon 
in Watertown Square is delivered to 


is now many months since the 1930 
Board of Aldermen at the request of 
Mayor Weeks appropriated $22,600 for 
the purehnse of the Chaffin house and 
Its surrounding grounds. When this 
appropriation was made It was under- 
stood that the building was to he con- 
verted Into n children’s library. Such 
an institution Is needed and when the 
Chaffin house will have been made 
uvnilahle for this purpose the room 
now used nt the main Library build- 
ing for the children’s library can be 
diverted for space which Is badly 
needed. 

It is estimated that it would cost 
about $3500 to alter the building so 
that It would be suitable for use as 
a children’s library and to convert the 
upper part of the house into an apart- 
ment which would bring appreciable 
rent. This rent would within several 
years defray the cost of the alteration 
on the building. Furniture of the 
library would cost about $3500. Inas- 
much as the city expended $22,600 to 
acquire this property, it does not seem 
reasonable to let the house remain Idle 
longer and the large amount of money 
invested not producing beneficial re- 
sults. 

A few months ago It was proposed 
that the house be used as a clubroom 
for unemployed and the Library Trus- 
tees properly refused to approve this 
suggestion. Most unemployed men do 
not want to congregate in any place 
where they would he on view ns such, 
and in cities where attempts have 
been made to provide clubrooms for 
unemployed results have not been sat- 
isfactory. In Waltham such a club- 
room had to be abandoned when the 
rougher element became obstreperous. 


A few months ago the slogan in this 
country was to find more work for the 
unemployed and to keep wages up 
so that the return of prosperity would 
he hastened and the American stand- 
ard of living retained. Now the cry 
is to practise economy: engage in no 
public enterprises which are not abso- 
lutely necessary; reduce salaries and 
wages. It appears that many of our 
captains of industry, financial moguls, 
statesmen, politicians and other "big 
shots” or "machine gunners’’ are rath- 
er flabbergasted as to how to solve 
the long-drawn-out economic problem 
which is bothering most of the world. 
The relief of the unemployed may be 
a local problem, but the creation of 
employment Is a national and an in- 
ternational problem. And if this prob- 
lem is not solved in the near future it 
will be just too bad. Government, 
financial and industrial leaders in this 
and other countries must find some 
definite way to synchronize modern 
productive and distribution systems; 
must end the anomaly which causes 
millions to lack the necessaries of life 
because there has been an overproduc- 
tion of such necessaries. 

If the leaders fail to solve the prob- 
lem and thus relieve the distress of 
the millions of unemployed, the con- 
tinued suffering of these masses may 
cause them to attempt radical meas- 
ures themselves. Such a development 
is apt to cause trouble and confusion.

Whether or not you approve of the 
way members of the Legislature vote 
about their own salaries, I don’t be- 
lieve you have any idea how many 
times they are approached by people 
seeking to borrow or obtain outright 
gifts of money. For my own part I 
hnve seen many a member of the 
Great and General Court "touched” 
for anything from small change to a 
five-dollar bill. Not that my testimony 
is needed, but when you listen to crit- 
ics who say our law-makers vote them- 
selves too much salary please remem- 
ber they have nil awful time trying 
to hang on to it. In Boston, particu- 
larly. a member of the Legislature Is 
supposed to respond to every call for 
assistance, to purchase n ticket to all 
dances and entertainments in his dis- 
trict and to subscribe liberally every 
now and then to a purse for the ben- 
efit of some popular individual. 

You may not have thought of this 
when weighing up the arguments for 
and against salary reductions for pub- 
lic employes. I assume of course you 
have been some weighing in this di- 
rection. Of course, if you haven’t I 
don’t ask you to do it on my account. 
But the poor old legislator, and I know 
him well from years of association, 
gets an awful going over from the 
voters who think he should loosen-up 
whenever asked. 

A prominent Boston member, whose 
word. I have learned, Is, to be readily 
accepted, said, “I get $2,000 a year 
and T spend at least half of that mak- 
ing loans which are never repaid, help- 
ing-out voters who are up against It 
and buying tickets to dances.” 

Then he added, “And I escape pret- 
ty soft compared with a number of 
my colleagues. You wouldn’t think it 
possible the drive that Is made by the 
voters to get our salary away from 
us.” 


Those Knowing Kids 

How quick children are to learn. 
Yes. and how they seem to favor in 
such accomplishments the things that 
disturb their parents. That is. the 
youngsters incline to that which is 
smart, whether it is the most de- 
sirable, if you know what I am trying 
to say. 

Here was a boy in Newton, five 
years old and quick to catch on to 
the ways of grown-ups. You could hard- 
ly blame his father and mother for en- 
couraging him. particularly when it 
made visitors sit up and take notice. 
Well, this buster watched the other 
members of the family at the tele- 
phone. It didn’t take him long to 
learn how to give a number and to 
talk to the party called. 

Naturally, mamma and daddy smiled 
to see their little boy gaining a pro- 
ficiency at the transmitter that would 
do credit to an adult. They even per- 
mitted him to put through a long 
distunce call to New York. It was 
one of those emergency matters made 
necessary because of a hitch in the 
family’s Christmas plans. The boy 
was allowed to call his Aunt Etta in 
Yonkers. Well, that was fine and 
Mamma’s little man is O K on putting 
through long distance calls. In fact 
he has put through three without the 
advance knowledge and consent of 
his parents. They are proud of the 
little lad and it was quite all right as 
long as he called here and there in 
Newton and vicinity. But this thing 
of piling-up toll calls is increasing the 
size of the telephone bill and that isn’t 
so good. 


The Racketeering Menace 

If you haven’t read the book “Mus- 
cling In.” by Fred D. Pasley, of recent 
publication. I might commend it as 
one of the most enlightening of non- 
fiction volumes inasmuch as it reveals 
the very insides of racketeering. Not 
a pleasant subject but one which af- 
fects American civilization, and there- 
fore not to be passed over lightly. As 
this volume proves, Chicago and New 
York, as well as some other cities 
have been so in grasp of gangsters 
that the cost is placed upon, to quote 
the author, "Mr. and Mrs. Common 
Citizen.” The price of lawlessness 
should never fall upon the innocent 
law-abiding citizen but nevertheless he 
is compelled to pay it. 

The man who has prepared this 
volume, published by Ives Washburn, 
is not an alurmist. He bases his as- 
sertions on court records and the find- 
ings of various criminal investigating 
bodies, including that of the Federal 
Government. Says the author, "A 
sound interpretation of the menace 
wus given in a sermon by Rev. Dr. 
Ralph W. Stockman at the Madison 
Avenue Methodist Episcopal Church, 
who said, 'The new racketeer and 
gungster are not really public ene- 
mies to all the public. They are serv- 
ants of many citizens who do not wish 
to commit crimes themselves, but who 
desire the service which can be ren- 
dered only by lawbreakers.’ ” 

When r reud criticisms of the con- 
duct of the police In raiding speak- 
easies I always wonder if these critics 
know all that is going on. A man 
who never would think of entering a 
speakeasy, even on a slumming tour, 
can work himself up into a state of 
wrathful indignation over what ap- 
pears to him a piece of high-handed 
injustice on the part of the represen- 
tatives of the law. To any who think 
that the police are apt to go too fur I 
would advise they read, "Muscling 
In.” They will find thut the luw-breuk- 
ers rely on their plea for a "square 
doul” hut while asking it for them- 
selves they scout the suggestion that 
the rights of the ordinury citizen 
should ho considered. What the po- 
lice need is endorsement und more 
whole-hearted support. Get hold of 
a copy of this book und see if I am 
not right.

ROTARY CLUB 


Professor J. L. Snider, Associate 
Professor of Business Statistics in the 
Harvard Graduate School of Business 
Administration, was this week's speak- 
er at the Newton Rotary Club lunch- 
eon. He showed how the present de- 
pression was brought nbout by an ac- 
cumulation of dangerous situations. 
First, of course, there was the Great 
War which resulted in the weakness 
of European countries and poor peace 
arrangements. Next came a decline 
of various industries. The farm sit- 
uation has long been and is still 
wretched. Added to this we had a real 
estate boom with the inevitable col- 
lapse in 1925 and 1926, and the build- 
ing boom with its decline in 1929. Fur- 
thermore, there was the over-expan- 
sion in automobile and allied business 
as well as in the steel and lesser in- 
dustries. Finally, In 1929, a group of 
related developments led to the ex- 
cesses of the stock market. 

The speaker said that heretofore 
nearly all of the talking has been done 
during periods of depression; in the 
future we must prevent such danger- 
ous situations as the present by do- 
ing something in times of expansion. 
Schemes and programs of long range 
economic planning should then be 
worked out and plans should he made 
to control speculation. He suggested 
the forming of a national economic 
planning hoard restricted to gathering

This Means Something 

Have you heard the news about the 
George Washington Bicentennial post- 
age stamps? Don’t tell me you know 
what I mean because I’m not thinking 
of the recent appearance of the 
stamps themselves. Yes. I’ve seen 
them and they’re not only appropri- 
ate but nice to look at. Just imagine 
the joy that comes to the philatelist’s 
heart. Or are you a philatelist your- 
self. Then, of course, you know. 

What I had In mind was the official 
information that never In the history 
of the country has there been such a 
stamp sale since these were made 
available. Who says we have forgot- 
ten the Father of Our Country? Does- 
n’t the unexpected rush everywhere 
answer that query. In Washington 
D. C. the sales passed the $100,000 
mark the first day when between 

3.000. 000 and 4,000,000 stamps were 
sold. Official reports state that thou- 
sands of persons jammed the office 
eager to get the first day cancella- 
tions before the machines were shut 
down. That means they wanted to 
use the stamps and have them can- 
celled the first day of issue. What 
does that mean? Ask any stamp col- 
lector and he will tell you. Probably 
those stamps are going to he worth a 
lot of money some day. You never 
can tell. 

Aren’t you surprised to find that 
all over the country people were 
standing in line to buy these stamps 
just like they do at Christmas time 
with packages for the parcel post. 
There are, and I get this direct from 
headquarters, 12 different stamps und 
12 kinds of envelopes. If you happen 
to he a glutton for statistics let me 
puss along the official prophecy that 
before the sule ends in January of 
next year It Is expected that 14,000,- 
000,000 (fourteen billion) stamps and 

500.000. 000 (five hundred million) en- 
velopes will have been sold. The very 
Idea of people lined up to buy postage 
stamps the way they do tickets to the 
Follies or the World’s series. Fsn’t 
such a had sign, is It? Anyway, It 
shows how much the entire country 
thinks of George Washington.

and dissemination of facts with a view 
to promoting permanent business sta- 
bility. In the second place efforts 
should he made to reduce the exces- 
sive issuing of stock. We cannot ex- 
pect the New York Stock Exchange 
or the investment brokers to lead off 
in this as theirs is not the business to 
restrict. Public opinion and the 
threats of Congress are needed. Third- 
ly, we must change the way people 
act. We must reduce Ignorance, greed 
and fear. As for ignorance, we al- 
ready have a wealth of business sta- 
tistics for dissemination but more sta- 
tistics are needed. Forecasting will 
again have its place although now it 
has fallen in disrepute. When we con- 
sider greed, we are at the very heart 
of the problem. We need a campaign 
against over competition and the pre- 
datory spirit which wants something 
for nothing. 

And how shall we overcome fear? 
Men must be taught a broad sense of 
proportion and a knowledge of econ- 
omic history, and they should not be 
afraid to speak out when they see 
danger ahead. Here the professor told 
the story of an economic thinker who 
a few years ago was brave enough to 
give warning of the disaster he saw 
ahead but no publisher would take the 
hook expounding his theories. The in- 
dividual needs the help of others. 

This excellent address showing the 
causes that led up to the present sit- 
uation and the suggested remedies for 
the future was listened to with great 
Interest by all the members present. 
The speaker was introduced by Mr. Irv- 
ing Palmer, principal of the High 
School, and President Frank Richard- 
son spoke In warm appreciation of 
Professor’s Snider’s exposition at the 
close of the meeting.

“It is a far cry from the Sunday-

He said it is better than the usual 
system of choosing represenatives be- 
cause it is fairer — minorities are sure 
of proportionate representation in 
city governments; it reduces cam- 
paign slander, cuts down the cost of 
being a successful candidate, brings 
the ablest and most trusted citizens 
into public life. It gives a better out- 
look for orderly progress; it is bet- 
ter adapted to developing real leaders 
rather than office-holders; it makes 
the ballot of greater interest to the 
voters; it does away with the pri- 
mary. It makes a city council a tru- 
ly representative town meeting.

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Views On New 
Parkway Extension 


During the next few weeks 
wo shnll present the views 
of various persons interested 
in the extension of the Ham* 
niond Woods l'arkway in the 
columns of the Graphic. Lack 
of space tills week prevents 
the publication of further 
views of those who appeared 
at the recent hearing on this 
important matter. In our 
column “Letters To The Ed- 
itor” will be found a letter 
from one of the residents of 
the Hobart Road section 
through which it is proposed 
to locate this route. 



THE HOBART ROAD PARKWAY 

To the Editor: 

In consideration of the question 
whether or not the Hammonds Wood 
Parkway should he extended from 
Beacon street to Commonwealth ave 
nue, either along Hobart road or 
along Hobart. Intervale, and Bishops 
gate roads, it is well to bear in mind 
that the residents along the proposed 
route owning over $500,000 worth of 
property, unanimously oppose the 
plan, and that many other residents 
in the vicinity are also against it. 
Their opposition is not based solely 
on selfish grounds, but on broader 
theories of fairness and of sound en- 
gineering. 

They feel that if it is wise to send 
the new parkway through back land 
from Hammond and Lagrange 
streets, to Beacon street, in order to 
relieve traffic on Hammond street 
(and certainly none can quarrel with 
this reasoning), it is quite illogical 
to deliver this traffic into the highly 
developed Hobart road district, there- 
by changing a residential area into 
a traffic artery region in an exact 
reversal of the improvement being 
made on Hammond street. 

Along Hobart road, the houses are 
much nearer the road than on Ham- 
mond street. Under the proposed land 
takings, the new boulevard would be 
brought within 15 or 18 feet of sever- 
al houses in which there are children, 
and which were built in the particu- 
lar region because of the seclusion 
afforded. If, for reasons of safety and 
good appearance, houses may not be 
built within 25 feet of the road, 
should not a busy traffic artery be 
kept at least that distance from the 
homes? 

The route from Beacon street to 
Commonwealth avenue would be tor- 
tuous, whether the one-way or two- 
way traffic plan were adopted. This 
would come at the end of a broad, 
almost straight boulevard running 
two miles or more through the woods 
— inevitably a speedway — and the dis- 
charge of traffic into a crooked, bottle- 
neck passage to Commonwealth ave- 
nue would be dangerous both to the 
automobile operators and the resi- 
dents along the way. 

Furthermore, the traffic would be 
delivered on Commonwealth avenue 
at a most disadvantageous spot, blind 
on one side, and in the middle of one 
of the most pronounced grades along 
the avenue. 

The whole plan, involving the de- 
livery of traffic from Beacon street to 
the northern side of Newton, should 
be conceived as a unit, and not mere- 
ly as it involves the section between 
Beacon street and Commonwealth 
avenue. Not only Hobart road, but 
any possible alternative routes should 
have the fullest investigation before 
any choice is made. If, after thor- 
ough study has been given to all 
practicable routes, it is found that 
the boulevard must go along Hobart 
road, the residents will of course 
recognize that the benefit to the many 
outweighs the injury to the few.

Rotary Club 

The six objects of Rotary were in 
terestingly discussed at the regular 
Monday meeting of the Newton Ro- 
tary Club at the Woodland Golf Club 
this week by Elmer E. Hubbard, 
member of the Pawtucket, R. I., Club 
and Past Governor of that District. 
He was introduced by Fred Teele, 
chairman of the Rotary Education 
committee. 

The speaker classed Rotary as the 
most altruistic movement ever known 
since the advent of Jesus Christ and 
told briefly of its growth from a hand- 
ful of friends surrounding a single 
table to the thousands now surround- 
ing the earth. “The survival of Ro- 
tary depends not upon the mechanics 
or growth but on the extent to which 
each club takes in community life. 
Rotary is an aggregation of individ- 
uals translated into worthwhile action 
and its future rests primarily upon 
the individuals. We must cling to 
the principles which led to its birth,' 
he said in part. 

The sixth principle of Rotary, the 
advancement of understanding of good 
will and international peace, means 
Rotary International. It can not be 
accomplished if too much attention 
is paid to the mechanics of differ- 
ences. The scourge of war can 
only be done away with by learning 
the great principle that in the final 
analysis all men are the same sort 
of folk. This principle is applicable 
to the community, the state, the na- 
tion and the world. 


Kiwanis Club 


Young men who are sorry for hav- 
ing committed crimes which land 
them in jail should remember the old 
Danish proverb: “If you don’t like 
the Sound of the Bell, why do you 
pull the Rope.” This is the opinion 
of the Rev. Robert Walker, Chaplain 
at the Concord Reformatory, who was 
the principal speaker on Tuesday at 
the regular luncheon of the Newton 
Kiwanis Club. Dr. Walker, who has 
been connected with the reformatory 
for the past 21 years, was introduced 
by Thomas H. Burns, a boyhood ac- 
quaintance. 

“Prison officials come in for a great 
deal of criticism,” declared Dr. Walk- 
er, “because young men sent to jail 
don’t come out remade. The church 
has failed to properly mould these 
men, the home has failed, school has 
failed, society has failed, and yet the 
world expects that a man who serves 
15 months of a five-year sentence in 
prison should be reformed in that 
short period. It can’t be done, but by 
trying in every way, by the use of 
trades and training, educational in- 
struction, good food, entertainment 
and improved environment, to reach 
the good in every person, we 
succeeding.” 

Charles A. Mahoney, president, was 
in charge of the meeting and a song- 
session was led by Edward N. Griffin. 
The 17th anniversary of Kiwanis, 
which was founded January 21, 1915, 
was observed by the club. Lunch- 
eon will be omitted at next week’s 
meeting which will be held at 6:30 
o’clock in the evening in Temple Hall, 
Newtonville. A special program, to 
be announced later, will be presented 
at that meeting.

Rev. Drummond 
Given Important 
Appointment 


As Minister-at-Large Of 
tarian Fraternity

Rev. Chester A. Drummond, who 
closed his service of ten years for 
Channing Church. January 1. lias been 
chosen by the Benevolent Fraternity 
of Unitarian Churches to he its min 
Ister-at-lnrge in the city of Boston and 
has entered upon his new work, which 
is to include the duties of minister 
of Bulfinch Place Church and superin 
tendent of Parker Memorial. The post 
tion is one for which Mr. Drummond 
is notably fitted by interest and ex 
perience, calling for wide knowledge 
of social service, high capacity as 
preacher, and ahunTIant human synv 
pathy. His first position on graduat- 
ing from Meadville Theological School 
was as resident worker in a social 
settlement in Pittsburgh, Pa. In the 
World War he served overseas with 
the Y. M. C. A. His gifts in pageantry 
and the drama have contributed to his 
success throughout his twenty-five 
years in the ministry. Mr. Drummond 
was the unanimous choice of the Frat- 
ernity directors, who hud devoted 
nearly a year to a study of the field 
after the resignation of Rev. Christo- 
pher R. Eliot. 

The Benevolent Fraternity, organ 
ized in 1834 to maintain the ministry- 
at-large, which had been founded by 
Rev. Joseph Tuckerman in 1826, is 
the active agency of the Unitarian 
body in Greater Boston for social ser- 
vice. While conducting two Unitarian 
churches — Bulfinch place in the West 
End and Channing Church in Dor- 
chester — it carries on undenomina- 
tional settlement work at the North 
End Union on Parmenter street, with 
a summer camp at Oldham Pond. It 
also conducts the Fruit and Flower 
Mission, with headquarters at Horti- 
cultural Hall. The name "Parker 
Memorial”, originally identified with 
the church on Berkeley street built 
in memory of Theodore Parker, is 
now attached to Bulfinch Place 
Church, in which both organizations 
pursue their special functions. Locat- 
ed in the midst of a foreign popula- 
tion, the ministry-at-large carries on 
its work, to quote the words of its 
former leader Dr. Eliot, "with a wide 
sympathy of profound respect for 
others’ belief, and a willingness to 
serve wherever there is need in the 
spirit of universal good will.” 

Mr. Drummond was horn in Water- 
bury, Conn., March 14, 1882. Prior to 
coming to Newton he was minister of 
Unitarian churches in Norwell, Little- 
ton, and Somerville, Mass., and New 
Orleans. Mr. and Mrs. Drummond will 
continue to reside in Newton, keeping 
their present home at 9 Billings park. 
Their son, Norman, a graduate of 
Proctor Academy, is in the second 
year of lxis course in Antioch College. 


Many Employees 

Are Laid Off 

Last Saturday afternoon 150 employ- 
ees of the Newton Street Department 
had notices left at their homes which 
read “You are hereby notified that 
your employment has ceased tem- 
porarily on account of lack of work 
These notices were signed by George 
E. Stuart, Street Commissioner and 
were sent out following a confer- 
ence between Mr. Stuart and Mayor 
Weeks. The 150 men thus added to 
the already large number of unem- 
ployed in Newton are of the 200 city 
employees placed on half-time em- 
ployment on December 14. At that 
time information given out by the 
Mayor’s office was to the effect that 
these 200 city employees were placed 
on half-time so that 100 men would 
not he laid off. Now, 150 of the 200 
are without employment from the city 
and the other 50 are on half-time. 

It is contended that although there 
is no street construction work to keep 
the discharged men at work, there is 
plenty that they could be doing. For 
years the streets of tills city have 
not been kept clean. This is not the 
fault of the Street Department as the 
appropriation for street maintenance 
has been pared down in each year’s 
budget. The result is — that there is 
plenty of work available to properly 
clean Newton’s streets and keep them 
clean. Many catch-basins could be 
cleaned out. gravel sidewalks re- 
paired and other similar work done. 
The weather permits of such work; 
there being no frost in the ground. 
The City of Boston is cleaning its 
streets at this time and this work 
is providing employment not only for 
hundreds of regular employees of the 
Boston Street Department, but also 
for 3200 unemployed in that city. 


Plan Traffic Circle 
As a Memorial 
To Washington 

At its meeting on Tuesday night 
tile Newton Planning Board voted to 
ecommend to Mayor Weeks that the 
city construct a traffic circle tills year 
at the Intersection of Commonwealth 
uveiiue and Washington street, Au- 
burndule. The park in the centre of 
tills circle would be about 200 feet iu 
diameter and the place could lie con- 
stituted as this city's memorial to 
Washington in this bicentenniul year. 
There is a growing need for bettor 
truffle facilities at this place because 
of the increased traffic which will 
omo from the proposed Boston <!i 
Worcester turnpike, diverted at Well- 
esley.

Garrity presented the medal and told 
of the Newton officers efforts in set- 
tling the insurance claims of 900 vet- 
erans, the uniting of several veterans 
with their relatives, and the caring 
for children and widows of deceased 
veterans.

$25,000 Award 
Against Graham 
In Damage Suit 

Janies J. Graham of Old Colony 
road. Chestnut Hill, was ordered to 
pay $25,054 by a jury in the Norfolk 
County Superior Court at Dedham last 
Friday to Mrs. Bronia Chemielinski 
and Henry Chemielinski of Brook- 
line. Of this amount $1950 was 
to Mr. Chemielinski and the balance to 
Mrs. Chemielinski. The woman and 
her husband luid brought suit for 
$210,000 against young Graham for 
causing the deaths of their two daugh- 
ters, Bernice and Jeanette. The two 
young women were passengers in Gra- 
ham's car on Thanksgiving eve, 192S, 
enroute from Cohasset to their Brook- 
line home. According to testimony 
Graham’s car overturned on the South- 
ern Artery in Quincy while travelling 
at terrific speed and rolled over three 
times. One of the girls died shortly 
ufter at the Quincy Hospital and her 
sister died some days later. Testimony 
also showed that shortly before the 
fatal accident, Graham ignored a 
policeman’s signul to stop, turned off 
the lights on his car and sped on. 
Graham’s attorney has asked for a 
new trial, alleging that the verdict 
was against the law. aguinst the evi- 
dence and the damages awarded ex- 
cessive. 


MOVES TO NEW QUARTERS 


The Newton District Nursing Asse- 
rtion bus moved Into its new home 
at 297 Walnut street, near the cor- 
ner of Austin street, Newtonville, a 
neighbor to the Girl Scout headquar- 
ters. The growth of the work has 
render'd the rooms at 12 Austin 
street inadequate and the removal 
to larger quarters necessary. Each 
yeur bus shown an increase in the 
calls upon the District Nurse uud the 
demand this winter proves to roach 
its high wuter murk. 


In perpetuation of the Pageant 
idea, so successfully stated at New- 
ton Centre in June of the Tercenten- 
ary year, and for the promotion of 
general interest in all outdoor arts 
and recreation, the Newton Civic Arts 
Association, in co-operation with the 
Playground Department, and various 
other civic bodies, will stage a mid- 
winter afternoon and evening Ice Car- 
nival at Crystal Lake on Saturday, Feb- 
ruary 6th ice and weather condi 
tions permitting. The plans call for 
scenes of rare interest with flood 
lighting, shore bonfire illumination, 
music and refreshments as features of 
the general plan. 

Newton’s ice skating facilities, for 
many years so skillfully maintained 
by the Playground Department at 
Crystal Lake, Bullough’s Pond, and 
elsewhere, have developed among 
citizens, young and old alike, a real 
appreciation of the thrill of outdoor 
exercise in mid-winter. The cosy, 
well-heated building at Crystal Lake, 
designed for winter a.H| well as sum- 
mer rendezvous, has, once for all, re- 
moved the old-fashioned dread of the 
cold. Its blazing open fire suggests 
the comforts of the old New England 
wayside inn. Here one finds all need- 
ed checking facilities and other con- 
veniences. 

The Carnival Program will include 
a series of ice-skating races and spe- 
cial hockey games in which some of 
the participants will be nationally 
known figures. Edgar W. Crosby of 
West Newton, a former Harvard hock- 
ey captain, is in charge of the hockey 
game, speed racing and figure skating 
program. In the afternoon he has 
arranged for a game between the 
Harvard Varsity Seconds and a team 
to he composed of ex-college stars, 
many former captains and almost all 
former and present Newton residents. 
The lineup of this sextet will be defi- 
nitely announced later. The speed 
races will be divided into those for 
local competition and those for im- 
ported talent. There will be 100-yd.. 
220-yd. and quartermile events for lo- 
cal boys in three classes while the 
girls’ events will be divided into two 
classes. Other competitive events 
will be staged by invited members of 
the Boston Skating and Boston Olym- 
pic Clubs. Prizes will be offered for 
first, second and third places. If there 
is sufficient interest there will be local 
competition in fancy and couple skat- 
ing in addition to .hat staged by the 
nationally known skaters who will 
grace the occasion. Many of our na- 
tionally famous figure skaters also are 
either Newton citizens or citizens of 
Greater Boston. Some of them will 
give exhibitions of fancy skating and 
rhymthic dancing. There will be pag- 
eantry and floats, reviews of winter 
customs and winter costumes, the an- 
cient horse-drawn sleighs of the eight- 
eenth and nineteenth centuries, the 
costumes of Washington’s time, appro- 
priate to this his birthday bi-centenarv. 
and other exhibitions. There will be 
good music and refreshments. 

There will be a small entrance fee 
for the various competitive events 
which will include the admission 
charge to the affair making it pos- 
sible for those who enter an event 
to witness either the afternoon or eve- 
ning program without additional 
charge. Entries are being accepted 
at the Playground Dept., City Hall or 
by Mr. Leo Hughes, director at Bul- 
lough’s Pond. John Leary, director at 
Crystal Lake or by Gilbert Cham 
pagne, director at Pulsifer’s Cove. Au- 
burndale. 

The south shores of the lake will 
afford clear views of all feature events 
for those who do not desire to min- 
gle among the skaters. For those 
who enjoy skating there will be am- 
ple opportunity and complete check- 
ing facilities.

Bond Issue to Meet Cost of 
County Hospital; Buy More 
Land at Water Reservation 

Mayor Asks For Reappointment of Several Officials At 
Meeting Which Is Late In Starting 


A regular meeting of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen was held on Mon- 
day night. The meeting was sched- 
uled to start at 7.15 and persons who 
might wish to favor or oppose peti- 
tions for hearings were supposed to 
be there at the scheduled hour. For- 
tunately few citizens were present, as 
the meeting did not commence until 
8.45. because of the fact that the Al- 
dermen have started at the beginning 
of this year doing just what they have 
been promising for a number of years 
not to do — holding committee meet- 
ings on the nights of Board meetings 
instead of holding such committee 
meetings on other nights in advance, 
as they are supposed to be held. The 
Licenses Committee one standing 
committee of the Aldermen which 
functions faithfully by regularly meet- 
ing on at least two Wednesday nights 
each month to consider matters com- 
ing before it. Section 12 of the Rules 
and Orders of the Board of Aldermen 
has for years been persistently ig- 
nored. This section reads — “No com- 
mittee shall sit later than 6 o’clock in 
the afternoon of any day on which the 
Board of Aldermen meets, unless pre- 
viously authorized by said Board, or 
by the President.” 

The following hearings were an- 
nounced by President Collins at the 
meeting on Monday night: 

Edison Electric Illuminating Co. of 
Boston and New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Co. of Massachusetts, 
joint pole locations. Hillside Avenue, 
northerly from Mt. Vernon Street, 
Ward 3. two poles. 

Edison and Telephone Companies, 
joint pole locations, poles originally 
set in a private way w’hich is now a 
public street: Converse Avenue, Ward 
1, between Centre Street and Con- 
color Avenue, six poles: Adams Ave- 
nue. Ward 3, between the Newton- 
Waltham line and Milton Street, sev- 
en poles: Adena Road. Ward 3, be- 
tween North Gate Park and Derby 
Street, three poles: Annapolis Road, 
Ward 3: easterly from Cherry Street, 
two poles: westerly from Waltham 
Street, four poles: Ellis Road. Ward 
3: easterly from Wauwinet Road, two 
poles: westerly from Valentine Street, 
five poles: Allen Avenue. Ward 5. be- 
tween Beacon Street and Avalon Road, 
six poles: Angier Circle, Ward 5. ap- 
proximately 15 feet each of Washing- 
ton Street, one pole: Baldpate Hill 
Road. Ward 5. westerly from Brook- 
line Street, eight poles: Canterbury 
Road. Ward 5. easterly from Bacon 
Place, four poles: Beatrice Weeks, for 
permit to install an underground tank 
with pump at 97 Valentine Street, 
Ward 3; and to keep, store and use 
gasoline in connection therewith. 300 
gallons capacity, for private use only;

Alderman Hawkins as chairman of 
the Licenses Committee, recommended 
the granting of the following peti 
tions: — private garage permits. Mi- 
chael Grasso. 27 Pine street: M. J 
O’Neil. 19 Foster street: Peter Con- 
ley. 217 Hunnewell terrace, auction- 
eer’s license. The Board granted these 
petitions. The petition of John Law- 
lor for an auctioneer’s license at 10 
Pearl Court was refused. 

The Board voted to assign a hear- 
ing at its next meeting on February 1 
on the petition of the Atlantic Refin- 
ing Company for a permit to conduct 
a gasoline filling station at 325 Bovls- 
ton street in the Thompsonville sec- 
tion of Newton Centre. This is near 
the corner of John street and a sim- 
ilar petition presented by this oil com- 
pany last December was turned down 
by the Licenses Committee because 
the committee, with the exception of 
Alderman Woodcock, thought the pro- 
posed station ought to be located on 
the opposite corner of Boylston and 
John streets. 

A number of reappointments of city 
officials were received from Mayor 
Weeks. These included — Lewis H. 
Bacon, chairman of Board of Appeal. 
Building Laws, term of 3 years from 
March 16: Herbert J. Kellaway and 
Dr. Edward Melius, members of Plan- 
ning Board, terms of 3 years each 
from February 5: Clarence W. Rand- 
lett. Forest Warden and Inspector of 
Petroleum for 1 year: George E. Stu- 
art. Supt. of Gypsy and Browntail 
moth suppression tor year 1932: As- 


sistant Assessors for 1932: Ralph Laf- 
fie, William E. Flynt, Frederick L. 
Smith, Oscar Reed; Director of Pub- 
lic Welfare for 1932. Florence S. Fitz- 
Gerald: Dr. C. A. Boutelle, Inspector 
of Animals for 1 year from April 1: 
Albert H. MacAuslan. member of 
Board of Assessors for term of 3 
years from February 2. 

On the Mayor's recommendation and 
with tile approval of the Finance Com- 
mittee, the Board voted to authorize a 
bond issue of $300,000 for 15 years to 
meet the assessment levied on the 
City of Newton by the County of Mid- 
dlesex as this city’s share of the new 
county tuberculosis hospital at Wal- 
tham. Another bond issue authorized 
by the Board of Aldermen was one of 
$200,000 for term of 15 years. These 
bonds are to provide funds for im- 
provements in Newton’s water system. 
These improvements will include a 
large main along Boylston street, nec- 
essitated by the construction of the 
Boston and Worcester automobile 
highway, and the elimination of many 
dead-end water mains. This last will 
prevent water becoming rusty, smelly 
and disagreeable to the taste, accord- 
ing to the belief of Water Commis- 
sioner Ellis and other experts. 

On recommendation of the Public 
Works and Finance Committees, the 
Board voted to appropriate $23,327 
for the purchase of 22 acres of land 
along the Charles River at Needham. 
This land Is part of the extensive 
holdings of J. H. McNamara and has 
been used for some years as sand and 
gravel pits. It borders the Newton 
water reservation from a point about 
700 feet east of Needham street to 
Kenrick street. The land to be ac- 
quired by this city will increase the 
depth of the strip now owned by New- 
ton by 300 feet. The reasons advanced 
for the purchase of this land by the 
city are — that it will serve to protect 
the city’s water supply from undesira- 
ble encroachment by private develop- 
ment. and will allow the construction 
of additional basins into which more 
water can be pumped from the Charles 
River to seep through deep strata of 
sand and gravel into the gathering 
conduit which provides much of New- 
ton’s water supply. Alderman Bail, 
chairman of the Water Supply Com- 
mittee. told the Board that it is ex- 
pected that between 1.000.000 and 2.- 
000.000 additional gallons of water dai- 
ly will be procured after the newly 
acquired land has been developed for 
water basins. 

It was voted to take the $23,327 from 
this year's water revenue, instead of 
paying for this permanent improve- 
ment by a bond issue, as is usually 
done. Other appropriations were— 
pensions for retired city employees, 
John Hannigan. $951.86: Bernard Han- 
non. I777.6S: Charles Tainter. retired 
policeman. $1056.10. It was voted to 
authorized the bonding of Francis 
Xewhall as City Treasurer and Tax 
Collector for the amount of $91,200 
with Massachusetts Bonding & In- 
surance Company as surety. 

The Aldermen voted to approve cer- 
tain loans on mortgages on real estate 
submitted by the trustees of the Hor- 
ace Cousens Fund. A communication 
was received from the Newton School 
Committee recommending an addition 
to the Bigelow School at Newton 
which will, if recommended by the 
Mayor and approved by the Aldermen, 
provide 6 classrooms and a cafeteria 
and give facilities for 250 pupils. A 
communication was received from the 
Socialist Party of Massachusetts ask- 
ing the Board to support certain bills 
now before the Legislature. A petition 
was received from Benedetto Gener- 
azio asking that land bounded by El- 
iot street. Margaret road and Circuit 
avenue be changed from general resi- 
dence to business zone. Claims were 
received from Clyde Lembach for 
damage caused to his automobile by 
ail alleged defect on Washington St., 
West Newton, and from Wilbur Dillon 
for injuries caused by an alleged de- 
fective highway on Tremont street, 
Newton. Petitions received for com- 
mon victualler licenses were received 
from Leong Ham at 2S0 Center street, 
Newton: Abraham Lazerus. 291 Wash- 
ington street, Newton: Frank McDer- 
mott. Needham street, near Winches- 
ter street. Newton Highlands.

HOLDS 97th ANNUAL 


The Ladies’ Benevolent Society of 
Upper Falls met for their 97th annual 
meeting on Thursday, January 7th, at 
the home of Mrs. Henry H. Fanning, 
114 High street, Upper Falls. The 
records for the first meeting read as 
follows: "A few ladies of Upper Falls, 
feeling the importance of relieving the 
sick and destitute in their immediate 
vicinity agreed to meet on the first 
of January 1836 to form themselves 
into a society for that purpose.” 

Meetings were held the first of the 
month in the homes of the various 
members. The ladies would gather 
and sew all day for the needy and 
In the evening the men of the family 
would join them for supper which was 
followed by games and a good time. 
The society has been in continuous ex- 
istence 96 years and is entering the 
97th year of active service. 

When the society was first formed 
it was known as the “Newton Fe- 
male Benevolent Society” which title 
was later changed by vote of the de- 
scendants of the original members to 
the “Ladies’ Benevolent Society.” 

The original members sewed for the 
needy of the village, and with the as- 
sistance of the men, who were aux- 
iliary members, aid was given in the 
form of warm clothing, coal, wood, and 
groceries hut never any cash dona- 
tions as they preferred to relieve the 
distress of tiie needy themselves. 

This wonderful work has been car- 
ried on by the descendants of the 
first members on a smaller scale be- 
cause of a smaller membership. The 
Society meets once a month to sow. 
They are making pillow cases which 
will he a gift to the Pomroy Home 
in Newton when completed and for- 
mer donations have included gifts of 
sewing to the Stone Institute, Upper 
Falls and the Newton Hospital. 

In 1931 the society donated $10 to 
the relief of the needy in Upper Falls 
and at the January meeting $10 was 
voted as the 1932 donation to the 
needy of the village. 

The following officers were elected 
for the coming year: President. Mrs 
Henry II Fanning; vice president, 
Mrs. James K. Hemphill: secretary, 
and treasurer, Mrs. Charles W. Johon 
not; Work Committee, Mrs. Charles 
Randall and Miss Helen Bacon.

Start Campaign 
To Aid Local 
Unemployed 

The Newton Post of the American 
Legion and the Mayor’s unemploy- 
ment relief committee of Newton, 
have succeeded in getting off to a 
fine start with their recently an- 
nounced unemployment campaign. A 
great many men in Newton, ex-serv- 
ice and otherwise, have already been 
put to work and temporary employ- 
ment will be given to many more 
during the course of the next two or 
three weeks. Harold Young and Har- 
old D. Ames are the two executives in 
charge of the campaign and they are 
in hopes of creating work for at least 
one hundred more men during the 
time that this campaign is in prog- 
ress. Newton, like a great many 
other cities in and around Boston has 
a large number of unemployed citi- 
zens. more in fact, than can be read- 
ily taken care of. It was in the in- 
terest of these citizens who are needy 
and without work that this unemploy- 
ment drive was commenced, and the 
co-operation of each and every in- 
dividual who is in a position to help, 
will create more work and will add 
greatly to the solution of the pres- 
ent critical unemployment situation. 

The Legion is asking the citizens 
of Newton to co-operate with them 
to the extent of donating one dollar 
and In return for this donation, the 
Legion is delivering to each contribu- 
tor. as a token of appreciation, a copy 
of the famous World War hook “The 
Lost Battalion” from the pen of Leo 
McCollum one of America’s outstand- 
ing war poets; a writer who is com- 
monly referred to as the "American 
Kipling.” Through the kindness of 
the author, and an arrangement with 
his publishers, a quantity of these 
hooks have been obtained, and the 
Legion feels that this popular war 
memoir, which has already over a 
million readers will be thoroughly en- 
joyed by all those who secure a copy. 


Will Determine if Schools 
Have Too Many Teachers 

or Too Many Subjects 

Committee Acts on Mayor Weeks’ Suggestion — No Profits 
From Athletics To Share With City — Oppose 
Attempt To Control Schools 


The regular meeting of the Newton 
School Committee was held Monday 
night at School Headquarters In 
Newtonville. Chairman George H. 
Tracy presided and the members pres- 
ent Included Mrs. Cornell of Ward 5. 
Church of Ward 1, Fernald of Ward 
3. Amesbury of Ward 4. and Butts of 
Ward 7. Committeeman Mather of 
Ward 6 was again absent. 

Mr. Tracy informed the committee 
that Mayor Weeks has suggested that 
a study of the Newton school system 
be made to ascertain if any surplus of 
teachers exists, or If subjects are be- 
ing taught In the Newton public 
schools which are not necessary. It 
was voted that a sub-committee of 
three be appointed to investigate 
these matters. 

A request was received from F. E. 
Wilson, director of athletics, asking 
that a wire fence be constructed be- 
tween the grandstand at the high 
school athletic field and the running 
track. This fence would be 350 feet 
long. 4 feet high, and would cost $1.10 
per running foot; the cost to be fin- 
anced from the funds of the High 
School Athletic Association. The pur- 
pose of the fence is to keep persons 
leaving the grandstand after games 
from trampling over the running 
track. Mr. Butts objected to this 
method of financing the cost of the 
fence. He contended it would be es- 
tablishing a bad precedent, as the ath- 
letic association might be expected to 
carry out other projects in the fu- 
ture. He believes the city should de- 
fray the cost of the fence. It was 
voted to refer this matter to the sub- 
committee on playgrounds. 

A suggestion from Mayor Weeks 
that the High School Athletic Asso- 
ciation share with the city profits 
made on athletic contests and games 
was deemed impracticable by the 
school committee. While the com- 
mittee thought that the Mayor’s pro- 
posal fair, because of the large 
amount which has been expended on 
the stadium and athletic fields, it be- 
lieves that instead of any profit this 
year, the association will have a loss 
to show at the end of the season. 

The Mayor had expressed the be- 
lief that the association could turn 
over about $1000 each year to the 


city. For the year beginning July 1, 
1930, and ending June 30, 1931, th*ro 
was a balance in the association’s 
treasury of $2792.52. On December 
31, 1931. this balance had increased 
to $5781.22. It is estimated that for 
the balance of this school year $3845 
will be drawn from this balance to de- 
fray the upkeep of sports activities 
which are operated at a loss. This 
will leave only about $1900 on hand 
at the end of next June, as compared 
with $2792 last June. Football re- 
ceipts fell off the past season, instead 
of increasing, as was expected. 

A letter was received from Mayor 
Weeks in reply to the communication 
sent to him by the School, Committee 
asking that an addition be built at the 
Bigelow School. The Mayor asked 
that the joint committee of Aldermen 
and School Committee members, 
which confers on new school build- 
ings. meet to consider this matter. 

The school committee voted to op- 
pose House Bill 499 which is spon- 
sored by Mayor Bates of Salem. This 
bill would give city and town govern- 
ments more control over public 
schools than they now possess. At 
present about the only function city 
and town governments have regard- 
ing schools is to make appropriations 
asked by school committees for the 
erection and maintenance of school 
buildings and the conduct of school 
departments. The Newton School 
Committee considers this bill detri- 
menal to the best interests of schools, 
and believes the passage of this bill 
would place schools under political 
control. Chairman Tracy was au- 
thorized to appear before the Legisla- 
tive Committee on Municipal Finance 
to oppose the bill. Secretary Kellar 
was instructed to write Newton's rep- 
resentatives in the Legislature asking 
them to oppose the bill. 

An application from Mary Stanley 
of Newtonville asking for the use of 
the high school auditorium on May 5 
and 6 for recitals by her pupils in 
dancing was refused because the use 
of school buildings for private enter- 
prises is not granted. 

The committee went into executive 
session to consider the school budget. 
It was voted to hold the next meeting 
on February 15. 


Seek State Aid 
On Washington St. 

The resurfacing of Washington 
street from West Newton to New- 
ton Corner, which is expected to be 
done sometime the coming spring, 
will cost about $300,000, according to 
current estimates. Mayor Weeks an- 
nounced yesterday that he has con- 
ferred with State officials and has 
proposed that part of the cost of the 
resurfacing be borne hv the State De- 
partment of Public Works. The con- 
tinuation of Washington street in the 
towns of Wellesley. Natick and Fram- 
ingham has been largely reconstruct- 
ed the past two years as a State High- 
way. Much through traffic from other 
places passes over Washington street 
and it is expected that this traffic 
will be largely increased when the 
new Worcester turnpike is completed 
through Wellesley.

Notify B. & W. 

To Raise Tracks 


Another angle in the controversy 
between officials of the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works and the Boston 
& Worcester Street Railway over the 
new Worcester turnpike has been 
reached. The State officials have no- 
tified the B. & W. company that the 
tracks of this concern must be raised 
to the grade of the new highway at 
all points, including overpasses. The 
B. & W. demands $595,000 for the sur- 
render of its trackage rights from 
Framingham easterly. The State con- 
tends this price is too high. If the 
State and the B. & W. reach an agree- 
ment, it is probable that the company 
will abandon trolley cars entirely as 
most of its business for the past few 
years has been conducted by the use 
of busses. If the B. & W. tracks are 
relaid on the new highway, the road- 
ways for automobiles will be only 20 
feet wide instead of 30 feet, which 
would be the width if the tracks are 
removed.

Newton High took a 40 to 37 point 
lead in the first half of its two-meet 
series with Brookline high on the in- 
door track last Saturday with sev- 
eral of the local athletes coming 
through to upset the forecasts which 
showed Brookline a slight favorite. 
The second half of the meet will be 
held a week from tomorrow’ after- 
noon on the Brookline track and the 
orange and black has high hopes of 
coming through on top again for the 
fourth consecutive year. 

In last Saturday’s meeting it w’ns 
nip and tuck all the way through 
with the visitors sweeping all three 
places in the sliotput, the third event 
of the day, to take a lead which they 
maintained up to the relay race, the 
final event. 

Last week in these columns a 39 
to 38 score was predicted with either 
team the winner. In four of the nine 
events the point division ran true to 
form. In one event Newton picked 
up two points and in three other 
events one point in each while in the 
shotput Brookline gained three points 
to offset part of the orange and black 
gain. 

Stanley Johnson of Newton and Al- 
len Schwartz of Brookline were the 
leading performers for the two teams. 
Johnson totalled 13 points with firsts 
in the hurdles and broad jump and 
an all-important second in the high 
jump. Schwartz won the shotput and 
high jump to give Brookline ten 
points. Doug Sloane of Newton was 
on the heels of the leaders with a 
tie for first in the 300, a second in 
the dash, and lead-off man on the 
winning relay giving him just under 

9 points for the day. The Brookline 
sweep of the shotput was offset by 
Johnson’s second in the high jump, 
Fitzgerald’s win in the 1000, Terry’s 
third in the dash, and Pescosolido’s 
third in the 600. 

The hurdle trials brought Stan 
Johnson and Milton Bradley of New- 
ton against Milton Paisner of Brook- 
line together in the finals. Johnson 
took first handily with Paisner sec- 
ond and Bradley a close third. It 
was the latter’s first meet of the 
season and he won his trial heat in 
such fashion that it seemed for 
time that he might nose out Paisner 
in the finals. Paisner had the edge, 
how’ever, to give Brookline 3 points 
in the event to New’ton’s 6 as was 
forecast. 

New’ton picked up a point in the 
dash when Bill Terry came through 
over Sam Levine for third place 
which was figured as a Brookline 
point. Stanley Cohen of Brookline 
broke the tape ahead of Doug Sloane 
for first place to keep New’ton down 
to a 10 to 8 score for the first two 
events. 

The shotput was a clean sweep for 
the Wealthy Towners which gave 
them what seemed to be a command- 
ing lead but the orange and black 
lads failed to crack under the pres- 
sure. Tom Malloy. Newton’s leading 
shotputter tossed the leaden pellet 
his usual 40 feet but Coach Tom 
Hines and Allen Schwartz, Sam 
Lourie and Bob Hall, all of whom 
outdid Malloy’s efforts. The nine 
points here gave Brookline a 17 to 

10 lead as the 300-yard run was 
called. 

The 300 was run in three heats 
against time with Captain Jimmy Ca- 
hill of Newton against Perkins of 
Brookline in the first heat, Doug 
Sloane against Boh Hall in the sec- 
ond heat and Francis Tuscher oppos- 
ing Stan Cohen in the third. Cahill 
was given little competition by Per- 
kins and opened up an insurmountable 
lead in turning a flat 37 for the dis- 
tance. Sloane gained the first bank 
over Hall and the latter went out 
of the race when he fell. Sloane 
was clocked in 37s to equal Cahill’s 
time. It was then up to Tuscher 
and Cohen. Cohen took the lead and 
fought off every effort made by Tus- 
cher to pass him with the latter just 
failing to catch the Brookline lad 
at the tape. Cohen’s time was slight- 
ly slower than the 37s of the first 
two heats and Newton chalked up 8 
points to Brookline's one to tie the 

Brookline was practically conceded 
first and second in the high jump 
with Stanley Johnson, Newton’s ace, 
for third but Johnson came through 
in great style with a second place 
and Newton hopes brightened. The 
bar had been raised to 5 feet 7 inches 
with Schwartz of Brookline, the favor- 
ite and a 5 feet 10 inch performer, 
clearing it on his first trial. R. Plot- 
kin and Bob Hall, with Johnson, were 
the other competitors still in the 
fight and all failed on their first 
two tries. Both Plotkin and Hall 
went out on their third trial but 
Johnson gave all he had to success- 
fully clear the bar to earn second 
place. The bar was raised to 5 feet 
8 Inches and after Schwartz cleared 
it and Johnson failed on his first try 
the latter dropped out on Coach 
Enoch’s orders. The score wus now 
Brookline 24, Newton 21. 

Captain Joe Enwright of Brookline 
was the 600-yard favorite with Willie 
Mullen, the Newton hope. Trainer of 
Brookline and Peacosolido were to 
fight it out for the odd place. Eu- 
wright stepped out in the lead with 
Mullen at his heels for the first half 
of the ruce.

Speaks On Chinese 
Textiles At 
Club Meeting 

Mrs. George L. Davis of 52 Madison 
avenue, Newtonville, was hostess to 
the Boston Monnett Club of Ohio 
Wesleyan University at Its recent 
monthly meeting, when Mrs. Fred- 
erick T. Morris of Cambridge spoke 
on "Chinese Textiles." Mrs. Morris, 
whose husband was a member of the 
party sent out to the Desert of Gobi 
a few years ago by the New York 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, has spent some time in China 
where she made a valuable collection 
of textiles at the same time studying 
Chinese art which is symbolic of the 
religion, history, and folklore of the 
country. 

The speaker gave an outline of 
the history of the silk industry in- 
to which is woven the history of 
China. Legends dating back to 2200 
B. C. have been found in terms of 
silk. Tapestries were first made in 
100 A. D. and brocades in 1000 A. D. 
No matter how poor the Chinese 
home, it has its loom and one brocade 
pattern. The various widths of Chin- 
ese fabrics are accounted for by the 
fact that there is no standard width 
for the looms. Silk is the rich man’s 
garment except when he is in mourn- 
ing. Mrs. Morris spoke of the wild 
silkworm from which pongee comes. 
The making of felt had its origin in 
China. Basketry is also a very old 
art. There is one Oriental industry 
in which the Chinese are not at their 
best, that of carpet making. 

Mrs. Morris found an appropriate 
setting for the exhibition of her in- 
teresting collection of textiles in the 
home of her hostess since Rev. and 
Mrs. Davis, who were missionaries in 
China for twenty-five years, have in 
their home many furnishings from 
that country. Mrs. Davis, assisted by 
Mrs. John S. Olcott and Mrs. C. M. 
McConnell, served her guests with 
ten, rice, cakes, and confections, all 
Chinese products.

Dome 

Newton has few bills of direct con- 
cern before this year’s Legislature. 
Mayor Weeks has asked for legisla- 
tion permitting the Aldermen, with 
approval of the Mayor, to order the 
widening of Homer street, Walnut 
street and Commonwealth avenue 
over the city land where the new City 
Hall and other municipal buildings 
are to be built. 

The proposed measure reads as 
follows: “The Board of Aldermen of 
the city of Newton, with the approval 
of the Mayor, may lay out, relocate 
or alter in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the law applicable to the 
laying out, relocating or altering pub- 
lic ways in the city of Newton, Wal- 
nut street. Homer street and Com- 
monwealth avenue over land hereto- 
fore appropriated and owned for other 
public uses, to wit, as a memorial 
to soldiers, sailors or marines of all 
wars for a city hall and for a group 
of municipal buildings.” 

Representative Baker has filed the 
petition of Laurence B. Fletcher and 
Herbert Parker to establish a fund for 
the benefit of Mrs. Etta L. Forbush, 
widow of the late Edward Howe For- 
bush who for many years was State 
ornithologist. The bill provides, “Af- 
ter the reimbursement to the Com- 
monwealth of all costs and charges 
the proceeds from sales of the vol- 
umes known as ‘The Birds of Massa- 
chusetts and other New England 
States” shall be paid over to Mrs. 
Etta L. Forbush every three months 
during her lifetime which shall ter- 
minate with her decease.” 

The first bill enacted this session 
was signed Tuesday morning by Gov- 
ernor Ely. It provides that striped 
bass may be taken by means of bow’ed 
nets from the Parker river and its 
tributaries in Rowley, Newbury, 
Georgetown and Groveland. 

Consideration of the State budget 
as submitted by Governor Ely is now 
the problem of the Joint Ways and 
Means Committee. For once the 
committee will be less harshly criti- 
cized for pruning items as this year 
it is pretty thoroughly agreed that 
there must be much drastic cutting. 
Usually the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee is not enthusiastically supported 
in its desires to reduce the expenses 
of the commonwealth to the lowest 
possible figure. There will, no doubt, 
be talk this year that more money 
should have been spent for this, that 
or the other. On the whole, how- 
ever, the matter of lowering depart- 
mental costs will not be so difficult 
in 1032, except the question of State 
salaries. This is certain to provoke 
much discussion. The Governor 
wants all State salaries of $2000 and 
above reduced by 10 percent. Natur- 
ally, State employes are not jubilant 
over this suggestion and the Gov- 
ernor is not as popular with them 
as he once was. The Legislature 
finds itself in a more or less embar- 
rassing position as it has voted itself 
$400 extra compensation for the spe- 
cial session in the face of criticism. 
There seems to be an impression that 
a majority of the members of the 
General Court will go slow in reduc- 
ing salaries of State employes. Fur- 
thermore, the Democratic members 
are said to oppose the Governor’s 
idea and that he will have to look to 
Republican members to support his 
theory. All this means considerable 
of a mix-up before the matter is set- 
tled. 

The Governor’s proposal to lend 
the State’s credit to cities and towns 
for the purpose of aiding them in 
financial difficulties is before the 
Committee on Municipal Finance. 
Heariugs will start next Monday mor- 
ning.

I be- 
lieve. and some cross the district, 
thereby dividing the whole district in 
two. We have become so much inter- 
ested in the matter of traffic that we 
forget the other side of the prob- 
lem, the human side. I think the old 
and the young are the part of our 
population that are slaughtered. The 
others are more nimble or ride. I 
think all should look into the school 
situation as well as traffic. Whatever 
way is proposed the other communi- 
ties such as Newtonville and New- 
ton should be alive to the fact that 
they cannot live alone but must be 
connected through the passage pro- 
posed with the regions beyond. These 
communities are part of the whole 
and the proposed connection is not a 
local problem by any means. 

In a copy of your paper last July 
I referred to the co-operation of the 
Mayor, the City Solicitor, the Legisla- 
tors. the Improvement Association 
and the Women’s Club in securing the 
passage of the money now available 
for the building of the parkway as 
far as Beacon street. 

I bespeak the same co-operation in 
the project that is now before us 
and hope that the whole body of 
these associations will interest them- 
selves in the proposed extension. 

Nothing like proper co-operation by 
all will get the best result. I hope 
they will all get together and dis- 
cuss the problem from the best point 
as Mr. Cole expressed. We all w’ant 
the best.

performance of duty. Under the ex- 
isting law dependents of a policeman 
or firemen so injured may not re- 
ceive the benefits unless death oc- 
curs within a year. In other words 
if a policeman or fireman is killed in 
the performance of his duties or is 
injured and dies within 12 months 
from such injuries the annuity is paid 
his widow’ and other dependents. Sen- 
ator Hollis urged that the limit of one 
year be removed ho that the benefits 
might be paid at any time after 
death or injury. 

The proposal for biennial sessions 
of the Legislature was heard this 
w’eek by the Committee on Constitu- 
tional Law. Only one speaker up- 
peured in fuvor, Representative Achtn 
of Lowell. There was considerable 
opposition. It is expected thut the 
committee will report adversely. The 
ideu has few friends among the mem- 
bers of the General Court. 

Next Monduy morning the Rules 
Committee of the House is to give 
a hearing on the petition for the ap- 
pointment of u special committee to 
investigate uwards of contracts by 
State departments and the Metropoli- 
tan District Commission. The filing 
of the i^*-titlon h^s caused consider- 
able talk and the hearing will prob- 
ably be largely attended.

Failure to appreciate something 
which has been done for our benefit 
is variously condemned ns bnd man 
ners, extremely poor tnste and even 
base ingratitude.

The host seems to have an idea 
that instead of belonging to Nature 
the show’ is something he has staged 
for your entertainment. There is no 
fun in a ride when you are obliged 
to keep praising the movement of 
the car in which you are riding and 
the stretch of country through wdiich 
you are traveling. There is monotony 
in being a good fellow. 

Still, there are individuals whose 
hospitality you share and in return 
are required to tell them what a beau 
tiful house it is, how prettily dec- 
orated are its . rooms and how ex- 
quisite its furnishings. If that isn’t 
bad manners, extremely poor taste 
and other things then you have some- 
thing more on me than I thought. 


An Old Novelty 

My error, of course, but when I 
first opened at an inside page the 
"Telephone Almanac” — you’ve re- 
ceived your copy no doubt — I thought 
it was a course of instruction on op- 
erating the dial telephones which 
understand are to be installed 
throughout Newton pretty soon.

The Old 
Farmers’ Almanac, copies of which 
are to be found more commonly in 
the country, have many a time served 
to keep me quiet on a rainy after- 
noon. When you’re on a vacation 
and supposed to seek complete rest 
you will, if you are like a good many 
of us, try to find things to keep you 
busy. Unfavorable weather may up- 
set your plans and it is then you 
turn to the nearest available reading 
matter. In that way I acquired a 
fondness for almanacs. 

The book which has been gener- 
ously bestow’ed upon us is called 
“Telephone Almanac 1932, containing 
valuable information for farmers, 
business men, students and other tele- 
phone users.” Much of it is histori- 
cal -which means that those of us 
who have short memories will find 
this helpful if we keep it handy as 
we should. We ought to get a lot 
of it.

Although the past is more generous- 
ly represented than the future we find 
information about eclipses during 1932 
and the moon’s phases month by 
month. Taken all in all this almanac 
is worth while. I shall hang mine 
where I can read it at my leisure 
while waiting for a busy line to be- 
come clear or while expecting to 
hear from someone w’ho has promised 
to call.

For 
instance, residents of Newton work- 
ing in the Boston Postal District have 
been prncticnlly ordered to contribute 
ono day's pny in each of the coming 
five months for the relief of the un- 
employed in Boston. There are many 
unemployed in this city and if resi- 
dents of Newton virtually must con- 
tribute for the relief of the army of 
unemployed, such contributions should 
go to the unemployed of Newton who 
need relief. Those who desire, and 
rightly so, to help their friends and 
neighbors in their own city should not 
be “strong armed” into contributing 
to a relief fund for Boston.

With 
constant demands for more school 
buildings to supply accommodations 
for the constantly growing school at- 
tendance in this city, citizens of New- 
ton have had to pay huge sums to 
build new schools and enlarge old 
ones.

Are Clubwomen interested in the 
World’s Business? The audience of 
Auburndale Women’s Club members, 
who taxed the seating capacity of the 
Plummer Memorial Library last Thurs- 
day morning, the 21st, for the first 
time in the series of Current Events 
loetnres, answered this question con- 
clusively. These four lectures, which 
are sponsored by the Literature com- 
mittee of the Club, with Mrs. Arthur 
F. Freeman as chairman, are given by 
Professor Brewer G. Whitmore, of the 
Department of Government at Smith 
College. 

Mr. Whitmore divided his time be- 
tween “Foreign and Home Affairs”. 
He described the reasons for the 
world-wide depression, and the mea- 
sures that have been suggested for 
relief, including the Dawes Plan, later 
the Young Plan, and President Hoo- 
ver’s Moratorium. Taking several of 
the countries abroad separately, ho de- 
scribed the Round Table Conference in 
India, the new French Cabinet, and 
the present Socialist Party in Ger- 
many. 

'Faking up Home Affairs, he de- 
scribed the Norris Amendment, which 
would do away with the so-called 
Lame Duck session of Legislatin’ 
Professor Whitmore closed with 
tribute of Chief Justice Holmes' who 
has tendered his resignation, after 
thirty years of loyal service to his 
government. 

The second in the series of lectures 
will he held at 10:30 o’clock on Thurs- 
day, February 11th, in the Plummer 
Memorial Library. Single admissions 
may he had at fifty cents each.

LECTURE ON SYRIA ENTERTAINS 
SARAH HULL CHAPTER, D. R. 


Community Service Club of West 
Newton 


One of the most enjoyable after- 
noons on the program of the Commun- 
ity Service Club of West Newton was 
Wednesday, January 20th, when Cap- 
tain Plunkett Woodgate spoke to the 
Club on “The Tower of London”. Cap- 
tain Woodgate. a well known British 
lecturer, is well prepared to speak 
with authority on this subject, which 
he himself considers his most interest- 
ing lecturo. The picture which illus- 
trated the lecture added much to the 
interest of the subject. 

The records of antiquity in London 
are unsurpassed, and date from the 
time of the crucifixion, as Captain 
Woodgate showed. The Tower of Lon- 
don itself is an ancient citadel in the 
oldest part of the British metropolis, 
erected about 1078 by William the 
Conqueror, to dominate tho city. Cap- 
tain Woodgate’s pictures gave a very 
clear idea of vt, of the bloody tower 
and the famous Traitor’s Gate, which, 
he states, is about the most historic 
spot in London. He told of the differ- 
ent uses to which the Tower has been 
put; of its being tho second oldest 
prison in Europe; and of the many 
distinguished persons who havo been 
imprisoned there, or have met death 
on the scaffold, or by being beheaded, 
among the latter were two of tho six 
wives of Henry VIII, and Lady Jane 
Grey. The last execution there took 
place about 1745. 

In pleasanter vein, Captain Wood- 
gate showed pictures of the ancient 
and beautiful chapels, and an interest- 
ing one, in soft coloring, of the Coron- 
ation of King George V. Others, en- 
larged to show the beautiful intricacy 
of design and colors of the jewels, por- 
trayed the Coronation Crown, used 
only in the rare occasions of the

Officials of the Newton police de- 
partment made known to the press 
yesterday that during the past month 
about ten houses have been bur- 
glarized in this city by some thief 
who enters homes during the nfter- 
noon hours. Apparently he has watch- 
ed these houses until ho snw their oc- 
cupants depnrt and then entered by 
forcing a window. In most of the 
burglaries the articles taken have not 
been of much value. Chief Hughes 
requests Newton residents to report 
to the police any suspicious appear- 
ing person noticed loitering about a 
neighborhood. The identity of the 
houses burglarized was not made 
known. 

The seven cars bought by the city 
some weeks ago for use by policemen 
ns patrol cars have not been placed 
into service ns yet. The delay is 
caused by the work necessary in 
equipping these cars with radio-sets. 
Patrolman Walter Hartford was as 
signed to install the radio sets. Hart 
ford was nn electrician before join 
ing the police department. It has 
been announced that Mr. Hartford will 
he permanently assigned to mechani- 
cal work in connection with the new 
cars and it was also published in one 
pnper that he would be designated as 
“radio mechanic”. As 11 radio sets 
would hardly require the services of 
a mechanic, the fact is that Mr. Hart- 
ford will be an assistant to Serg. Cul- 
len in the mechanical branch of the 
police department and will lulve other 
duties besides caring for the radio 
sets. 

When the aldermen voted to appro- 
priate money for the radio sets they 
were informed that the sets would 
cost $65 each. It appears that this 
price did not Include the cost of in- 
stallation. 

On Saturday the Newton police 
were notified by A. Leslie Moriarty, 
president of the Federation of State, 
City and Town Employees that two 
impostors have been soliciting dona- 
tions from people in this city on the 
claim that they are representatives 
of the Federation. Mr. Moriarty also 
notified t He police of Boston, Waltham 
and other nearby cities. 

Eleven youths were in the Newton 
court last Friday charged with loiter- 
ing. Most of the boys reside in the 
vicinity of Pearl and Thornton 
streets, Newton and Patrolman Dow 
told the court they have been using 
the corner of these two streets as a 
meeting place, and loitering there. 
Dow told Judge Braley. who was on 
the bench, that he had warned the 
boys a number of times to cease loi- 
tering on this corner and that he had 
received complaints from persons re- 
siding in the neighborhood about the 
noise the youths made. One resident 
of the vicinity testified that on Janu- 
ary 10 while his mother was ill, the 
gang congregated at the corner and 
were noisy. Judge Braley placed all 
the defendants on probation. Two of 
them, who objected to having any 
police record, appealed and were then 
fined $5 and held in $100 bond for the 
Superior Court. 

Federico Cioffl of 64 Hawthorne 
street, Newtonville was fined $20 in 
the Newton court on Monday for 
keeping decayed foodstuffs for sale 
at the store he conducts at 398 Water- 
town street, Nonantum. Inspector 
House of the Health Department was 
the complainant against Cioffl. 

Paul Berger of 28 Sheffield road, 
Newtonville caught three youths strip- 
ping parts from a large sedan parked 
in front of 45 Sheffield road on Mon- 
day night. Berger grabbed one of 
the thieves and made the other two 
march ahead of him, telling them he 
had a revolver in his possession. He 
took the three to his home, but while 
he was telephoning the police, his 
captives esca’ped. Berger told the po- 
lice that each of the trio was about 
17 years old and of medium height. 

William Levis, 24, of Linden street, 
Wellesley was arrested Wednesday 
night by Newton police charged with 
the unlawful appropriation of an auto- 
mobile owned by Merrill Nutting of 
Newton Centre. In the Newton court 
yesterday he was sentenced to serve 
two months in jail. Joseph De Wolfe 
of Taft avenue, West Newton was 
given a similar sentence in the New 
ton court last week for being impli- 
cated in the same theft.

These are 
one-evening affairs in which the 
church school workers of a particular 
localitv loin, for an inspirational ad- 
dress and conference periods on prac- 
tical departmental methods. Miss 
Rarker is to meet next week with the 
Waltham committee interested in such 
an affair for that section of the Dis- 
trict. 

Lists are out this week for the Read- 
ing Campaign for Church School 
Teachers and Officers, to be conducted 
during the next two months, and clos- 
ing April 9. at the date of the District 
Annual Convention. 

This is an effort to spur church 
school workers to read books on meth- 
ods and pupil development, as well as 
a few books that give important back- 
ground material about the Bible. 

Eacli reader is asked to enroll on 
either January 31 or February 7, by 
signing a blank provided. Church 
School superintendents will have the 
necessary materials. Everyone en- 
rolled will receive from the Noiuin- 
bega District office a blank form on 
which to keep track of the reading 
and to make a report.

On the evening of September 21, 1931 
a Middlesex & Boston bus operated by 
Baker struck Roland Ayer, 64, of Wal- 
tham ns the latter was standing on 
Crafts street, Newtonville, near Albe- 
marle road. Gertrude Drennan of 
Main street, Waltham, who was a 
passenger on the bus saw Ayer’s body 
as the man was hurled to the street 
and demanded of Baker that he stop 
the bus, which had continued to pro- 
ceed. Baker refused Miss Dromian s 
request that lie place Ayer in tlie bus 
and carry him for medical aid. A pass- 
ing autoist carried Ayer to the Wal- 
tham Hospital where it was found he 
had been seriously injured. Baker 
contended that Ayer had been hit by 
another automobile and not by the 
bus. Miss Drennan testified that 
Baker had stated his name was Doug- 
las, when asked. There is an employee 
of tlie M & B named Douglas. Baker 
was tried in the Newton court on De- 
cember 7, fined $50 and took an ap- 
peal. 

Francis Wheeler of 26 Homestead 
street, Waban was in the Newton 
court on Monday charged with operat- 
ing his automobile until January 3 
with 1931 number plates. He told 
Judge Bacon that he did not have time 
to change the plates; and the judge 
placed the case on file. 

Gerhard Peuker, 19, who came to 
this country from Germany 3 years 
ago, was in the Newton court on 
Monday charged with stealing an 
automobile from Golden Mossman of 
15 Walden street, Newtonville. Moss- 
man had employed young Peuker as a 
painter and when the youth departed 
last Thursday, taking Mossman’s car, 
the theft of the automobile was 
broadcast. Peuker was apprehended 
as he drove the car through Jersey 
City, New Jersey. Inspector King and 
Officer Feeley went to Jersey City 
and brought Peuker back. He pleaded 
guilty and his case was continued to 
February 5. He will probably be de- 
ported. 

Henry V. Greene of 2 Alden street, 
Newton Center was in the Newton 
court on Monday charged with the 
larceny of $15 from John Sullivan of 
13 Wiltshire road, Newton. Sullivan 
testified that as the owner of the 
Newton Iron & Wire Company he paid 
Greene the money 011 the promise of 
the latter that lie would get him a 
contract to build a wire fence at St. 
Regis College. Weston. Sullivan did 
not get the contract and neither did 
Greene return the commission. 
Greene told the judge that he did not 
get the money as a commission but 
loan. On his promise that he 
would return the $15, Judge Bacon 
continued the case until January 28. 

George Diab and John Kadra of 
Framingham were arrested early on 
the morning of January 19 at Lower 
Falls by Serg. Sheridan and Patrol- 
man Jenkins. The police had ob- 
served the pair acting suspiciously 
near a filling station at West New- 
ton. When arrested a revolver was 
found on Kadra and a jimmy on Di- 
ab’s person. In one of Diab’s pock- 
ets were found two white tablets 
which were discovered to he mor- 
phine. Tlie pair were arraigned in 
the Newton court on Wednesday and 
Kadra was charged with carrying a 
concealed weapon. Diab was charged 
with having a burglar’s tool and witli 
having a narcotic drug in his posses- 
sion. Their cases were continued un- 
til February 4.
